held  in  the  hands  of  members  of  said  band,  names 
unknown,  inflicting  wounds  therewith  whereof  he,  the 
said  Afanson , then  and  there  died.  This  at  the  times  and 
places  above  specified.” 

Specification  2. — “In  that  they,  Antonio  Aforaies  and  Faustino 
Gonzales , natives,  and  each  of  them,  on  or  about  November 
19,  1899,  then  as  now  a time  of  insurrection,  at  or  near 
the  Barrio  of  Abanum,  Pueblo  of  vSan  Carlos,  Province  of 
Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  a place  then  as  now  in  the  theatre  of 
active  military  operations,  in  company  of  and  consorting 
with  a band  of  armed  outlaws  to  the  number  of  40,  more 
or  less,  commanded  and  led  b}^  the  said  Aforaies  and 
Gonzales , did  wilfully,  feloniously  and  with  malice 
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aforethought,  kill  and  murder  one  Juan  Rosario  by 
shooting  him,  the  said  Rosario , with  guns  held  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  Morales  and  Gonzales , and  by  stabbing 
him,  the  said  Rosario , with  a bolo  held  in  the  hands  of  a 
member  of  said  band,  name  unknown,  inflicting  wounds 
whereof  he,  the  said  Rosario , then  and  there  died.  This 
at  the  times  and  places  above  specified.” 

— “In  that  they,  Antonio  Morales  and  Faustino 
Gonzales , natives,  and  each  of  them,  on  or  about  Decem- 
ber 2,  1899,  then  as  now  a time  of  insurrection,  at  or  near 
the  Barrio  of  Camato,  Pueblo  of  San  Carlos,  Province  of 
Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  a place  then  as  now  in  the  theatre  of 
active  military  operations,  in  company  of  and  consorting 
with  a band  of  armed  outlaws  to  the  number  of  40,  more 
or  less,  commanded  and  led  by  the  said  Morales  and 
Gonzales , did  wilfully,  feloniously  and  with  malice  afore- 
thought, kill  and  murder  Gregorio  Mayor , Vicente 
Parian , Feliciano  Velasques  and  Mariano  Macalaig, 
natives,  by  shooting  them,  the  said  Mayor , Parian , 
Velasques  and  Macalaig  with  guns  and  by  stabbing 
them,  the  said  Mayor , Parian , Velasques  and  Macalaig, 
with  bolos,  held  in  the  hands  of  members  of  said  band, 
names  unknown,  inflicting  wounds  therewith  whereof 
they,  the  said  Mayor,  Parian , Velasques  and  Macalaig, 
then  and  there  died.  This  at  the  times  and  places  above 

specified.”  * 

Charge  II. — “Robbery.” 

Specification  1. — “In  that  they,  Antonio  Morales  and  Faustino 
Gonzales,  natives,  and  each  of  them,  on  or  about 
November  19,  1899,  then  as  now  a time  of  insurrection, 
at  or  near  the  Barrio  of  Abanum,  Pueblo  of  San  Carlos, 
Province  of  Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  a place  then  as  now  in  the 
theatre  of  active  military  operations,  in  company  of  and 
consorting  with  a band  of  armed  outlaws  to  the  number 
of  40,  more  or  less,  commanded  and  led  by  the  said 
Morales  and  Gonzales,  did  feloniously  and  forcibly  take 
from  the  presence  of  Senora  Antonina  Garcia,  native,  a 
quantity  of  money,  jewelry  and  other  valuables,  value 
unknown,  the  property  of  the  said  Antonina  Garcia. 
This  at  the  times  and  places  above  specified.” 

Specification  2. — “In  that  they,  Antonio  Morales  and  Faustino 
Gonzales , natives,  and  each  of  them,  on  or  about  December 
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2,  i899>  then  as  now  a time  of  insurrection,  at  or  near 
the  Barrio  of  Cacumbayan,  Pueblo  of  San  Carlos, 
Province  of  Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  a place  then  as  now  in  the 
theatre  of  active  military  operations,  in  company  of 
and  consorting  with  a band  of  armed  outlaws  to  the 
number  of  40,  more  or  less,  commanded  and  led  by  the 
said  Morales  and  Gonzales , did  feloniously  and  forcibly 
take  from  the  presence  of  Senora  Gregoria  A buy  a , 
native,  a quantity  of  money,  jewelry  and  other  valuables, 
value  unknown,  the  property  of  the  said  Gregoria  Abnya. 
This  at  the  times  and  places  above  specified.' ’ 

To  which  charges  and  specifications  the  accused,  Antonio 
Morales  and  Faustino  Gonzales , and  each  of  them,  pleaded  as 
follows:

To  the  2d  Specification , 1st  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

Tothejaf  Specification , 1st  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

To  the  1st  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

To  the  1st  Specification,  2d  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

To  th 2d  Specification,  2d  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

To  the  2d  Charge. — “Not  Guilty.” 

Findings. 

The  Commission,  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence 
adduced,  finds  the  accused,  Antonio  Morales  and  Faustino 
Gonzales , and  each  of  them, 

Of  the  1st  Specification , 1st  Charge. — “Guilty,”  except  the 
word  “Abanum”  substituting  the  word  “Magtaquin,” 
and  of  the  excepted  word  “Not  Guilty”  and  of  the 
substituted  word  “Guilty.” 

Of  the  2d  Specification , 1st  Charge — “Guilty.” 

Of  the  3d  Specification , 1st  Charge — “Guilty,”  except  the 
word  “Camato”  substituting  the  word  “Gamato,”  and  of 
the  excepted  word  “Not  Guilty,”  and  of  the  substituted 
word  “Guilty.” 

Of  the  1 st  Charge. — “Guilty.” 

Of  the  /st  Specification,  2d  Charge. — “Guilty.” 

Of  the  2d  Specification,  2d  Charge — “Guilty.” 

Of  the  2d  Charge. — “Guilty.” 

Sentence. 

And  the  Commission  does  therefore  sentence  them,  Antonio 
Morales  and  Faustino  Gonzales,  natives,  and  each  of  them  “ To  be 
3 -go 
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hung  by  the  neck  until  they , and  each  of  them , be  dead , at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , two-thirds 
of  the  members  concurring  therein .” 

II.  The  proceedings  and  findings  in  the  foregoing  case  of 
Antonio  Morales  and  Faustino  Gonzales , natives,  are  approved. 

The  record  discloses  that  the  accused  were  furnished  counsel  by 
the  Government  and  wTere  accorded  in  all  respects  a fair  and 
impartial  trial.  The  testimony  of  many  witnesses,  called  at  their 
instance,  was  heard,  and  the  accused  themselves  made  statements 
to  the  Commission. 

The  evidence  abundantly  establishes  the  allegations  of  the 
charges,  with  unimportant  exceptions  which  have  been  duly 
recorded,  and  reveals  the  accused  as  leaders  of  a band  of  armed 
native  outlaws  engaged  in  the  commission  of  crimes  against  fellow 
natives  of  the  Islands  under  circumstances  of  peculiar  atrocity, 
unworthy  of  even  a moderate  degree  of  civilization.  No  circum- 
stance was  developed  upon  the  trial  which  even  suggests  clemency 
and  the  Commanding  General  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  extreme 
penalty  of  the  law  adjudged  by  the  Commission  must  be  confirmed. 

The  sentences  are  approved  and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the 
Pueblo  of  San  Carlos,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  P.  I.,  March  30, 
1900,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  general,  2d  Division, 
8th  Army  Corps.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Diego  Matias , the  evidence  adduced 
was  not  sufficient  to  prove  the  crime  of  burglary,  and  the  findings 
of  the  Commission  thereon  are  disapproved.  Subject  to  this 
exception  the  proceedings  and  findings  are  approved. 

The  sentence  is  approved  and  will  be  duly  executed;  Bilibid 
Military  Prison,  Manila,  P.  I.,  is  designated  as  the  place  of  con- 
finement, to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper 
guard.

I.  Major  General  John  C.  Bates,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  will  proceed 
at  once  by  such  water  transportation  as  may  be  furnished  him  to 
the  Provinces  of  Camarines,  Albay  and  Sorsogon,  Island  of  Luzon, 
and  there  take  immediate  supervision  of  all  detachments  of  the 
40th  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  which  he  has  already  directed  to 
be  embarked  on  transports;  will  then  proceed  with  that  regiment 
to  the  northern  coast  of  Mindanao  and  establish  the  several  mili- 
tary stations  on  that  coast,  in  accordance  with  verbal  directions 
which  have  been  conveyed.  This  duty  completed  he  will  proceed 
direct  to  Zamboanga,  the  headquarters  of  the  Military  District  of 
Mindanao  and  Jolo  Archipelago,  and  from  that  point  execute 
within  the  district  the  specific  duties  with  which  he  has  been 
charged,  which,  when  completed,  he  will  stand  relieved  from  all 
further  duties  in  that  military  district  and  will  return  to  this,  his 
station  and  the  headquarters  of  his  division. 

II.  Brigadier  General  William  A . Kobbe , U.  S.  Volunteers,  is 
assigned  to  the  command  of  the  district  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo 
Archipelago,  to  take  effect  as  soon  as  he  may  reach  the  head- 
quarters of  that  district  after  the  execution  of  the  duties  which 
have  been  assigned  to  him  in  the  third  paragraph  of  this  order.

After  the  movement  of  the  40th  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers, 
from  the  southeastern  portion  of  Luzon,  as  directed  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  this  order,  the  remaining  troops  in  that  section,  con- 
sisting of  the  45th  and  47th  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  Light 
Battery  G,  3d  U.  S.  Artillery,  and  certain  detachments  of  Cavalry 
and  staff  organizations,  will  comprise  a brigade  of  the  1st  Division 
8th  Army  Corps,  to  the  command  of  which  Brigadier  General 
James  M.  Bell,  is  hereby  assigned.

V.  The  military  control  of  the  Islands  of  Samar  and  Leyte, 
which  were  temporarily  placed  under  the  command  of  Brigadier 
General  William  A.  Kobbe , U.  S.  Volunteers,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  forcible  possession  of  the  same  from  the  enemy  and 
establishing  therein  the  necessary  garrisons,  wall  revert  to  the 
supervision  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  Visavan  Military 
District,  to  the  headquarters  of  which  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  troops  now  occupying  these  islands  will  report  for  instructions.

P.  I.,  January  24,  1900,  pursuant  to  paragraph  7,  Special  Orders 
No.  11,  c.  s.,  these  headquarters,  and  of  which  Colonel  Aaron  S. 
Daggett , 14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  is  president,  was  arraigned  and 
tried:

Charge. — ‘ ‘Murder.  ’ ’ 


Specification. — “I11  that  he  Rosario  Espiritu,  a Filipino  and 
, resident  of  Bacoor,  Island  of  Luzon,  P.  I.,  did,  on  or  about 
the  15th  day  of  November,  1899,  then,  as  now,  a time  of 
insurrection,  at  Bacoor,  Island  of  Luzon,  P.  I.,  then,  as  now, 
a place  under  the  United  States  military  occupation 
and  government,  feloniously,  wilfully,  and  with  malice 
aforethought,  kill  and  murder  one  Private  George  A. 
Wagner , Company  F,  14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  then  and  there 
present  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  by  shooting  him, 
the  said  Wagner,  in  the  abdomen  with  a revolver,  and  by 
stabbing  him,  the  said  Wagner , with  a sharp  instrument 
commonly  called  a bolo,  thereby  inflicting  certain  wounds, 
by  reason  of  which  wounds  the  said  Wagner  died,  on  the 
15th  day  of  November,  1899.  This  at  the  times  and  place 
above  specified.” 

To  which  charge  and  specification  the  accused,  Rosario  Espiritu, 
pleaded  as  follows: 

To  the  Specification,  “Not  guilty.” 

To  the  Charge,  “Not  guilty.” 

Findings. 

The  commission,  having  maturely  considered  the  evidence 
adduced,  finds  the  accused,  Rosario  Espiritu,

And  the  commission  does  therefore  acquit  him,  Rosario  Espiritu. 
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II.  The  proceedings  in  the  foregoing  case,  exclusive  of  exhibits, 
make  up  a record  of  277  pages,  and  the  sessions  of  the  commission 
were  extended  over  a period  of  about  two  months.  Much  of  the 
matter  included  in  the  record  is  immaterial  to  the  issues  before  the 
commission,  and  the  time  of  the  latter  was  largely  consumed  in 
listening  to  discussions  and  testimony  of  a wholly  irrelevant 
character. 

The  attention  of  the  members  of  this  commission  and  of  officers 
serving  in  this  department  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  while  military 
commissions  are  expected  to  accord  a fair  and  impartial  trial  to 
accused  parties,  they  are  war  tribunals  and  their  procedure  is 
essentially  summary;  and  their  failure  to  observe  details  of  prac- 
tice commonly  observed  before  civil  courts  and  even  before 
courts  martial,  will  not  ordinarily  be  fatal  to  the  validity  of  their 
proceedings. 

The  admission  of  counsel  before  such  tribunals  is  a privilege 
which  should  be  accorded  an  accused  when  practicable,  but  when 
counsel  utilizes  his  position  as  such  to  interpose  technical  objec- 
tions and  obstruct  and  delay  procedure,  he  may  and  should  be 
debarred  from  the  privilege  of  further  representing  his  client 
before  the  commission. 

In  this  case  the  evidence  was  abundantly  sufficient  to  sustain  a 
conviction,  and  the  failure  of  the  commission  to  so  find  is 
attributed  to  complications  arising  during  the  trial,  resulting 
from  wholly  immaterial  and  irrelevant  objections  by  counsel. 
The  acquittal  is  disapproved.  The  accused  will  be  released  from 
further  custody.

Self-inflicted  wounds  of  the  hand  and  occasionally  of  the  feet,  claimed  to 
be  accidental,  usually  occurring  on  outpost,  are  so  frequent  that  I have  the 
honor  to  suggest  that  all  such  cases  be  carefully  investigated  by  a Board  of 
Survey  similar  to  that  called  in  case  of  desertion  to  determine  the  circum- 
stances under  which  they  actually  occurred  and  especially  in  relation  to  the 
line  of  duty.  All  of  these  men  become  disabled  for  military  duty  with 
usually  a minimum  amount  of  maiming  for  civil  occupation,  and  thus  secure 
discharge.

Sir:  Referring  to  your  letter  of  the  17tli  ultimo,  addressed  to  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army,  through  this  office,  in  regard  to  the  pay  ofun  assistant 
surgeon,  U.  S,  Volunteers,  having  the  rank  of  captain,  I have  the  honor  to 
enclose  herewith  a copy  of  the  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
onjhe  subject. 

The  decision  of  the  Comptroller  upon  questions  of  pay  of  the  Army  are 
conclusive  so  far  as  the  War  Department  is  concerned,  and  that  department 
is  without  authority  to  set  aside  or  reverse  the  Comptroller’s  ruling.  A bill 
has,  however,  been  introduced  in  the  present  Congress,  at  the  instance  of 
the  War  Department,  providing  that  assistant  surgeons  of  Volunteers,  hav- 
ing the  rank  of  captain,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay  of  that  rank 
from  the  date  they  accept  their  appointments,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  bill 
will  be  passed  without  much  delay.

No.  63.  Captains  and  assistant  surgeons  of  volunteers  appointed  under  act  of 
March  3,  1899,  entitled  to  rank  but  not  the  pay  of  captains,  mounted,  until  after 
five  years'  service.

Sir  : I have  received  by  your  direction  a letter  from  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army  dated  September  14,  1899,  as  follows: 

Section  12  of  an  Act  of  Congress  approved  March  2,  1899,  authorizes  the 
President  to  “raise  a force  of  not  more  than  thirty-five  thousand  volunteers 
* * * and  to  organize  the  same  into  not  more  than  twenty-seven  regi- 
ments organized  as  are  infantry  regiments  of  war  strength  in" the  Regular 
Army,  and  three  regiments  * * * to  be  organized  as  cavalry  for  service, 
mounted  or  dismounted : Provided , That  each  regiment  shall  have  one  sur- 
geon with  the  rank  of  major;  two  assistant  surgeons,  one  of  whom  shall 
have  the  rank  of  captain  and  one  that  of  first  lieutenant,”  etc. 

The  question  has  been  raised  on  a letter,  herewith  enclosed,  from  Captain 
J.  Cabell  Minor,  assistant  surgeon,  29th  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  as  to  the 
pay  status  of  an  assistant  surgeon  appointed  with  the  rank  of  captain  in 
one  of  these  volunteer  regiments. 

The  Secretary  of  War  directs  me  to  submit  the  matter  for  your  opinion  as 
to  the  pay  that  a captain  and  assistant  surgeon  of  a volunteer  regiment 
organized  under  the  act  cited  is  entitled  to  receive. 

It  is  proper  to  state  that  this  provision  of  the  law  was  drafted  in  the  War 
Department,  and  was  intended  to  confer  not  only  the  rank  of  captain  on  the 
senior  assistant  but  the  right  to  draw  the  pay  of  that  rank. 

Accompanying  the  letter  is  an  enclosure,  No.  274745,  Adjutant  General’s 
Office,  being  a letter  with  endorsements  thereon,  as  follows:

To  the  Surgeon  General,  U.  S.  Army, 

Washington,  D.  C. 

My  Dear  General:  Upon  accepting  my  commission  as  captain  and 
assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  I did  so  with  the  understanding  and 
belief  that  the  pay  was  commensurate  with  the  rank. 

I am  informed  by  one  of  the  paymasters  that  under  the  provisions  of- an 
act  of  Congress,  March  2,  1899,  a captain  and  assistant  surgeon,  U.  S.  Volun- 
teers, is  a captain  in  rank  only  and  draws  pay  of  a first  lieutenant. 

I am  fond  of  the  service  and  desire  to  remain  in  it,  but  can  hardly  see  my 
way  to  do  so  under  the  above  interpretation.  I respectfully  ask  to  be 
informed  as  to  the  correctness  of  this  paymaster’s  decision.

Respectfully  returned  to  the  Adjutant  General,  U.  S.  Army: 

There  has  been  no  decision  as  to  the  pay  of  assistant  surgeons  with  the 
rank  of  captain  under  the  act  of  March  2,  1899,  which  provided  that  one  of 
the  assistant  surgeons  so  provided  for  should  have  the  rank  of  captain,  but 
did  not  provide  that  he  should  have  the  pay  of  that  grade;  but  the  case  is 
analagous  to  that  of  the  quartermasters  assigned  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  the  charge  of  principal  depots,  who,  under  the  act  of  July  7,  1898,  were  to 
have  the  rank  next  above  that  held  by  them,  and  not  above  colonel.  The 
Comptroller  decided  in  the  cases  of  "officers  so  assigned  that  they  were 
entitled  to  the  pay  of  the  rank  as  well  as  to  the  rank,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  act  relating  to  assistant  surgeons,  captains,  should  be  so  construed.

A question  of  the  same  import,  by  reference  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the 
War  Department,  dated  August  21,  1899,  on  letter  of  Abram  L.  Haines* 
captain  and  assistant  surgeon,  31st  U.  S.  Volunteer  Infantry,  has  also  been 
received  in  this  office. 

In  his  endorsement,  dated  August  18, 1899,  on  said  letter,  the  Surgeon  Gen- 
eral, after  submitting  the  question  whether  the  Acting  Comptroller’s 
decision,  dated  July  15,  1898,  respecting  the  pay  of  assistant  surgeons  of  the 
Volunteer  Army  (5  Comp.  Dec.  29),  applies  to  assistant  surgeons  of  volun- 
teer regiments  raised  under  section  12,  act  of  March  2, 1899,  supra  (30  Stat., 
979),  said: 

The  act  referred  to  provides  that  each  regiment  shall  have  three  medical 
officers— one  surgeon  with  rank  of  major,  one  assistant  surgeon  with  the 
rank  of  captain,  and  one  assistant  surgeon  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant. 
Those  commissioned  by  the  President  as  captains  have  accepted  the  appoint- 
ment with  the  full  expectation  that  they  will  receive  the  pay  of  captains, 
and  it  was  the  evident  intention  of  Congress  that  they  should  be  so  paid. 
If  any  technicality  should  be  found  to  interfere  with  this  intention  it  will 
prove  to  be  a serious  embarrassment  in  providing  experienced  medical 
officers  for  these  volunteer  regiments. 

In  the  decision  last  above  mentioned  it  was  held  that : 

Section  6 of  the  act  of  April  22,  1898,  authorizes  the  acceptance  in  the  Vol- 
unteer Army  of  additional  officers  of  militia  organized  under  the  laws  of 
any  State  and  enlisting  as  a body,  and  such  officers  are  entitled  to  the  pay 
of  the  grade  in  which  they  are  appointed.  (5  Comp.  Dec.  25.) 

But  it  was  also  held  that  the  pay  must  be  that  provided  by  law  for  the 
office  and  is  not  necessarily  to  be  determined  by  the  officer’s  rank. 
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Referring  to  assistant  surgeons  and  chaplains  in  the  Volunteer  Army 
borne  as  having  the  rank  of  captain,  the  Acting  Comptroller  said: 

The  two  officers  borne  on  the  rolls  of  the  same  regiment  (7th  Ohio  Infan- 
try), each  as  captain  and  assistant  surgeon,  if  they  have  served  less  than 
five  years,  should  each  be  paid  $1,600  a year,  and  after  five  years’  service 
$2,000  a year,  with  increase  for  length  of  service,  being  the  pay  provided  by 
law  for  assistant  surgeons. 

******** 

The  office  of  an  officer  in  the  Army  and  his  rank  are  not  necessarily 
identical.  (Wood  v.  United  States,  107  U.  S.,  414.) 

The  rate  of  pay  is  attached  to  the  office  and  the  duties  which  its  incumb- 
ent is  required  to  perform. 

A chaplain  holds  the  office  of  chaplain.  (Section  1121,  Rev.  Stat.)  His 
ranx  is  that  of  captain  of  infantry.  (Section  1122,  Rev.  Stat.)  His  pay  is  $1,500 
a year,  with  increase  for  length  of  service.  (Sections  1261-1263,  Rev.  Stat.) 
But  chaplains  in  the  volunteer  service  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a 
captain  mounted,  from  and  including  July  8,  1898,  under  an  act  approved 
July  8.  1898  (30  Stat.,  729),  which  provides  “that  all  chaplains  in  the  volunteer 
service  shall  have  the  pay  and  allowances  of  a captain  mounted.”  (5  Comp. 
Dec.  29,  30.) 

Section  4,  act  of  June  23,  1874,  “reorganizing  the  several  staff  corps  of  the 
Army”  (18  Stat.,  244),  provides: 

That  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army  shall  hereafter  consist  of  * * * 
one  hundred  and  fifty  assistant  surgeons,  with  the  rank,  pay,  and  emolu- 
ments of  lieutenants  of  cavalry  for  the  first  five  years’  service,  and  with  the 
rank,  pay,  and  emoluments  of  captains  of  cavalrv  after  live  years’ 
service.  * * * * '*  * 

No  change  has  been  made  in  the  law  fixing  the  pay  and  emoluments  of 
assistant  surgeons  in  any  manner  affecting  the  question  under  considera- 
tion since  the  act  of  June  23, 1874,  supra,  and  said  act  determines  the  rate 
of  pay  to  be  allowed  all  assistant  surgeons  now  in  the  Army. 

The  pay  of  assistant  surgeons  of  the  Volunteer  Army  is  that  fixed  by  law 
for  assistant  surgeons  of  the  Regular  Army. 

At  the  time  the  act  of  March  2,  1899,  supra,  was  passed  assistant  surgeons 
of  regiments  in  the  Volunteer  Army  with  rank  of  captain  who  had  not  served 
five  years  were  being  paid  $1,600  per  annum,  being  the  pay  of  first  lieu- 
tenants of  cavalry,  in  accordance  with  the  decision  of  this  office  construing 
section  6,  act  of  April  22,  1898. 

In  view  of  this  fact  which  was  well  understood,  and  the  fact  that  the  act 
of  June  23, 1874,  supra,  then  in  force,  specifically  states  what  shall  be  the 
compensation  of  assistant  surgeons  of  less  than  five  years’  service,  and  as 
the  repeal  or  modification  of  laws  by  implication  is  not  favored,  I am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  provision  of  the  act  of  March  2,  1899,  supra,  giving  one 
assistant  surgeon  in  each  volunteer  regiment  provided  for  in  the  act  the 
rank  of  captain  cannot  properly  be  construed  to  overrule  the  law  fixing 
the  pay  of  assistant  surgeons. 

I therefore  hold  that  the  pay  of  assistant  surgeons  of  volunteers  appointed 
under  the  act  of  March  2,  1899,  who  have  served  less  than  five  years  are 
only  entitled  to  $1,600  per  annum,  although  they  may  have  the  rank  of 
captain  under  said  act.  If  the  act  had  been  intended  to  give  them  the  pay 
of  captain,  it  could  have  been  easily  stated,  as  was  the  custom  in  acts 
changing  pay  and  allowances  of  officers.

Sir: 

In  connection  with  the  suggestions  recently  made,  that  soldiers  who  are 
proven  subjects  for  discharge  on  surgeon’s  certificate  of  disability  should  be 
sent  to  the  United  States  for  final  discharge,  I have  the  honor  to  recommend 
the  following  as  a convenient  method  to  be  pursued : After  the  Certificates 
of  Disability  have  been  completed,  all  errors  corrected,  and  the  papers  are 
ready  for  final  action,  notification  of  the  fact  to  be  sent  to  the  adjutant  gen- 
eral by  the  chief  surgeon,  with  recommendation  that  the  soldier  be  sent, 
with  his  descriptive  list,  to  Hospital  No.  3,  in  this  city,  to  which  place  also 
the  certificates  themselves  will  be  sent.  The  commanding  officer  of  Hospital 
No.  3 to  be  instructed  to  retain  the  men  until  a convenient  opportunity  shall 
present  itself  to  send  them  to  the  United  States;  he,  in  the  meantime,  to 
again  verify  all  the  papers,  so  that  before  the  soldiers  leave  Manila  there 
will  be  a certainty  that  the  military  history  of  each  man  is  complete  and 
correct.  When  a transport  is  ready  to  take  the  men  to  the  United  States, 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  Hospital  to  prepare  the  list  of  names  and  for- 
ward it  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  department,  so  that  the  necessary 
transportation  orders  may  be  issued;  and  after  the  embarkation  of  the  men 
on  the  ship,  to  transfer  to  the  commanding  officer  or  to  the  transport  quar- 
termaster, the  papers  for  delivery  to  the  proper  military  authorities  in 
San  Francisco.

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  ordnance  officer  of  the  de- 
partment, the  following  interpretation  of  Army  Regulations,  and 
authorizations  thereunder,  are  made: 

Ordnance  stores  which  have  evidently  been  rendered  unfit  for 
use  by  ordinary  service,  may  be  turned  in,  and  serviceable 
stores  issued  in  their  place  or  receipts  given  therefor,  or 
necessary  repairs  made.  Stores  rendered  unserviceable  by  causes 
not  evidently  properly  incident  to  the  service,  will  not  be 
received  under  this  order,  but  will  be  dealt  with  as  contemplated 
by  Regulations. 

The  final  action  of  an  inspector  upon  stores  which  are  turned 
in  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  which  is  required  by 
paragraph  1524  A.  R.,  may  be  had  upon  application  by  the 
receiving  officer.

Sir: 

Authority  is  requested  to  receive  at  this  Arsenal,  either  for  repair  or  in 
exchange  for  serviceable  stores,  any  unserviceable  arms,  equipments, 
accoutrements  or  ammunition  that  the  troops  in  the  Philippines  may  desire 
to  turn  in,  either  for  replacement,  or  on  the  usual  invoice  and  receipts.  The 
receipt  of  such  stores  at  this  Arsenal  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
service  in  every  particular. 

The  troops  here  have  but  little  chance  to  care  for  unserviceable  stores  which 
await  the  action  of  an  inspector,  and  such  stores  are  often  lost  or  stolen,  and 
the  Government  thus  derives  no  benefit  from  what  might  otherwise  be 
again  rendered  serviceable. 


On  the  other  hand,  the  possibility  of  the  same  unserviceable  stores,  coming 
up  for  inspection  oftener  than  once,  would  be  thus  precluded,  and  the  loss 
to  the  United  States  from  this  source  minimized. 

The  unserviceable  stores  may  be  assorted  at  this  Arsenal  by  skilled 
workmen,  and  the  attention  of  the  inspector  invited  to  such  as  can  possibly 
be  renovated.  Even  those  stores  that  are  utterly  unserviceable,  may  be  of 
some  slight  value  for  buckles,  etc. 

The  organizations  are  thus  relieved  from  the  labor  of  preparing  inspection 
reports,  the  inspection  can  more  conveniently  be  made  by  the  inspector,  and 
the  labor  of  examining  the  returns  much  simplified 

A liberal  interpretation  of  paragraphs  1515,  1516, 1519,  1520  and  1524,  A.  R., 
would,  it  is  thought,  permit  the  issuing  of  an  order  or  circular  covering  the 
case,  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  a condition  such  as  now  exists, 
was  never  contemplated  by  Regulations.

The  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army  has  called  the  attention  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  to  several  instances  where  fraudulent  use  has  been  made  of 
blank  discharge  certificates,  indicating  a disregard  on  the  part  of  some 
officers  of  the  Army  of  the  requirements  of  paragraph  151  of  the  Regulations, 
which  directs  that  such  blanks  be  retained  in  the  personal  custody  of  com- 
pany commanders. 

In  communicating  this  information,  the  Major  General  Commanding  the 
Army  directs  that  you  take  such  steps  as  in  your  judgment  may  be  required 
to  bring  about  a strict  observance  of  the  requirements  of  the  regulations 
herein  referred  to,  and  that  a copy  of  such  instructions  as  you  may  give  be 
furnished  this  office.

At  the  request  of  the  chief  surgeon,  the  following  is  published 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  medical  officers  serving  in 
this  department,  superseding  Circular,  No.  69,  November  1,  1899, 
from  these  headquarters.

I.  Personal  reports  made  on  information  slip  and  addressed  to 
the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department,  through  the  division  surgeon 
(if  with  troops  in  a division)  are  required  as  follows: 

(a) .  A report  upon  Arrival  in  the  Department,  giving 
date  of  the  arrival  and  the  number,  date  and  source  of  the  order. 
This  report  does  not  excuse  the  medical  officer  from  a report  in 
person  at  the  office  of  the  chief  surgeon  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 
A duplicate  of  this  report  should  be  sent  to  the  Surgeon  General, 
Washington,  D.  C.,  direct. 

(b) .  A Monthly  Report,  which  defines  the  present  status 
and  order  therefor,  and  a detailed  account  of  all  changes  in  .status 
for  the  month. 

(c) .  A report  for  every  Change  in  Status.  This  not  only 
refers  to  changes  of  station  to  another  regiment  but  includes 
changes  of  .station  with  troops  by  regimental  or  any  other  order. 
Going  on  or  off  Sick  Report  or  going  on  or  returning  from 
Eeave  OF  Absence  is  a change  in  status.  All  reports  of  change 
of  status  should,  if  possible,  be  preceded  by  a report  by  telegraph. 

II.  A report  on  information  slip  by  the  Senior  Medical 
Officer  of  troops  arriving  in  the  department,  giving  names  and 
grades  of  all  members  of  the  Hospital  Corps  detachment,  is 
required.  The  descriptive  lists  of  these  men  should  be  sent  to  the 
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chief  surgeon’s  office  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  from  whence 
they  will  be  returned  after  such  information  as  is  desired  for  the 
records  is  obtained. 

III.  Weekly  Sick  Reports  hereafter  will  be  sent  to  the 
brigade  surgeon,  who  will  send  a consolidated  report  to  the 
division  surgeon,  who  in  turn  will  send  a consolidated  division 
report  to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department.  For  troops  not 
brigaded  the  weekly  sick  report  will  be  sent  by  the  regimental 
surgeon  to  the  division  surgeon  direct.  When  the  troops  are 
neither  brigaded  nor  in  any  division,  the  report  will  be  sent  to  the 
chief  surgeon  of  the  department  direct.  This  report  is  simply 
Numerical  and  should  be  made  by  telegraph  if  possible. 

It  should  include 

(1) .  Number  of  cases  present  sick  in  quarters  and  number 
present  sick  in  regimental  hospital. 

(2) .  Number  of  cases  absent  sick  in  hospital. 

(3) .  Number  of  new  cases  arising  during  the  week. 

(4) .  Number  of  sick  returned  to  duty  during  the  week. 

IV.  The  Monthly  Report  of  Sick  and  Wounded  is 
rendered  by  the  senior  medical  officer  of  the  command,  who  is 
responsible  for  its  correctness.  In  cases  of  widely  separated 
detachments  where  communication  with  the  regimental  surgeon  is 
impracticable,  the  detachment  surgeon  may  render  the  report 
direct  to  the  chief  surgeon;  this,  however,  is  not  desirable  and  it  is 
expected  that  As  a General  Rule  the  Regimental  Surgeon 
Will  Submit  a Consolidated  Report  for  the  Entire 
Command,  a Single  Copy  of  Which  is  Forwarded  Direct 
to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Department.  The  following 
directions  cover  most  of  the  errors  commonly  made  by  surgeons 
unfamiliar  with  these  papers: 

(a) .  The  designation  of  the  organization  and  the  brigade  and 
division  to  which  attached  should  be  clearly  entered  in  the  proper 
place  of  sheet  1 (Form  25).  The  exact  location  of  the  troops 
should  also  be  given. 

(b) .  The  location  of  the  several  quarters  and  camps  occupied 
by  the  troops  during  the  month  together  with  Dates  of  Arrival 
and  Departure  and  distances  covered  en  route  must  be  entered 
under  heading  of  Remarks. 

When  Troops  Arrive  on  Transports  during  the  month,  the 
name  of  the  ship,  the  port  and  date  of  sailing,  the  ports  touched 
at  with  dates,  and  the  date  of  arrival  will  be  stated.  The  sanitary 
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condition  of  the  ship,  any  unusual  sickness,  especially  that  from 
contagious  disease,  and  an  account  of  vaccinations  should  be  noted. 

(c) .  Diagnosis  Must  Conform  to  the  system  of  nomenclature 
directed  by  Paragraph  159,  Manual  Medical  Department. 

It  is  not  .sufficient,  for  example,  to  say  “malarial  fever,”  the  terms 
“remittent”  or  “intermittent  (quotidian,  tertian  or  quartan)”  as 
the  case  may  be,  must  always  be  added. 

(d) .  Diagnosis  of  injuries  or  wounds  must  always  be  accompanied 
with  a statement  of  WHERE,  When  and  How  the  injury  was  re- 
ceived. The  terms  SEVERE  or  SeighT  should  also  be  added. 

(e) .  The  locations  of  wounds  and  the  seat  of  disease  should  in 
every  ca.se  be  clearly  stated.  Points  of  entrance  and  exit  of  gunshot 
or  other  penetrating  wounds  should  be  given. 

(f) .  In  case  of  death,  the  cause  of  death,  and  whether  in  line  of 
duty,  is  to  be  stated  in  the  Disposition  Space,  notwithstanding  it 
may  be  the  same  as  that  reported  in  the  cause  of  admission  space. 
The  date  of  death  and  result  of  autopsy,  if  held,  should  also  be 
given. 

(g) .  Where  Malingering  is  suspected  the  Assumed  Disease 
will  be  noted. 

(h)  . In  case  of  Transfer  From  the  Department  or  Military 
District  the  Date  and  Source  of  the  Order  must  be  noted  in 
the  Disposition  Space. 

(i) .  I11  Column  16  the  date  of  disposition  should  always  be  given, 

even  in  case  of  death. 

The  Manual  of  the  Medical  Department,  Paragraphs  132-146 
inclusive,  contains  full  directions  for  the  preparation  of  these 
reports.  Medical  officers  will  make  a careful  study  of  these  direc- 
tions, and  save  thereby  much  unnecessary  trouble. 

V.  The  Retetrn  of  Personnel,  Etc.,  of  the  Hospital 
Corps,  32),  is  rendered  monthly.  One  copy  is  forwarded  to  the 
division  surgeon  and  another  to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department. 
The  Eattf:r  Must  be  Mailed  Before  the  sth  Day  of  the 
Succeeding  Month.  The  return  is  self-explanatory  and  should 
be  carefully  studied. 

The  following  points,  however,  are  frequently  overlooked: 

(a) .  Upon  first  joining  detachment  full  information  of  Date  and 
Peace  of  Enlistment,  Date  of  Joining  and  Date  of  Arrival 
in  the  Philippine  Islands  should  be  entered  on  the  return. 

(b) .  Volunteer  Stewards  should  be  entered  under  the  heading 
of  “Additional  Remarks,”  on  the  back  of  the  return. 
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(c).  Men  under  orders  to  join  a detachment  should  be  entered 
with  the  remark  “Not  yet  joined”  or  “Sick  at  hospital  in etc. 

The  reason  for  this  requirement  is  that  every  man  must  belong 
to  some  detachment.  Upon  a receipt  of  an  order  for  transfer  a 
man’s  name  is  dropped  from  his  old  detachment  and  unless  entered 
on  the  return  of  the  new  detachment  he  is  unaccounted  for. 

The  regimental  surgeon  will  make  this  Return  for  his  entire 
detachment. 

In  cases  of  men  transferred  from  the  line  to  the  Hospital  Corps 
full  information  of  Date  and  Peace  of  Enlistment,  Previous 
Service,  Special  Qualifications,  Convictions  by  Court 
Martials  and  Date  of  Arrival  in  the  Philippine  Islands 
must  be  given.  This  report  to  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  man’s  descriptive  list  has  been  received. 

VI.  A list  of  Killed  and  Wounded  in  Action  is  to  be  sent  by 
telegraph  to  the  division  surgeon  immediately  after  an  engagement. 

This  must  be  promptly  followed  by  Duplicate  Lists  of  Wounded 
on  Form  42,  (Army  Regulations  1466).  Separate  lists  are  required 
for  Volunteers,  even  though  they  may  be  attached  to  a regular 
organization. 

Great  Pains  Should  be  Taken  to  Have  These  Lists 
Accurate  and  the  Names  Plainly  Spelled. 

VII.  Monthly  Sanitary  Inspection  reports  are  made  on 
Form  41  (one  copy).  The  senior  medical  officer  of  every  command 
makes  this  report  and  hereafter  no  other  report  is  required  of  him 
unless  he  deems  a special  report  necessary.  The  brigade  surgeon 
will  make  all  Weekly  Reports. 

VIII.  Transfer  slips  should  accompany  patients  and  not  be  sent 
by  mail. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following: 

(a) .  Transfer  slips  should  give  the  correct  name  of  the  patient, 
his  regiment  and  company  and  all  other  information  called  for  on 
the  printed  blank. 

(b) .  A short  history  of  the  illness  should  be  given  in  addition 
to  the  diagnosis. 

(c) .  The  date  of  Original  Admission  to  Sick  Report  refers 
to  the  date  when  the  man  was  First  Taken  Sick  with  his  present 
illness  and  Does  Not  Mean  the  date  when  admitted  to  hospital. 

(d) .  The  statement  in  Line  of  Duty  or  Not  in  Line  of  Duty 
must  be  placed  on  Every  slip. 
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IX.  Besides  the  list  of  wounded  demanded  by  Army  Regulations 
1466,  it  is  required  in  this  department  that  every  death  from  any 
cause  of  an  officer  or  an  enlisted  man  .shall  be  reported  by  telegraph 
and  later  in  writing  to  the  chief  surgeon,  through  the  division 
surgeon  without  delay.  The  name  of  the  deceased  must  be  accu- 
rately written,  his  military  status  exactly  expressed  and  the  cause, 
time  and  place  of  death  and  the  Disposition  of  the  Remains  be 
set  forth.  In  the  case  of  officers  the  exact  hour  of  death  must  be 
.stated.  (Army  Regulations  81).  The  names  are  transmitted  to 
the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  from  these  Headquarters,  and  it 
is  important  that  they  correspond  exactly  with  those  on  the 
muster  rolls. 

X.  The  Remains  of  Those  Dying  in  the  Military  Service 
should  if  possible  be  sent  to  Manila. 

The  coffins  should  be  so  marked  that  there  should  be  no  question 
of  the  Identity,  Cause  of  Death  and  Organization  of  the 
deceased.  Remains  of  soldiers  infected  with  smallpox  or  other 
dangerous  disease  should  be  immediately  buried  at  the  place  where 
the  death  occurs.  In  this  case  the  location  of  the  grave  should  be 
definitely  marked  and  noted  on  the  records. 

XI.  Ale  Reports  as  a rule  are  forwarded  through  the  division 
surgeon.  The  principal  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  as  follows: 

(a) .  Sanitary  reports,  through  military  channels. 

(b) .  Invoices,  receipts  and  property  returns,  to  the  Surgeon 
General  (Quartermaster  General  or  Chief  of  Ordnance,  as  the  case 
may  be)  direct. 

(c) .  Returns  of  the  Hospital  Corps  should  be  made  in  duplicate 
and  one  sent  to  the  division  surgeon  and  one  sent  to  the  chief  sur- 
geon of  the  department  direct. 

(d) .  Papers  relating  to  cash  expenditures  for  the  medical  depart- 
ment are  sent  direct  to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department;  for 
example,  laundry  bills  and  other  disbursements  (Form  4);  pay 
rolls  of  civilian  employees  (Form  6);  statement  of  ice  fund 
(Form  34). 

(e) .  Sick  and  Wounded  Reports  to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the 
department  direct. 

XII.  Requisitions  For  Medical  Supplies  are  forwarded  in 
Triplicate  on  Forms  15  and  16  to  the  chief  surgeon,  through  the 
division  surgeon.  Medical  officers  must  fill  in  the  headings  of  the 
blanks  designating  the  troops  for  whom  the  supplies  are  needed, 
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and  describe  accurately  the  location  of  the  troops.  Medical 
officers  will  be  held  responsible  for  supplies  missent  to  addresses 
improperly  given  on  requisitions.  The  name  of  the  town,  province 
and  island  must  in  each  be  clearly  indicated,  and  if  necessary  the 
route  of  travel  should  be  given. 

It  is  intended  to  equip  certain  central  stations  with  large  amounts 
of  medical  supplies.  These  stations  will  act  as  sub-depots,  which 
will  issue  supplies  upon  order  of  the  division  surgeon. 

Division  surgeons  will  forward  to  the  chief  surgeon  all  requisi- 
tions which  cannot  be  filled  in  the  division. 

In  cases  of  emergency  requisitions  may  be  made  hy  telegram  to 
division  surgeon,  or  (if  necessary)  to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the 
department.  Requests  made  in  this  way  must  not  be  made  unless 
the  emergency  demands  great  haste.  As  a general  rule  such 
requests  indicate  lack  of  foresight  on  the  part  of  the  medical 
officer  in  providing  for  his  command.  As  far  as  possible  expenda- 
ble and  non-expendable  matter  should  be  asked  for  on  separate 
papers.  In  enumerating  supplies  the  order  as  given  in  the  Manual 
of  the  Medical  Department  should  be  accurately  followed. 

Brigade  and  division  surgeons  will  see  that  all  medical  officers 
under  them  are  sufficiently  but  not  wastefully  supplied.  In  their 
inspections  they  should  enquire  into  the  amount  and  character  of 
medical  expenditures.  Natives  are  furnished  medical  supplies 
from  the  civil  fund.  Medical  officers  at  small  posts  will  not  ask  for 
expensive  property  which  may  be  lost  or  destroyed.  The  conve- 
niences of  permanent  posts  are  not  intended  for  small  or  temporary 
stations. 

XIII.  CiyiNiCAiy  Thermometers  have  been  made  expendable 
and  a certificate  of  breakage  is  no  longer  required.  (Circular  III, 
Surgeon  General’s  Office:  Washington,  D.  C.,  Nov.  16,  1899.) 

XIV.  (a).  Vaccination  of  all  Americans  with  native  virus  is 
deemed  necessary.  To  this  end  the  senior  medical  officer  of  every 
command  arriving  in  this  department  will  immediately  obtain, 
through  the  chief  surgeon,  sufficient  virus  for  the  whole  command. 

If  troops  are  held  on  ship-board  on  the  way  elsewhere,  the  same 
rule  obtains. 

Recruits  enlisted  in  or  joining  the  organization,  whether  singly 
or  in  detachments,  are  to  be  vaccinated  if  necessary,  and  accurate 
records  of  the  entire  command  must  be  kept  so  that  every  man’s 
history  in  that  respect  may  be  clearly  and  easily  learned. 
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As  small-pox  is  epidemic  throughout  most  of  this  country  this 
subject  is  of  vital  importance.  Great  care  must  be  observed  that 
all  officers,  men  and  camp  followers  are  thoroughly  protected. 

(b) .  Virus  For  Natives  is  furnished  on  requisition  addressed 
to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Health,  Manila. 

Virus  for  Soudiers  or  army  employees  is  furnished  on  tele- 
graphic or  written  request  addressed  direct  to  the  chief  surgeon  of 
the  department. 

REQUESTS  for  Virus  for  natives  and  soldiers  Should  be  Made 
on  Separate  Papers  and  Should  State  for  Whom  the  Virus 
is  Required. 

(c) .  A Special  Report  of  small-pox  in  the  command  must  be 
made  (on  information  slip) to  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department, 
through  the  division  surgeon.  This  report  will  give  all  facts  of 
interest  relating  thereto,  particular  attention  being  given  to  attempts 
at  vaccination  as  obtained  from  the  records  kept,  from  the  man’s 
own  statement  and  from  an  inspection  of  his  person. 

Similar  reports  are  required  for  other  epidemic  diseases. 

XV.  Disabled  soldiers  for  whom  Certificates  of  Disability 
are  required  should  be  transferred  by  orders  from  department 
headquarters  to  Hospital  Number  Three,  Manila,  from  whence 
they  will  be  transported  for  discharge  in  the  United  States. 

These  are  most  important  papers  and  great  care  should  be  exer- 
cised to  see  that  they  are  complete,  especially  in  the  following 
particulars: 

(a) .  Every  question  should  be  answered  by  a direct  statement 
and  the  two  papers  should  be  exact  duplicates. 

(b) .  The  medical  certificate  should  agree  with  the  company 
officer’s  certificate. 

(c) .  The  first  question  in  the  medical  officer’s  certificate  can- 
not be  answered  by  giving  simply  the  diagnosis.  A reason  intel- 
ligible to  a layman  must  set  forth  the  cause  why  the  man  is  unfit 
for  duty. 

(d) .  The  words  “In  line  of  duty”  or  “Not  in  line  of  duty” 
must  always  be  written  out  in  answer  to  the  second  question  of  the 
medical  officer’s  certificate.  If  cause  of  disability  is  not  known 
this  fact  should  be  stated. 

(e) .  The  medical  officer  can  properly  confer  with  the  company 
officer  and  give  him  the  cause  on  account  of  which  the  soldier  is 
recommended  for  discharge.  The  statement  “on  account  of 
disability”  or  other  indirect  answer  is  not  allowed. 
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The  “date  and  place”  where  disease  or  injury  wras  received  must 
be  given  if  know  n.  If  not  known  this  fact  should  be  stated  by 
the  commanding  officer. 

(f).  The  Company  Officers  Must  Express  an  Opinion  as  to 
wffietlier  or  not  the  disability  wTas  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty. 

When  the  certificates  of  disability  are  completed  they  should  be 
sent  through  official  channels  as  usual,  and  on  the  man’s  transfer 
slip  it  shoidd  be  noted  that  certificates  of  disability  have  been  for- 
warded. 

Certificates  of  Disability  Must  be  Made  out  by  the 
Senior  Medical  Officer  With  the  Command  and  be 

ENTIRELY  IN  HIS  OWN  HANDWRITING. 

XVI.  Subsistence  for  the  Sick.  Officers  subsisted  in  hos- 
pitals are  to  be  charged  a uniform  rate  of  one  dollar  a day,  the 
money  to  be  accounted  for  as  hospital  fund.  For  enlisted  men 
the  medical  officer  may  draw7  the  regular  ration  or  he  may  utilize, 
for  such  men  as  cannot  eat  the  regular  ration,  the  forty  cents  a 
day  authorized  by  General  Orders  182,  Adjutant  General’s  Office, 
Washington,  October  20,  1899. 

The  ration  or  the  forty  cents  a da}7  may  be  drawm  for  a part  or  all 
of  the  sick,  but  both  cannot  be  used  for  the  same  person  at  the 
same  time.  Medical  officers  in  charge  of  sick  should  make  request 
of  the  chief  commissary  for  Form  No.  69,  which  is  self-explanatory. 

This  is  the  only  official  commissary  paper  necessary  in  connec- 
tion w7ith  the  use  of  the  forty  cents  a day,  just  as  the  regular  ration 
return  blank  is  the  only  paper  in  connection  with  the  drawdng  of 
the  regular  ration. 

To  obtain  with  the  forty  cent  allowance  supplies  w7hich  may  be 
on  hand  in  the  commissary,  the  medical  officer  requests  the  most 
available  commissary  officer  in  charge  of  sales  stores  to  send  him 
such  supplies  as  desired.  The  commissary  officer  will  send  the 
supplies  and  w7ith  them  a bill  which  w7ill  serve  as  a basis  for  the 
entry  which  the  medical  officer  makes  on  Form  69,  which  he  retains 
for  his  own  information,  under  the  heading  “Furnished  to  the 
hospital  from  subsistence  stores  on  hand.”  The  medical  officer 
makes  no  entries,  other  than  “return  of  enlisted  patients”  on  the 
Form  69  which  he  sends  the  commissary. 

The  medical  officer  is  not  restricted  in  his  purchases  to  commis- 
sary supplies,  but  may  himself  purchase  elsewhere  whatever  is 
needed,  or  request  the  commissary  officer  to  do  so.  Such  purchases 
wrill  be  entered  at  the  end  of  the  month  by  the  commissary  officer 
on  Form  69  under  the  heading  “purchased  for  the  hospital.” 
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None  of  this  forty  cent  fund  ever  comes  into  the  possession  of 
medical  officers.  All  purchases  whatever  from  the  commissary  or 
outside  are  paid  for  by  the  commissary  officer,  on  vouchers  certi- 
fied to  by  the  medical  officer,  who,  in  cases  of  emergency  or  open 
market  purchases  made  by  him,  makes  out  and  signs  in  duplicate 
Form  No.  9 or  ^x/2  Subsistence  Department,  .said  Form  to  accom- 
pany the  voucher  presented  to  the  commissary  officer  for  payment. 

The  above  remarks  apply  to  all  hospitals  in  the  department. 

XVII.  Money  Vouchers,  Pay  Roues,  Etc.  In  order  to 
insure  uniformity  in  the  preparation  of  money  vouchers  and  pay 
rolls  the  following  notes  and  instructions  should  be  carefully  read 
and  complied  with: 

(1) .  A voucher  consists  essentially  of  five  parts  (A)  heading  (B) 
bill  (C)  certificate  (D)  receipt  (E)*  brief. 

(A) .  The  Heading  should  contain  the  name  of  the  person  to 
whom  the  United  States  Medical  Department  is  debtor,  stating  his 
address  in  full  if  possible.  The  place  and  date  of  preparing  the 
voucher  must  be  filled  in. 

(B) .  The  Biee  should  contain  the  following  parts: 

(a) .  The  nature  of  the  service. 

(b) .  The  party  for  and  the  place  at  which  service  is  per- 

formed. 

(c) .  The  inclusive  dates  of  service. 

(d) .  The  time  for  which  payment  is  made. 

(e) .  The  rate  of  pay,  and 

(f) .  The  amount  total  due. 

“ExampeES.”  (i).  Service  by  the  month. 

(a) .  To  service  performed  as  female  contract  nurse. 

(b) .  At  “ ” hospital,  “ P.  I. 

(c) .  From  February  20th  to  28th  inclusive. 

(d) .  Being  eleven  days, 

(e)  and  (f).  At  the  rate  of  $50.00  U.  S.  gold  per  month. 

(f).  $18.33. 

(2) .  Services  by  the  day. 

(a) .  To  services  performed  as  seamstress  for 

(b) .  ” hospital,  “ P.  I. 

(c) .  From  February  27th  to  March  4th,  inclusive. 

(d,  e and  f).  Being  (d)  six  days  at  (e)  50c  gold  per  day. 

(f).  $3.00. 

Vouchers  rendered  for  services  by  the  day  or  month  do  not 
require  original  bills  attached. 
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(3).  Services  other  than  by  the  day  or  month. 

To  washing  and  ironing  500  pieces  of  hospital  linen. 

For  the  “ ” hospital,  “ P.  I.,  during 

The  month  of  February,  1900,  at  2c  U.  S.  gold  per  piece 
As  per  original  bill  attached  $10.00. 

An  original  itemized  bill  furnished  by  the  creditor  and  signed 
by  him  must  be  attached  to  the  foregoing,  and  all  other  vouchers, 
except  where  a creditor  makes  out  his  bill  on  a blank  form  of 
voucher  and  certifies  to  its  correctness. 

All  original  bills  must  be  rendered  in  English  language,  but  if 
rendered  in  a foreign  language  a translation  of  the  same  must 
accompany  the  bill. 

Accounts  may  be  paid  from  the  appropriation  of  the  medical 
and  hospital  department,  as  follows: 

Salaries  of  Clerks,  Nurses  and  other  Civilians  employed 
by  proper  authority  for  duty  in  the  medical  department. 

Disinfectants,  Hospital  Laundry,  Ice,  etc.,  Provided, 
however,  Authority  has  been  previously  obtained  from  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Dfpartment,  the  Source  and  Date 
of  Which  Must  Appear  upon  each  Voucher  without  which 
they  will  not  be  approved. 

The  pay  vouchers  for  contract  nurses  should  show  the  authority, 
thus:  “Authority,  Section  of  War,  April  30th,  1898.”  Beneath 
this  leaving  one  or  two  lines  open,  should  appear  the  date  of  last 
payment  and  by  whom  paid,  and,  upon  final  voucher,  the  date  of 
annulment  of  contract. 

Pay  vouchers  of  contract  nurses  .should  be  prepared  At  THE 
End  of  each  Month;  upon  Transfer  to  Another  Station, 
upon  Departure  on  Leave  of  Absence  or  by  order,  and 
upon  Annulment  of  Contract,  whether  final  or  for  reason  of 
change  of  rate  of  pay. 

If  a contract  nurse  has  been  absent  on  leave  without  pay,  the 
inclusive  dates  must  be  stated  on  the  voucher  and  the  amount 
deducted  from  the  sum  total  due. 

(C).  Certificates.  The  certificate  must  show  that  the  ser- 
vices were  rendered,  or  the  articles  purchased,  as  stated, 
etc.,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  responsible  officer,  giving  his 
official  title. 

In  preparing  vouchers  for  contract  nurses,  the  officer  will  certify 
“only”  as  to  the  time  of  service  and  the  amount  due  the  nurse 
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while  on  duty  at  the  hospital  under  his  charge;  except  upon  pre- 
sentation of  an  order  for  transfer,  or  a leave  of  absence  from 
which  returned. 

Contracts  will  in  all  cases  accompany  vouchers  when  presented 
for  payment,  and  will  be  returned  to  the  nurse  by  the  disbursing 
officer. 

(D).  Receipt.  The  date  of  the  receipt  as  well  as  the  name  of 
the  disbursing  officer  from  whom  payment  is  received,  must  be 
left  blank,  while  the  total  amount  due  the  creditor  should  be 
inserted,  since  Paragraph  637,  Army  Regulations,  prohibits  the 
giving  or  taking  of  receipts,  in  blank  for  public  money. 

The  receipt  should  be  signed  by  the  party  to  whom  the  U.  S. 
Medical  department  is  debtor  and  Great  Care  Should  be  Exer- 
cised to  see  That  the  Name  in  the  Heading  of  a Voucher 
and  the  Signature  to  the  Receipt  are  Literally  Alike; 
differences  between  a full  name  and  an  initial,  or  any  difference  in 
spelling  will  not  be  allowed. 

The  creditor’s  Mark  properly  witnessed  by  a commissioned 
officer,  thus : 

his  witness  as  to  signature, 

“John  + Dow,”  Janies  Smith, 

mark  1st  Lieut.,  Asst.  Surgeon,  U.  S.  A. 

is  Preferred  to  Illegible  signatures,  which  latter  should  be 
avoided. 

(E  ).  Brip;f.  The  brief  should  be  filled  in.  The  account  is  for 
the  services  rendered  by  the  creditor,  and  not  by  the  officer  pre- 
paring the  voucher.  The  place,  date  and  amount  are  to  be  entered 
as  indicated  in  the  printing.  The  two  .succeeding  folds  are  left 
blank. 

When,  at  any  time  the  authority  to  purchase  articles  has  been 
obtained  from  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  department,  the  medical 
officer  signing  the  money  voucher  is  accountable  for  the  property 
so  purchased,  he  will  prepare  vouchers  (Form  5,  Medical  Depart- 
ment), in  duplicate,  and  take  up  said  article  on  his  “Return  of 
Medical  Property  ” for  the  ensuing  period.  One  voucher  ( Form  5), 
should  be  mailed  direct  to  the  Surgeon  General,  U.  S.  A.,  while 
the  other  is  retained  as  a voucher  in  support  of  the  responsible 
officer. 

XVIII.  Acting  assistant  surgeons  are  not  competent  to  sign 
final  statements.  Where  an  acting  assistant  surgeon  is  alone  with 
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a detachment  from  which  a man  is  discharged,  the  commanding 
officer  is  the  proper  person  to  authenticate  the  statements.  In 
these  papers  the  ascertained  disability,  as  recited  in  the  certificate, 
must  be  entered  as  the  cause  of  discharge  (Army  Regulations  141). 
It  must  appear  that  the  service  was  “honest  and  faithful”  if 
such  was  the  case. 

XIX.  Medical  officers  are  responsible  that  the  reports  required 
by  Arm)’  Regulations  1371  are  sent  direct  to  the  Paymaster  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army  immediately  after  deposits  with  a paymaster  are 
made  by  men  of  their  detachments  This  has  been  so  frequently 
overlooked  that  attention  is  particularly  drawn  to  it. 

The  advantage  of  depositing  should  be  pointed  out  and  the  way 
made  easy  to  accomplish  it. 

XX.  No  medical  officer  having  in  his  possession  government 
property  may  take  his  permanent  departure  from  any  station 
without  preparing  invoices  for  the  transfer  of  all  such  medical 
supplies  to  his  successor.  Should  the  name  of  his  successor  be 
unknown  he  will  nevertheless  prepare  the  invoices,  leaving  blank 
the  space  for  the  receiving  officer’s  name.  In  this  connection 
consult  Paragraphs  71-79,  Manual  Medical  Department,  1899. 

Public  property  belonging  to  different  departments  must  be 
accounted  for  on  separate  returns. 

XXI.  Medical  officers  must  make  their  official  signatures  exact 
and  definite,  so  as  to  show  their  precise  status,  thus:  Samuel 
Smith,  1st  Lieutenant,  Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S.  Army,  Surgeon 
50th  Infantry;  John  Jones,  Acting  Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S.  Army, 
Assistant  Surgeon  50th  Infantry;  Benjamin  Brown,  Captain, 
Assistant  Surgeon  U.  S.  Volunteers. 

In  addressing  an  officer  in  writing,  in  the  preparation  of  an 
invoice,  in  an  endorsement,  or  in  speaking  of  himself  in  the  third 
person  the  rank  should  precede  the  name  and  the  grade  should 
follow  it.  Thus,  one  should  write:  Captain  Edward  Wyman, 
Assistant  Surgeon,  10th  Kentucky  Volunteers,  and  not  Edward 
Wyman,  Captain,  Assistant  Surgeon,  as  those  who  are  inexperi- 
enced are  apt  to  do. 

All  endorsements  are  written  in  the  third  person.

It  having  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  these  headquarters 
that  bodies  of  deceased  soldiers  are  frequently  shipped  to  this 
city  without  a tag  or  other  means  of  identification,  thus  render- 
ing it  impossible  to  determine  the  name  of  the  deceased  or 
organization  of  which  he  was  a member,  it  is  directed  that  here- 
after each  body  will  have  attached  to  it  in  such  a manner  as  will 
best  prevent  mutilation,  a strong  paste-board  card  upon  which 
will  be  plainly  written  the  full  name,  company  and  regiment  or 
other  organization  to  which  the  deceased  belonged,  and  other 
necessary  information.  I11  this  connection,  attention  is  called  to 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  10,  Circular  No.  13,  February  22, 
1900,  from  these  headquarters.

When  troops  are  stationed  with  intention  of  any  permanence, 
the  dry  earth  system  will  be  used  in  disposing  of  excreta.  The 
quartermaster’s  department  is  prepared  to  furnish  on  proper 
requisition  the  boxes  that  are  necessary,  and  to  furnish  the  labor 
for  removal  of  their  contents,  which  should  be  to  a point  not  less 
than  one-half  mile  from  the  station,  where  they  should  be  either 
burned,  buried  or  dumped  into  the  sea. 

Where  from  military  necessity  this  method  for  disposal  of  excreta 
is  impracticable,  privy  sinks  should  be  dug  on  the  side  of  the  camp 
opposite  to  kitchens,  but  not  nearer  than  seventy-five  yards  to 
them,  and  have  a depth  of  not  less  than  four  feet.  Each  day, 
dried  grass,  twigs  or  faggots  of  light  wood  should  be  scattered  to 
a depth  of  several  inches  over  faecal  deposits  in  the  sinks,  a pint 
of  coal  oil  sprinkled  over  them,  and  the  mass  set  on  fire,  by 
which  means  the  sinks  will  be  thoroughly  sterilized;  this  work 
should  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  a reliable  non-commis- 
sioned officer. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  absolute  necessity  for  the 
habitual  using  of  boiled  or  distilled  water  for  drinking  purposes.

The  large  recent  increase  in  the  number  of  posts  in  this  depart- 
ment makes  their  supply  most  difficult,  and  necessitates  econo- 
mizing labor  and  transportation.  To  this  end  the  wants  of  each 
command  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  anticipated  and  timely 
requisitions  submitted  for  supplies.  Requisitions  by  wire  should 
only  be  made  in  cases  of  absolute  necessity,  and  when  mail 
facilities  are  irregular.  Almost  hourly  telegrams  are  received 
from  post  quartermasters,  asking  for  articles  at  once  for  the 
declared  reason  that  the  supply  is  exhausted.  Not  infrequently 
% these  requests  come  two  or  more  times  a week  from  the  same 
quartermaster.  Action  on  such  requests  adds  greatly  to  the  work 
of  shipment  and  of  making  out  the  necessary  invoices  and 
receipts. 

Care  and  forethought  in  this  respect  on  the  part  of  all  concerned 
will  facilitate  and  greatly  reduce  the  work  of  the  quartermaster’s 
and  other  supply  depots  at  Manila.

I.  Orders  of  March  29,  1900,  issued  from  the  War  Department, 
create  the  Military  Division  of  the  Philippines,  consisting  of  all 
territory  within  the  geographical  limits  of  the  Philippine  Group  of 
Islands,  and  divide  it  into  four  military  departments,  as  follows: 

First. — A department  to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Depart- 
ment of  Northern  Luzon,  to  embrace  that  portion  of  Luzon  to  the 
northward  of  the  northern  boundaries  of  its  provinces  of  Infanta, 
Morong  and  Manila  and  of  the  Bay  of  Manila  and  its  entrance 
waters,  together  with  all  Philippine  Islands  lying  northward  of 
tho.se  provinces  and  waters. 

Second. — A department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of 
Southern  Luzon,  to  consist  of  that  portion  of  Luzon  lying  south- 
ward of  the  northern  lines  of  Manila  Bay  and  entrance  waters  and 
its  provinces  of  Manila,  Morong  and  Infanta,  and  all  Philippine 
Islands  situated  to  the  south  of  those  lines  and  north  of  a line 
passing  south-easterly  through  the  center  of  the  west  pass  of  Apo 
to  the  1 2th  parallel  of  latitude,  thence  east  on  said  parallel  to 
meridian  1240  10'  east  of  Greenwich,  thence  in  a northerly  direction 
through  the  Straits  of  San  Bernardino  along  the  southern  line  of 
the  channel  of  those  straits.  This  Department  wdll  include  however 
all  of  the  Island  of  Masbate. 

Third. — A department  to  be  designated  as  the  Department  of  the 
Visayas,  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  southern  limits  of  the 
Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  on  the  west  by  longitude  121°  45' 
east  of  Greenwich,  on  the  south  by  the  ninth  parallel  of  latitude 
and  extending  east  to  include  those  islands  of  the  Philippine  Group 
lying  between  the  north  and  south  lines  herein  described,  but 
excluding  from  the  limits  of  this  Department  all  of  the  Island  of 
Mindanao  and  all  islands  eastward  of  the  Straits  of  Surigao. 

Fourth. — A department  to  be  known  as  the  Department  of 
Mindanao  and  Jolo,  which  embraces  all  Islands  of  the  Philippine 
Group  of  Islands  not  included  in  the  territorial  boundaries  of  the 
departments  above  designated  and  described. 
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These  War  Department  orders  assign  officers  to  the  command  of 
the  military  Division  of  the  Philippines  and  its  four  territorial 
departments  as  follows: 

To  the  Command  of  the  Division,  Major-General  E.  S.  Otis , 
U.  S.  Volunteers; 

To  the  Command  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  Major- 
General  Arthur  Mac  Arthur , U.  S.  Volunteers; 

To  the  Command  of  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  Major- 
General  J.  C.  Bates , U,  S.  Volunteers; 

To  the  Command  of  the  Department  of  the  Visayas,  Brigadier- 
General  R.  P.  Hughes , U.  S.  Volunteers; 

To  the  Command  of  the  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo, 
Brigadier-General  W.  A.  Kobbe , U.  S.  Volunteers. 

II.  The  undersigned  hereby  assumes  command  of  the  Division 
of  the  Philippines  with  headquarters  in  the  city  of  Manila,  Luzon, 
and  under  the  directions  of  the  War  Department  of  the  29th  ultimo 
that  the  newly  created  and  designated  commands  of  division  and 
departments  be  organized  by  the  assignment  of  officers  of  the  staff 
departments  and  of  troops  to  meet  necessities,  the  following 
instructions  are  issued : 

The  Headquarters  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  will  be 
established  at  Dagupan  or  some  near  central  point  of  the  Depart- 
ment, convenient  for  administration  and  the  distribution  of 
supplies  to  be  received  direct,  as  far  as  practicable,  from  point 
of  original  shipment  through  the  waters  of  Lingayen  Gulf  and  its 
most  important  sea-coast  ports. 

It  is  divided  into  five  military  districts  which  will  have  numer- 
ical designation  with  territorial  limits  as  follows: 

1st  District  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon  will  embrace 
the  territory  assigned  to  the  District  of  North-western  Luzon  in 
General  Orders,  No.  70,  from  the  office  of  the  Military  Governor, 
dated  December  22,  1899,  to-wit:  the  provinces  of  Abra,  Bontoc, 
Benguet,  Lepanto,  Ilocos  North  and  South,  and  Union. 

2d  District  of  the  Department  will  consist  of  the  territory 
assigned  to  the  District  of  North-eastern  Luzon  in  Military 
Governor’s  General  Orders,  No.  69,  of  December  21,  1899,  namely, 
the  provinces  of  Cagayari,  Isabela  and  Nueva  Vizcaya. 

3d  District  of  the  Department  will  cover  territory  lying  within 
the  provinces  of  Zambales,  Pangasinan  and  Tarlac. 
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4tli  District  of  the  Department,  of  the  provinces  of  Nueva  Kcija 
and  Principe. 

5th  District  of  the  Department,  of  the  provinces  of  Bataan, 
Pampanga  and  Bulacan. 

The  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  with  headquarters  at  Manila, 
will  be  subdivided  into  four  districts  to  be  known  as: 

1st  District  ot  the  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  which  will 
embrace  in  extent  the  provinces  of  Infanta,  Manila,  Morong  and 
Cavite,  the  city  of  Manila  excepted. 

2d  District  of  the  Department  will  embrace  the  provinces  of 
Batangas,  Tayabas  and  Laguna  and  the  Island  of  Polillo. 

3d  District,  the  Provinces  of  the  Camarines,  Albay  and  Sorsogon 
and  the  Island  of  Catanduanes. 

4th  District,  the  Islands  of  Mindoro,  Tablas,  Marinduque, 
Masbate  and  all  islands  west  and  north  of  the  same  to  the  west  pass 
of  Apo  and  the  southern  limit  of  Luzon. 

The  Department  of  the  Visayas,  having  headquarters  at  Iloilo, 
will  contain  four  districts: 

1st  District,  embracing  the  Islands  of  Samar  and  Leyte. 

2d  District,  the  Islands  of  Bohol  and  Cebu. 

3d  District,  the  Island  of  Negros. 

4th  District,  the  Island  of  Panay. 

The  Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  with  headquarters  at 
Zamboanga,  is  divided  into  three  districts: 

1st  District  of  the  Department,  the  Islands  of  Mindanao  and 
Basilan. 

2d  District,  the  Jolo  Archipelago. 

3d  District,  the  Islands  of  Balbac,  Paragua  and  Calamianes. 

Department  Commanders  will  assign  to  the  command  of  Military 
Districts  (designating  locations  of  headquarters  for  the  same), 
officers  serving  in  their  departments,  whom  they  will  direct  to 
exercise  such  supervisory  charge  of  the  smaller  inhabited  islands 
lying  near  the  foregoing  designated  limits  of  their  districts  as  they 
may  deem  necessary. 

Until  a cessation  of  hostilities  is  duly  declared,  Department  and 
District  Commanders,  in  addition  to  the  duties  ordinarily  devolv- 
ing upon  them,  will  exercise  the  administrative  functions  of 
Division  and  Brigade  Commanders  of  an  army  in  the  field,  and 
District  Commanders  will  also  supervise,  under  the  instructions  of 
Commanding  Generals  of  Departments,  such  matters  connected 
with  the  administration  of  affairs  of  a civil  character  as  may  be 
imposed  through  the  office  of  the  Military  Governor  of  the  Islands. 
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III.  The  assignment  of  troops  for  service  in  Departments  is 
made  as  follows: 

TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  NORTHERN  EUZON: 

Company  A,  Battalion  of  U.  S.  Engineers;  Headquarters  and  the 
two  squadrons  of  the  3d  Cavalry  on  duty  in  the  Philippines; 
Troops  F,  G,  H,  K,  L and  M,  4th  Cavalry;  Light  Battery  E,  1st 
Artillery;  the  3d,  9th,  12th,  13th,  16th,  17th,  22d,  24th  and  25th 
Regiments  of  Infantry;  the  32d,  33d,  34th,  35th,  36th,  41st,  48th 
and  49th  Regiments  of  Volunteer  Infantry,  and  Batson’s  and 
Castner’s  organizations  of  native  scouts. 

TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  SOUTHERN  EUZONI 

Company  B,  Battalion  U.  S.  Engineers;  headquarters  and  six 
troops  of  the  4th  Cavalry;  nth  U.  S.  Volunteer  Cavalry;  Light 
Batteries  F,  F and  D,  of  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  Regiments  of  Artil- 
lery, and  Randolph’s  Battery,  3d  Artillery,  now  serving  as  a light 
battery;  4th  and  21st  Regiments  of  Infantry;  the  27th,  28th, 
29th,  30th,  37th,  38th,  39th,  42d,  45th,  46th  and  47th  Regiments 
of  Volunteer  Infantry. 

TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  VISAYAS: 

Light  Batter}’  G,  6tli  Artillery;  the  6th,  headquarters  and  two 
battalions  of  the  18th  and  the  19th  Regiments  of  Infantry;  the 
26th,  43d  and  44th  Regiments  of  Volunteer  Infantry  and  the 
Negros  organization  of  native  scouts. 

TO  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MINDANAO  AND  JOUO: 

Headquarters  and  two  battalions  of  the  23d  Regiment  of  Infantry; 
the  31st  and  40th  Regiments  of  Volunteer  Infantry. 

The  Provost  Guard  of  Manila,  commanded  by  its  present  com- 
mander, the  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  city,  and  constituting 
a separate  brigade  under  the  73d  Article  of  War,  shall  be  directly 
subject  to  the  instructions  of  the  Division  Commander  and  will  be 
held  responsible  for  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  city.  The  troops 
comprising  it  will  consist  of  three  batteries  of  the  3d  Artillery, 
the  foot  batteries  of  the  6th  Artillery,  headquarters  and  two 
battalions  of  the  14th,  and  the  20th  regiments  of  Infantry. 

Department  Commanders  will  station  these  troops  within  and 
throughout  their  various  military  districts  as  conditions  may 
require,  and  will  move  or  concentrate  the  .same  to  meet  any 
emergencies  which  may  arise.  Troop  organizations  which  are  not 
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at  present  serving  within  territorial  departments  to  which  assigned, 
will  he  directed  to  proceed  as  soon  as  practicable  to  such  points 
therein  as  Department  Commanders  may  recommend. 

In  the  unsettled  condition  of  affairs  in  the  islands,  withdrawals 
or  accessions  of  troops  from  or  to  Department  commands,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Division  Commander,  may  become  necessary 
from  time  to  time  and  all  troops  will  be  held  in  readiness  to 
respond  promptly.

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Silvestre  Tarug , Joaquin  Pider 
and  Pascual  Gutierres , natives,  the  evidence  shows  that  these 
three  accused,  with  a band  of  Negritos,  armed  with  a rifle,  bolos 
and  bows  and  arrows,  entered  the  barrio  of  Dayacdac,  pueblo  of 
O’Donnell,  Province  of  Tarlac,  P.  I.,  on  or  about  February  16, 
1900,  and  murdered  seven  natives,  including  one  woman.  The 
established  motive  of  these  crimes  was  robbery.  The  two  accused 
who  have  received  sentences  of  death,  Joaquin  Pider  and  Pascual 
Gutierres , are  shown  by  the  evidence  to  have  tied  up  two  of  the 
victims  of  this  murderous  assault,  and,  compelling  them  to  lie  on 
the  ground,  chopped  them  with  bolos,  in  this  way  causing  their 
death.  The  third  accused,  Silvestre  Tarug,  who  has  received 
sentence  of  imprisonment  for  twenty  years,  is  shown  to  have  been 
present  with  this  band,  aiding  and  abetting  these  murders. 

The  remarks  of  the  reviewing  authority  in  the  case  of  Antonio 
Morales  and  Faustino  Gonzales,  published  in  General  Orders,  No. 
16,  March  8,  1900,  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific  and 
8th  Army  Corps,  apply  in  this  case.  The  crimes  alleged  were 
committed  by  a band  of  native  outlaws  against  fellow  natives  and 
under  circumstances  of  peculiar  atrocity,  unworthy  of  even  a 
moderate  degree  of  civilization. 

The  sentences  are  approved.  The  .sentences  of  death  by  hang- 
in,  awarded  Joaquin  Pider  and  Pascual  Gutierres,  will  be  duly 
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executed  at  the  Pueblo  of  O’Donnell,  Province  of  Tarlac,  P.  I., 
on  April  27,  1900,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commanding 
General  of  the  Department  of  Northern  Luzon.  The  sentence  of 
confinement,  awarded  Silvestre  Tarug , will  be  duly  executed  at 
the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent 
under  proper  guard.

The  sentence  is  confirmed,  but  is  commuted  to  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor  for  twenty  (20)  years  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to 
which  point  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard. 

IV. — The  clemency  herein  exercised  will  not  be  considered  as  a 
precedent  to  guide  or  influence  the  future  action  of  the  reviewing 
authority  upon  proceedings  of  military  commissions  in  cases  of 
such  gravity  as  the  present  one,  and  the  occasion  is  taken  to 
announce  that  in  the  judicial  determination  of  questions  of  guilt 
which  involve  responsibility  for  the  unlawful  taking  of  human  life, 
the  full  rigor  of  the  law  will  be  inflicted  when  rightfully  invoked 
by  legally  constituted  courts.

around  Santa  Cruz,  and  in  pursuance  of  a written  order  from  an 
insurgent  leader  signing  himself  “El  Gral.  Jefe  P.  M.,  Juan 
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Cattles’”  that  said  order  was  directed  to  and  received  by  two 
officers  of  said  guerrilla  force,  the  accused  and  one  Marino , each 
of  them  holding  the  rank  of  ist  Lieutenant;  that  about  twenty- 
four  hours  before  the  murder  wTas  committed  the  accused  was 
apprehended  and  put  in  prison  at  Santa  Cruzj  where  he  was  at  the 
time  of  the  killing,  while  the  other  lieutenant  was  still  at  large 
and  free  to  execute  the  order.  While  the  accused  may  have  been 
an  accessory  before  the  fact  to  the  murder,  even  that  is  not  proven 
with  that  degree  of  certainty  which  the  law  requires.  The 
evidence  of  record  leaves  within  reason  an  hypothesis  that  the 
other  lieutenant  and  men  under  him  may  have  effected  the 
murder  independently  of  the  accused.  For  this  reason  the  finding 
to  the  first  charge  is  disapproved.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Angel  Padua,  native,  it  appears  that 
when  the  prosecution  rested  no  evidence  which  incriminated  the 
accused  had  been  adduced.  The  accused  was  then,  at  his  own 
request,  duly  sworn  as  a witness  and  himself  furnished  the  testi- 
mony upon  which  the  conviction  in  this  case  is  based.  This 
evidence  was  elicited  by  questions  asked  the  accused  by  his 
counsel,  an  officer  of  the  Army  detailed  to  act  in  that  capacity. 

The  law  governing  the  commission  which  tried  this  case  accords 
to  an  accused  the  right  to  testify  or  not  in  his  own  behalf  and  this 
right  it  is  the  duty  of  counsel  to  carefully  guard;  it  was  especially 
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his  duty  towards  this  accused  who,  by  his  own  statement  which 
is  not  contradicted,  is  only  thirteen  years  of  age  and  was  pre- 
sumably without  information  as  to  his  rights. 

Other  facts  of  record  in  this  case  tend  to  palliate  the  offense 
committed  and  the  reviewing  authority  is  convinced  that  the  ends 
of  justice  will  be  met  by  mitigation  of  the  punishment  adjudged 
to  imprisonment  for  five  (5)  years.  As  mitigated  the  sentence  is 
confirmed  and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to 
which  place  the  accused  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  view  of  the  necessity  for  properly  instructing  small  detach- 
ments of  the  Hospital  Corps,  and  because  of  the  number  of 
untrained  men  constantly  reporting  for  duty,  a Hospital  Corps 
company  of  instruction  is  hereby  established,  to  be  located  in  the 
city  of  Manila. 

1.  — The  personnel  of  said  company  will  consist  of  2 medical 
officers,  1 Hospital  Steward,  3 Acting  Hospital  Stewards,  2 Hospital 
Corps  Privates,  in  addition  to  60  men  under  instruction. 

2.  — The  curriculum  will  consist  of  such  practical  and  theoretical 
instruction  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  proficiency  in  all  the 
duties  of  the  sanitary  soldier,  and  will  extend  over  a period  of 
14  weeks.  The  faculty  of  the  school  will  consist  of  its  command- 
ing officer,  and  such  other  instructors  as  the  chief  .surgeon  may 
designate  from  among  the  medical  officers  serving  in  Manila. 

3.  — At  the  completion  of  the  course,  those  passing  satisfactory 
examinations  will  receive  the  certificate  of  the  school;  those 
possessing  special  qualifications  will  be  recommended  for  promo- 
tion to  the  grade  of  Acting  Hospital  Steward. 

4.  — The  discipline  and  internal  administration  of  the  school  will 
conform  to  that  of  a company  of  infantry. 

5.  — The  chief  surgeon  of  the  division  is  authorized  to  take  such 
measures  as  will  result  in  the  transfer  of  men  to  and  from  the 
company,  as  may  be  indicated  by  the  needs  of  the  service.

Squadron  of  Philippine  Cavalry  from  this  the day  of 

1900,  until  the  30th  day  of  June,  1901,  unless  sooner  discharged. 
This  contract  is  made  with  a full  knowledge  of  and  in  conformity 
with  General  Orders,  No.  25,  all  provisions  of  which,  including  the 
pay  and  allowances  established  therein,  are  hereby  accepted  and 
made  a part  of  this  contract.  And  we  do  further  agree  to  obey  and 
abide  by  all  such  laws,  orders  and  regulations  as  have  been  or  may 
be  hereafter  prescribed.

Depots  for  quartermaster’s,  subsistence  and  medical  supplies 
will  be  organized  in  this  city  for  each  of  the  Departments  of 
Northern  and  Southern  Luzon.

Had  this  plea  been  intelligently  made  it  is  undoubtedly  true 
that  it  would  have  supported  the  findings  and  sentence  adjudged. 
It  is,  however,  the  better  practice  and  one  wdiicli  has  been 
frequently  enjoined  in  orders  that  military  tribunals  in  connection 
with  such  plea  receive  and  spread  upon  their  records  such 
evidence  as  may  afford  a knowledge  of  all  the  relevant  circum- 
stances attending  the  commission  of  the  crimes  alleged;  this  in 
order  that  the  convening  authority,  in  the  exercise  of  his  powers 
as  reviewing  officer  and  in  the  matter  of  clemency,  may  be  fully 
advised.  This  course  was  especially  incumbent  in  this  case  where 
the  accused,  obviously  a man  of  limited  intelligence  and  education, 
was  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  procedure  of  the  tribunal  before 
which  he  was  tried  and  wdth  the  provisions  of  laws  of  war 
applicable  to  his  case. 

For  the  reasons  above  indicated  the  sentence  in  this  case  is

quita,  pueblo  of  Bulangao,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon, 
P.  I.,  when  suddenly  he  was  set  upon  by  a band  composed 
of  the  accused  persons,  armed  with  knives  and  clubs,  and  of 
which  Buenaventiira  Gamboa  was  the  ringleader;  that  he  was 
severely  beaten  and  was  finally  stabbed  to  death  by  Buenaventura 
Gamboa.  The  said  Gamboa  makes  110  denial  of  the  assault  or  of  the 
killing,  but  freely  admits  it,  stating  that  the  deed  was  committed 
in  pursuance  of  orders  received  from  the  vice-president  of  the 
town  of  Bulangao.  The  vice-president  denies  this  and  says  that  he 
sent  no  such  orders.  However  this  may  be,  there  can  be  no  doubt 
about  the  physical  facts,  nor  about  the  criminality  of  the  deed. 
The  sentences  are,  therefore,  approved.  The  sentence  of  death  by 
hanging  awarded  Buenaventura  Gamboa,  will  be  duly  executed 
in  the  barrio  of  Quitaquita,  pueblo  of  Bulangao,  Province  of

The  following  instructions  pertaining  to  duties  in  the  subsist- 
ence department  in  this  Division,  are  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned,  and  will  be  strictly  complied  with: 

I.  DEPARTMENT  CHIEF  COMMISSARIES. 
a.  The  chief  commissary  of  each  department  in  this  Division 
will  be  responsible  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  subsistence 
department  in  his  department;  he  will  see  that  all  troops  therein 
are  regularly  rationed,  are  adequately  supplied  with  stores  for 
issue,  sale  and  travel,  and  also  with  necessary  property,  and  will 
provide  for  any  transient  soldiers  temporarily  within  its  geograph- 
ical boundaries;  he  will  see  that  no  post  is  overstocked  with  sup- 
plies; that  storage  at  stations  is  good  and  ample,  reducing  to  a 
minimum  danger  of  loss  to  the  Government,  and  he  will  render  to 
the  Division  chief  commissary,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end 
of  each  month,  a report  in  detail  showing  the  condition  of  affairs 
in  his  department,  which  report  will  show  the  amount  of  subsist- 
ence funds  received,  disbursed  and  remaining  on  hand  at  each 
post. 

II.  DISTRICT  CHIEF  COMMISSARIES. 
a.  Each  chief  commissary  of  a district  will  be  responsible  in 
the  same  manner  as  with  department  chief  commissaries  for  all 
subsistence  business  within  his  district,  and  he  will  render  monthly 
reports  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  department,  giving  all 
information  of  which  the  Division  chief  commissary  should  be 
advised. 


in.  SUB-DEPOTS . 

a.  Wherever,  within  a district,  there  is  a post  with  good  and 
ample  storage  facilities,  so  situated  as  to  make  it  a suitable  dis- 
tributing point  for  neighboring  stations,  the  department  chief 
commissary,  under  the  direction  of  his  department  commander, 
may  have  established  thereat  a sub-depot,  which  should  have  in 
stock  at  all  times,  when  practicable,  not  less  than  a three  months’

supply  of  imperishable  stores  in  addition  to  the  month’s  shipments 
then  being  made,  sufficient  for  all  the  posts  supplied. 

b.  Such  sub-depots  will  not  supply  posts  between  them  and 
the  main  depot  at  Manila,  i.  e.,  when  it  would  entail  transportation 
past  the  post  and  back  to  it  again,  excepting  when  such  posts 
are  inaccessible  from  Manila  during  the  rainy  season. 

c.  Whenever  practicable  depots  will  issue  on  ration  returns  and 
sell  direct  to  troops  stationed  in  their  immediate  vicinity,  thus 
avoiding  necessity  for  a multiplicity  of  accounts  and  returns. 

IV.  SUBSISTENCE  STORES. 

a.  Requisitions  for  subsistence  stores  (Forms  Nos.  48  and  51) 
will  be  made  by  each  post  commissary  and  commissaries  of  sub- 
depots on  the  first  day  of  each  month,  covering  a period  of  four 
months,  and  be  mailed  direct  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  dis- 
trict, not  later  than  the  fifth  of  the  month  in  which  made.  For 
instance,  the  requisition  of  July  1st  will  embrace  the  period  July, 
August,  September  and  October.  After  determining  the  full 
quantity  required  for  whole  period,  the  quantity  on  hand  on  July 
1 — which  should  be  July,  August  and  September — will  be  deducted 
and  this  will  leave  the  “quantity  to  be  supplied,”  i.  e .,  stores 
needed  for  the  month  of  October. 

b.  None  of  the  articles  referred  to  in  the  next  succeeding  sec- 
tion will  be  entered  thereon. 

c.  A supply  of  travel  rations  on  the  basis  of  five  days’  rations 
for  the  command,  in  excess  of  the  current  demand  for  sales  at  the 
post,  will  be  kept  on  hand  at  all  times,  and  each  requisition  will 
call  for  sufficient  to  keep  the  supply  up  to  that  amount.  Should 
at  any  time  the  hard  bread  component  of  the  travel  ration  have 
been  on  hand  for  six  months,  a new  supply  will  be  called  for 
and  that  on  hand  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  the  new  stock  arrives. 

d.  When,  in  the  opinion  of  the  commanding  officer,  it  is 
deemed  advisable  to  have  emergency  rations  on  hand  at  a post, 
they  will  be  required  for  on  this  requisition  on  the  basis  of  two 
days’  rations  for  entire  command. 

e.  Upon  receipt  of  these  requisitions  by  the  district  chief  com- 
missary, he  will  carefully  go  over  same,  noting  in  red  ink  thereon 
an}’  changes  he  may  make,  and  will  then  forward  them  to  the 
chief  commissary  of  the  department. 

f.  Bach  department  chief  commissary  will  personally  revise 
all  requisitions,  and  such  of  the  quantities  he  allows  a's  are  011 
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hand  at  the  respective  sub-depots  will  be  requested  shipped  there- 
from, and  articles  not  in  sufficient  stock  thereat  will  be  requested 
as  follows: 

By  the  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  Northern  and  of 
Southern  Luzon,  from  their  respective  sub-depots  in  Manila,  P.  I. 

By  the  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  Mindanao 
and  Jolo  and  of  the  Visayas,  from  the  depot  commissary, 
Manila,  P.  I. 

These  requests  will  be  made  in  quadruplicate,  one  copy  to  be 
sent  direct  to  the  shipping  commissary,  one  to  the  chief  com- 
missary of  the  Division,  one  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the 
district,  and  one  to  the  commissary  of  the  station  requiring  the 
stores. 

g.  The  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  Northern  and 
of  Southern  Luzon  will  make  timely  calls  on  the  depot  commis- 
sary, Manila,  P.  I.,  for  such  supplies  as  may  be  required  in  their 
respective  sub-depots  in  Manila.  These  calls  will  be  made  prior 
to  the  arrival  of  a transport  with  supplies  so  that  they  may  be 
transferred  direct  from  ship  to  sub-depot,  and  thus  save  the 
expense  and  wastage  of  re-handling. 

V.  PERISHABLE  STORES. 

a.  The  articles  enumerated  in  Paragraph  36,  Subsistence 
Manual,  also  side  bacon  and  candies,  will  be  called  for  on  requi- 
sitions (P'orm  No.  49)  made  and  mailed  direct  to  the  District 
chief  commissary  on  the  first  day  of  each  month  for  a 
period  of  three  months,  i.  e .,  one  month’s  supply  on  hand,  one 
en  route,  the  third  to  be  furnished  on  the  requisition. 

b.  Unless  otherwise  instructed,  fresh  vegetables  will  be  called 
for  monthly  when  needed,  and  quantities  “to  be  .supplied”  will  be 
requested  shipped  so  as  to  arrive  just  prior  to  each  issue  day,  not 
exceeding  three  deliveries  a month.  Care  must  be  taken  that 
these  requisitions  are  forwarded  in  ample  time  and  without  delay, 
in  order  that  the  depot  may  have  time  to  arrange  for  prompt 
deliveries. 

c.  Articles  pertaining  to  requisitions  referred  to  in  Section 
IV  (non-perishable  stores)  not  supplied  in  sufficient  quantity 
will  be  called  for  on  this  requisition,  but  only  enough  to  last 
until  the  end  of  that  requisition  period  and  no  longer,  will  be 
asked  for. 

VI.  SUBSISTENCE  PROPERTY. 

a.  Requisitions  for  subsistence  property  will  be  made  every 
three  months,  beginning  July  1st,  for  periods  of  .six  months,  and 
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be  mailed  direct  to  the  district  chief  commissary  not  later  than 
the  tenth  of  the  month  in  which  made,  e.  g .,  the  requisition 
period  extends  from  July  to  December,  inclusive;  deduct  what  is 
on  hand  July  ist — -July,  August  and  September — from  total  amount 
required,  and  the  balance  will  be  amount  to  be  supplied — October, 
November  and  December — and  so  for  each  succeeding  three 
months. 

b.  A careful  inventory  of  all  property  on  hand  will  be  taken 
before  making  requisitions,  and  only  such  articles  as  are  absolutely 
necessary  should  be  called  for. 

c.  This  requisition  will  be  made  on  foolscap  paper,  ruled  so  as 
to  show  “article  and  unit  of  quantity,’’  “number  required,” 
“number  on  hand  and  due,  serviceable,”  “number  on  hand,  unserv- 
iceable,” “number  to  be  supplied”  and  “remarks,”  and  the 
condition  of  all  articles  out  of  repair  will  be  noted  thereon, 
with  full  information  as  to  such  as  can  be  repaired  at  the 
post  or  in  the  vicinity  thereof,  giving  estimated  cost  of  such 
repairs,  etc. 

Articles  will  be  entered  thereon  in  same  order  as  they  appear  in 
Paragraph  87,  Subsistence  Manual,  extra  articles  called  for  being 
added  at  the  end  of  list  alphabetically. 

VII.  SPECIAL  REQUISITIONS — RAINY  SEASON. 

a.  Each  commissary  will  prepare  special  requisitions  for  suf- 
ficient supplies  to  last  his  station  throughout  the  rainy  season  of 
each  year,  and  forward  same — through  chief  commissary  of  his 
district — so  that  the  department  chief  commissary  can  get  his  call 
for  the  supplies  to  the  depot  commissary,  Manila,  P.  I.,  at  least 
three  months  before  the  rainy  season  begins. 

VIII.  REQUISITIONS — GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

a.  All  requisitions  will  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  will 
be  forwarded  and  the  other  retained  in  the  office  where  made. 

b.  Quantities  of  all  articles  on  hand  and  due  will  be  entered  on 
the  requisition  to  which  they  pertain,  whether  an  additional 
supply  is  asked  for  or  not.  “Quantities  due”  will  be  only  those  of 
the  allowance  of  which  on  previous  requisition  or  request  the  com- 
missary has  been  notified. 

c.  Tomatoes,  canned;  dessiccated  vegetables,  molasses  and  cane 
syrup  will  be  estimated  for  in  blank  columns  on  first  page  of 
Form  No.  48,  and  all  articles  required,  for  which  there  are  no 
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printed  places,  will  be  entered  in  alphabetical  order  on  the  blank 
lines  on  Form  49  and  on  a slip  appended  to  Form  51,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

d.  In  requiring  for  threads,  make  requisitions  by  numbers  and 
letters,  and  for  envelopes,  designate  size  by  number. 

e.  Articles  authorized  purchased  at  posts  will  not  be  entered  on 
requisition,  but  in  column  for  the  article  will  be  written  “pur- 
chased at  post.” 

f When  it  is  110  longer  desired  to  carry  an  authorized  article  in 
stock,  it  should  be  so  stated  in  column  for  “remarks,”  and  reason 
given. 

g.  I11  column  for  “remarks”  will  be  given  such  details  as  will 
enable  the  invoicing  officer  to  send  the  kind  of  article  required, 
and  reason  for  calling  for  unusually  large  or  small  quantities,  and 
such  other  information  as  may  be  useful  to  chief  commissaries  in 
revising  the  requisition. 

h.  Care  will  be  taken  to  secure  an  adequate  supply  without 
overstocking  the  station. 


IX.  SUBSISTENCE  FUNDS. 

a.  Estimates  of  funds,  when  needed,  will  be  made  and  mailed 
direct  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  011  the  first  day  of 
each  month  for  periods  of  one  month,  but  when  mail  facilities  do 
not  admit  such  short  period,  the  periods  may  be  made  to  cover 
two  months. 

b.  All  funds  on  hand  in  excess  of  needs  of  stations  will  be 
transferred  at  once  to  the  Division  chief  commissary. 

Owing  to  the  poor  facilities  for  transmitting  funds  in  these 
Islands,  the  following  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  chief 
paymaster: 

The  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  the  Visayas  and 
of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  will  cause  all  surplus  funds  at  posts  readily 
accessible  to  be  turned  in  to  them  monthly,  and  will  turn  these 
funds,  together  with  such  surplus  funds  as  they  may  have,  over  to 
the  chief  paymaster  of  the  department,  getting  from  him  dupli- 
cate receipts  for  the  amount  as  received  from  the  chief  paymaster, 
Division  of  the  Philippines,  by  name.  These  receipts  they  will 
forward  to  this  office  with  duplicate  invoices  and  receipts  for  the 
amount.  O11  arrival  of  paymaster  at  other  stations  the  commis- 
sary will  turn  over  to  him  all  surplus  funds  in  his  possession  and 
will  receive  from  him  a New  York  Treasury  check  for  the  amount. 
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The  commissary  will  endorse  this  check  to  the  chief  commissary 
of  the  Division,  by  name,  and  mail  it,  with  duplicate  invoices  and 
receipts,  to  his  office. 

c.  Appropriations  of  money  “Subsistence  of  the  Army”  are 
made  by  Congress,  as  a usual  rule  for  twelve  months,  beginning 
July  ist  of  one  year,  and  ending  June  30th  of  the  following  year, 
and  these  periods  are  known  as  “fiscal  years.”  The  funds  of 
each  fiscal  year  are  accounted  for  on  separate  Accounts-Current, 
and  great  care  must  be  taken  not  to  mix  the  different  appro- 
priations. 

d . Commissaries  will,  on  June  30  of  each  year,  invoice  direct  to 
the  Division  chief  commissary  all  funds  on  hand  pertaining  to  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  that  date  not  needed  to  pay  outstanding 
liabilities  contracted  within  the  fiscal  period. 

This  transfer  will  be  effected  as  follows:  After  ascertaining  the 
exact  sum  necessary  to  pay  outstanding  accounts  it  will  be 
deducted  from  total  sum  on  hand,  and  the  balance  will  be  the 
amount  to  be  invoiced.  The  money  itself  will  be  retained  at  the 
station,  the  commissary  forwarding  an  invoice,  signed  in  dupli- 
cate, covering  amount  transferred  pertaining  to  ended  fiscal  year 
and  a receipt,  signed  in  duplicate,  for  an  equal  amount  pertaining 
to  the  following  fiscal  year,  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Divi- 
sion, who  will  send  to  him  respective  receipts  and  invoices  for 
funds  of  a corresponding  amount  and  fiscal  year,  thus  accomplish- 
ing a transfer  and  avoiding  the  necessity  for  shipments  of  money 
to  and  from  posts. 

e.  Funds  received  from  sales  will  be  taken  up  on  Account- 
Current  as  of  fiscal  year,  of  month  in  which  sale  was  made,  not- 
withstanding the  supplies  sold  may  have  been  purchased  in  a past 
fiscal  year. 

Only  United  States  currency,  or  official  checks  on  the  United 
States  Treasury,  Sub-Treasurers  or  Depositories  will  be  received  in 
payment  for  sales,  and  such  checks  will  be  considered  as  currency. 


X.  SUBSISTENCE  BUNKS. 

a.  The  chief  commissary  of  each  department  wall  make  requi- 
sition on  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  on  January  1 and 
July  1,  respectively,  for  a six  months’  supply  of  blank  forms 
required  at  all  stations  in  his  department,  stating  on  requisition 
the  number  of  posts  and  depots  to  be  supplied. 
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b.  Post,  depot  and  district  chief  commissaries  will  obtain  blank 
forms  required  by  requisitions  made  and  mailed  direct  to  the  depart- 
ment chief  commissary  every  three  months,  beginning  July  i. 

c.  Great  care  must  be  exercised  in  the  use  and  preservation  of 
blanks;  officers  entrusted  with  them  will  be  held  to  strict  account 
as  to  their  disposition. 


XI.  REPORTS  OF  STORES. 

a.  Bach  post  commissary  and  commissaries  of  sub-depots  will, 
on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  forward  direct  to  the  chief  com- 
missary of  the  department,  a report  of  subsistence  stores,  etc., 
Form  No.  60,  a copy  of  the  same  being  forwarded  to  the  chief 
commissary  of  the  district. 

b.  The  quantity  of  fresh  beef  or  mutton  received  will  be 
entered  in  red  ink  at  top  of  first  column  on  page  2. 

c.  “Gains”  and  “Savings”  purchased  will  be  entered  in  red  ink 
and  designated  by  letter  “G”  and  “S”  respectively.  Surplus  stores 
will  be  taken  up  on  the  report  for  the  month  in  which  found. 

d.  Pencil  entries  of  stores  unfit  for  use  will  be  made  only  in 
the  month  in  which  the  article  is  so  found.  The  figures  in  black 
ink  will  show  only  the  quantity  of  an  article  011  hand  jit  for  use. 

e.  All  items  on  this  report  will  be  carried  as  indicated  on  form, 
by  pounds,  bottles,  etc.,  unless  otherwise  advised  by  the  depart- 
ment chief  commissary. 

f Articles  received,  for  which  there  are  no  printed  places  will> 
be  entered  in  alphabetical  order  at  end  of  list  on  page  3,  or  on  a 
slip  appended  thereto. 

g.  The  manner  of  fulfillment  of  beef  contract,  when  one  is  in 
force  at  a post,  will  be  entered  on  the  face,  and  the  name  of  the 
commissary  .sergeant  on  duty  at  the  post,  on  the  top  of  the  third 
fold  of  the  report. 

h.  I11  addition  to  these  requirements  the  reports  of  sub-depots 
will  show  at  bottom  of  the  third  fold  the  names  of  stations,  with 
number  of  men  at  each,  that  are  supplied  from  the  depots. 

i.  When  a report  of  stores  is  returned  for  correction  of  certain 
items,  any  changes  that  may  be  made  in  addition  thereto)  will 
be  noted  in  endorsement  returning  report. 

j . The  chief  commissary  of  the  department  will  keep  com- 
missary books  for  all  sub-depots  and  permanent  posts  in  his 
department,  entering  therein  these  monthly  reports  of  stores. 
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A similar  book  will  be  kept  also  by  the  commissary  at  each  sub- 
depot and  permanent  post. 

Commissary  books  will  not  be  kept  at  or  for  camps  or  stations 
which  are  established  because  of  military  necessity  and  are  not 
considered  permanent. 

xii.  ISSUES. 

a.  The  attention  of  commissaries  is  particularly  invited  to 
Note  I,  on  Form  No.  40,  and  a rigid  compliance  with  same  will  be 
required.  There  will  be  rendered  to  the  commissary,  before  issues 
are  made,  separate  ration  returns  for  Regulars,  Volunteers,  Maca- 
bebe  Scouts,  Civil  Employes,  Military  Convicts,  Citizen-Military 
Prisoners  (American),  Citizen-Destitutes  (American),  and  each 
class  will  be  entered  in  separate  groups  on  the  Abstract. 

b.  The  fresh  meat  portion  of  the  ration  will  be  issued  to  troops 
in  garrison  not  to  exceed  seven  days  in  ten,  when  it  is  furnished, 
or  if  not  furnished,  when  it  can  be  procured  at  reasonable  price 
in  vicinity  of  post. 

Canned  roast  beef  is  furnished  for  issue  as  a component  of  the 
ration,  and  will  be  found  a good  substitute  for  fresh  beef  when 
same  cannot  be  procured.  It  is  best  used  in  hashes  and  stews. 

c.  Baking  powder  will  be  issued  only  to  troops  actually  in  the 
field,  and  A.  R.,  1269,  must  be  strictly  complied  with.  Hops,, 
malt  and  dried  yeast  will  be  supplied  for  garrison  use. 

d.  Four  ounces,  in  total,  of  the  three  authorized  components,, 
rice,  oatmeal  and  dried  fruits,  or  that  amount  of  either  one,  may 
be  issued  to  organizations  desiring  them  in  lieu  of  four  ounces 
of  fresh  beef. 

e.  If  it  be  desired  to  reduce  the  amount  of  beef  issued  and  in 
lieu  thereof  to  issue  the  equal  money  value  in  liam  or  other  sales 
articles,  application  will  be  made  to  the  Division  chief  commissary 
for  authority,  and  issues  may  be  made  to  troops  of  such  items  as 
he  may  authorize,  but  organizations  will  not  be  permitted  to  sell 
any  articles  issued  in  lieu  of  a component  of  the  ration. 

f.  When  fresh  vegetables  are  not  in  stock,  desiccated  vege- 
tables will  be  issued  in  lieu  thereof.  Exception  may  be  made  at 
stations  where  fresh  vegetables,  such  as  sweet  potatoes,  can  be 
purchased  at  a cost  not  exceeding  price  of  regular  potato 
component.  At  such  posts  fresh  vegetables  may  be  bought  and 
issued  when  the  commanding  officer  thereat  desires  it,  a report 
of  such  purchases  being  sent  at  once  through  subsistence 
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channels  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division.  The  ration 
of  desiccated  vegetables  is  2.4  ounces  and  it  may  be  issued  in 
same  proportions  as  fresh  vegetables;  i.  e.}  all  desiccated  potatoes, 
or  80  per  cent,  desiccated  potatoes  and  20  per  cent,  desiccated 
onions,  or  70  per  cent,  desiccated  potatoes  and  30  per  cent, 
canned  tomatoes.  In  preparing  desiccated  vegetables  for  the 
table  they  should  be  soaked  in  water  until  well  softened  and 
should  then  be  cooked  in  same  water,  care  being  taken  not  to 
use  too  much  water. 

g.  Corned  beef  is  a component  of  the  travel  ration  and  will 
not  be  used  in  garrison  except  where  fresh  meat  is  not  supplied 
and  cannot  be  procured  at  a reasonable  price,  and  it  may  then 
be  used  to  vary  the  .salt  meat  ration  issued  to  troops,  not  to 
exceed  one  day’s  issue  in  ten. 

h.  Canned  ration  bacon  is  intended  solely  for  issue  to  troops 
in  the  field  where  side  bacon  cannot  be  carried.  Any  remaining 
on  hand  in  good  condition  after  troops  return  to  their  station  will 
be  turned  into  the  commissary,  as  is  done  with  regular  travel 
rations.  No  savings  will  be  allowed  on  tinned  bacon,  except  in 
cases  of  emergency  where  side  bacon  is  not  011  hand  at  a station 
and  it  becomes  necessary  to  issue  the  canned  article,  but  the 
price  paid  for  savings  will  be  the  price  of  side  bacon. 

i.  Separate  ration  returns  will  be  required  covering  issues  to 
Native  Police,  Insurgent  Prisoners,  Filipino  Destitutes;  Civil 
Employes  (native)  and  Spanish  Prisoners,  and  these  will  be 
entered  in  separate  groups  on  a separate  abstract , which  will  be 
accompanied  with  a statement  showing  the  money  value  of  the 
rations  of  each  group. 

The  components  of  this  native  ration  are  as  follows:

Fresh  meat,  bacon,  canned  roast  beef,  or  salmon  f lb.

The  meat  component  will  be  issued  in  such  proportions  of 
the  various  items  as  to  insure  a healthy  diet,  and  at  the  same 
time  make  the  issue  as  economic  as  possible.  These  proportions 
will  vary  in  different  localities,  depending  greatly  on  the  price 
of  fresh  meat. 
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XIII.  SALES. 

a.  Stores  will  be  sold  only  to  such  post  exchange  (canteens), 
instituted  as  contemplated  by  General  Orders,  46  Headquarters 
of  the  Army,  series  of  1895,  provided  the  officer  in  charge  files 
with  the  commissary  from  whom  he  makes  purchases  the 
following  certificate: 

“I  do  hereby  certify  that  all  stores  purchased  from  the 
subsistence  department  for  re-sale  in  (such)  exchange  will  be 
sold  only  to  proper  persons  and  at  the  same  price  as  that  at 
which  purchased.” 

No  sales  will  be  made  to  any  “contract”  canteen  or  to  one 
conducted  by  unauthorized  persons. 

b.  vSales  will  not  be  made  to  officers,  enlisted  men,  or  civilians 
authorized  to  purchase,  who  live  at  a hotel  or  boarding  house, 
or  who  live  in  a mess  which  is  not  composed  entirely  of  persons 
authorized  to  buy  subsistence  .stores. 

c.  Stores  will  not  be  sold  to  civilians  except  those  employed 
with  the  Army,  and  those  specially  authorized  by  Secretary  of 
War,  and  then  only  upon  request  approved  by  officer  under 
whom  they  serve. 

Special  authority  has  been  granted  for  sales  to  the  Navy  and 
the  Marine  Corps,  and.  to  American  employes  of  the  Civil 
Government. 

d.  All  sales  commissaries  will  be  governed  by  A.  R.,  1280-1292, 
and  will  also  see  that  certificates  therein  required  are  furnished. 

c.  Stores  purchased  in  any  month  and  not  paid  for,  payment 
may  be  made  in  a subsequent  month  to  any  commissary,  who  will 
take  up  the  amount  on  his  Account-Current  as  “Received  from 

in  payment  for  stores  purchased  from  

at in  the  month  of ” 

XIV.  CARE  AND  PRESERVATION  OF  SUPPLIES. 

a.  To  enable  the  chief  commissary  of  the  department  to  com- 
ply with  requirements  of  last  clause  of  Paragraph  8,  Subsistence 
Manual,  commissaries  will  promptly  advise  him  of  all  cases  of 
insufficient  or  unsatisfactory  storage  at  post. 

b.  Warehouses  will  be  rigidly  inspected  daily  by  the  responsible 
commissary  officer,  personally,  who  should  see  that  barrels  and 
buckets  are  placed  at  convenient  points  in  storehouses,  and  are 


always  kept  filled  with  water  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  Vinegar  and 
other  suitable  barrels,  the  contents  of  which  have  been  issued  or 
sold,  should  be  utilized  for  this  purpose. 

c.  Care  should  be  taken  that  storerooms  are  well  ventilated 
throughout. 

d.  Dunnage  should  be  placed  under  all  stores  so  as  to  keep 
them  at  least  three  inches  from  the  floor,  and  sufficient  space 
should  be  left  between  double  rows  to  permit  a free  circulation  of 
air. 

e.  Passage-ways  will  be  provided  between  each  class  of  stores 
when  practicable,  large  enough  to  admit  of  easy  access  to  each 
stack,  and  insure  the  quick  handling  of  supplies.  The  stacks 
should  be  as  low  as  the  room  and  the  quantities  on  hand  will 
allow,  so  as  to  avoid  danger  of  loss  by  breakage  caused  by  piles 
shifting  and  falling. 

f.  Stores  longest  on  hand  will  be  issued  and  .sold  first. 

g.  Fresh  vegetables  and  any  other  articles,  emitting  odors,  will 
be  stored  in  a part  of  the  building  most  remote  from  absorbent 
stores-,  such  as  flour,  coffee,  etc. 

h.  Boxes,  barrels,  sacks,  etc.,  will  be  inspected  frequently,  and 
if  there  is  anything  on  the  outside  indicating  in  the  slightest 
manner  that  the  goods  have  spoiled  or  are  spoiling,  the  contents 
will  be  at  once  examined  and  the  damaged  part  removed.  Fresh 
vegetables  must  be  frequently  examined,  being  taken  from  the 
crates  for  this  purpose,  and  those  in  which  decay  has  started 
separated  from  the  others. 

i.  Damaged  stores  will  be  kept  in  a place  far  enough  away  from 
other  supplies  to  prevent  contamination  of  good  articles,  until 
such  time  as  a board  of  survey  and  inspector  have  acted.  A.  R., 
708,  .should  be  complied  with  in  all  cases  where  the  damaged 
stores  are  liable  to  contaminate  others. 

j . Upon  receipt  of  bacon  at  post,  it  will  be  removed  from  crates 
and  the  pieces  hung  in  a separate  room  or  in  a place  partitioned 
off  from  other  .stores,  and  every  two  weeks,  or  more  often  if 
necessary  during  the  rainy  season,  it  will  be  subjected  to  smoke 
from  a smudge  fire,  to  prevent  the  dampness  from  injuring  the 
meat  and  to  keep  off  insects  and  flies.  Racks  for  this  purpose 
can  be  made  from  bamboo  or  other  materials. 

k.  The  monthly  inventory  required  by  A.  R.,  1231,  should  be 
taken  when  practicable  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  every  month,  and 
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thus  the  commissary  will  have  ample  time  to  check  and  verify  his 
count  before  mailing  the  report  of  stores  required  sent  on  the 
first  of  the  succeeding  month. 

XV.  GENERAL,  INSTRUCTIONS. 

a.  The  depot  and  sales  commissaries  at  Manila  will  be  under 
the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  Division  chief 
commissary. 

b.  A copy  of  order  appointing  or  relieving  an  officer  as  com- 
missary will  be  mailed  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
U.  S.  Army,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  Division,  department 
and  district  chief  commissary  as  soon  as  issued.  An  officer 
granted  a leave  of  absence  or  relieved  from  duty,  will  comply 
with  requirements  of  A.  R.,  630,  and  before  he  leaves  these 
islands  he  will  render  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence 
accounts  and  returns  for  all  funds  and  supplies  for  which  he  is 
responsible. 

c.  At  stations  where  bakeries  are  not  in  operation,  the  quarter- 
master’s department  should  be  requested  to  furnish  sufficient 
ovens  to  bake  bread  for  the  command,  and  thus  insure  the  savings 
on  the  flour  ration  to  the  troops.  One  of  the  Blodgett  field  ovens 
has  capacity  for  one  regiment  of  troops. 

d.  Blanks,  stores  and  property  at  a station  belong  there,  and 
will  not  be  removed  therefrom  except  when  the  post  is  abandoned. 
In  case  where  a part  of  the  troops  at  a post  are  sent  to  another 
post  and  are  not  to  be  replaced  by  other  troops,  the  proportion  of 
supplies  (rations  and  sales  stores)  on  hand  should  be  taken  with 
them  whenever  practicable,  and  those  due  them  on  invoices,  the 
supplies  not  yet  received  at  posts,  should  be  forwarded  on  receipt. 

e.  The  regimental  commissary  is  the  accountable  officer  for  all 
subsistence  property  belonging  to  the  regiment,  and  when  he 
turns  any  over  to  a company  for  its  use,  he  will  simply  take  the 
company  commander’s  memorandum  receipt,  thus  obviating  a 
multiplicity  of  returns. 

f.  Commissaries  will  supervise  personally  the  making  and 
rendition  of  all  accounts  and  returns.  The  paper  work  pertaining 
to  the  subsistence  department  is  of  an  extremely  important  nature, 
and  in  the  selection  of  help  great  care  must  be  exercised  to  pro- 
cure those  who  are  mentally  fitted  to  acquire  a knowledge  of  same. 
Any  incompetent  men  detailed  will  be  relieved  and  a detail  of 
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competent  men  secured  in  their  place,  and  the  names  of  incom- 
petent civilian  employes  will  be  sent  to  the  Division  chief  com- 
missary, with  full  report,  that  the  men  may  be  discharged. 

g . Savings  on  hard  bread  and  salmon  will  not  be  allowed  or 
paid  for,  nor  will  savings  be  permitted  on  articles  issued  in  lieu  of 
regular  components  or  parts  of  components  of  the  ration. 

h . All  vouchers  and  papers  pertaining  thereto,  forwarded  to 
the  chief  commissary  for  payment,  must  be  in  duplicate  and  com- 
plete in  every  respect. 

i.  Should  any  stores  supplied  be  unsatisfactory  in  quality  or 
received  in  bad  condition,  the  chief  commissary  will  be  at  once 
advised  by  letter,  giving  in  detail  all  the  facts  in  the  case  and  all 
marks  on  package  containing  .same. 

j.  A strict  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Paragraph  103, 
Subsistence  Manual,  is  enjoined  upon  all  post  commissaries,  and 
the  reports  required  thereunder  to  purchasing  commissaries  will  be 
sent  through  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division. 

k.  Post  commissaries,  before  shipping  supplies  to  other  points, 
will  carefully  inspect  them,  opening  original  packages  when  there 
is  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  serviceable  condition  of  their  con- 
tents. Unserviceable  articles,  or  those  liable  soon  to  become  so, 
will  not  be  shipped,  and  the  chief  commissary  will  be  immediately 
notified  of  the  amounts  so  found. 

/.  Letters  of  transmittal  will  not  be  used  unless  information  is 
to  be  given  concerning  the  papers  transmitted. 

m.  In  giving  money  value  of  stores  acted  upon  by  a board  of 
survey,  the  invoice  price  of  the  articles  acted  upon  will  be  given, 
not  the  current  selling  price. 

n.  Whenever  supplies  are  sold  at  auction,  the  proceeds  received 
from  such  sale  will  be  at  once  reported  to  the  department  chief 
commissary. 

o.  Commutation  of  rations  to  men  detailed  on  special  duty 
being  no  longer  authorized  paid  from  public  civil  funds,  the  com- 
missary nearest  to  the  place  where  such  men  are  detailed,  having 
funds  on  hand  available  for  that  purpose,  will  pay  them  from 
regular  subsistence  funds  at  the  authorized  rate  prescribed  by 
Paragraph  1272,  A.  R. 

When  commutation  due  a soldier  covers  parts  of  two  fiscal 
years,  that  due  in  one  fiscal  period  will  be  entered  on  a separate 
receipt  roll  from  the  other,  and  both  will  be  paid  from  their 
respective  appropriations. 
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p.  Army  Regulations,  Subsistence  Manual,  Hand  Book,  circular 
letters  and  notes  on  forms  should  be  carefully  studied  and  strictly 
complied  with.  All  notes  on  forms  have  the  same  weight  and 
effect  as  general  orders  and  Army  Regulations.  In  this  connection 
attention  is  especially  invited  to  A.  R.,  1552.

The  custom  at  many  posts  of  providing  troops  with  transporta- 
tion by  water  or  rail  without  proper  order,  prevents  prompt  settle- 
ment of  the  accounts  for  this  service.  The  attention  of  all 
commanding  officers  and  quartermasters  is  invited  to  paragraphs 
1080  to  1084,  Army  Regulations,  inclusive,  the  provisions  of  which 
must  be  complied  with. 

Commanding  officers  at  shipping  ports  will  cause  their  quarter- 
masters to  supply  themselves  with  the  necessary  requests  by 
requisition  upon  the  chief  quartermaster  of  the  Division  and  will 
judge  as  to  the  necessity  of  transport  by  commercial  lines  instead 
of  holding  for  Government  transport;  the  latter  being  availed  of 
whenever  practicable  and  unless  the  exigencies  of  the  service 
require  the  use  of  private  lines. 

Where  troops  are  accompanied  by  officers,  the  order  for  their 
transportation  should  require  the  quartermaster’s  department  to 
supply  same  for  the  officers  and  troops.  Where  an  officer  is  not 
accompanied  by  troops,  the  order  should  not  require  the  quarter- 
master’s department  to  furnish  transportation,  but  orders  should 
issue  as  required  by  Army  Regulations,  68  and  1323,  and  the 
officer  should  get  reimbursement  from  the  pay  department  pro- 
vided the  journey  is  certified  as  necessary  for  the  public  service, 
by  competent  authority.  A strict  compliance  is  enjoined  with 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  68,  Army  Regulations,  that  “orders 
contemplating  mileage  will  not  direct  travel  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  command  of  the  officer  who  issues  them.” 

An  officer  traveling  with  three  or  more  men  is  considered  as 
traveling  with  troops. 

The  sick  sent  to  Manila  for  treatment  will  be  directed  to  report, 
upon  arrival,  to  the  commanding  officer,  1st  Reserve  Hospital,  and 
descriptive  lists  and  transfer  slips  zvill  be  sent  with  them  in  all 
cases. 

Every  soldier  sent  to  Manila , whether  sick  or  well,  must  be 
accompanied  by  documents  from  his  command  necessary  to  account 
for  his  presence  in  the  city  and  indicate  his  future  movements. 
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All  transportation  requests  issued  or  cancelled  should  be 
reported,  by  the  issuing  officer,  to  the  Quartermaster  General  of 
the  Arm}',  on  Form  i,  A.

troops,  where  he,  the  said  Ramos,  being  a defenseless 
prisoner,  tied  and  bound,  was  shot  and  murdered  by  the 
said  Midel  and  party.  This  at  Zamboanga,  Mindanao,  P.  I., 
011  or  about  the  28th  day  of  December,  1899.”

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Colonel  James  S.  Pettit,  31st  Infantry, 
U S.  Volunteers,  the  findings  of  the  court  cannot,  in  the  form 
in  which  they  are  expressed,  be  approved. 

The  admissions  made  by  the  accused  in  his  letter  of  February 
1,  1900,  which  letter  was  received  in  evidence  without  objection, 
established  the  fact  that  the  prisoner,  Juan  Ratnos,  was,  on  or  about 
December  27,  1899,  captured  by  Isidoro  Midel,  then  Presidente 
of  Zamboanga,  Mindanao,  and  turned  over  by  the  said  Midel  to 
the  military  custody  of  the  accused  as  Commander  of  the  District 
of  Mindanao  and  Jolo;  that  thereafter  the  said  Midel  requested 
the  accused  to  turn  over  the  said  Ramos  to  him  “for  punishment,” 
for  stirring  up  insurrection  and  for  other  past  offenses,  and  that 
the  accused,  in  compliance  with  this  request  and  for  the  reason  as 
stated  in  his  own  words,  “that  it  was  necessary  to  make  an 
example  of  the  first  offender.  This  man  was  dangerous  and  said 
to  be  an  agent  of  Aguinaldo’s,”  issued  appropriate  orders  to  the 
officer  of  the  guard  to  turn  over  the  said  Ramos  to  the  said  Midel, 
which  orders  were  duly  executed.  It  is  thus  definitely  ascertained 
from  the  accused’s  own  statements  that  the  said  Ramos  was  turned 
over  to  the  said  Midel  “for  punishment, V and  the  only  important 
question  which  was  left  to  the  court  for  determination  was  whether 
or  not  the  accused  was  at  this  time  chargeable  with  knowledge  of 
the  particular  kind  of  punishment  which  the  evidence  shows 
awaited  the  said  Ramos,  to-wit,  summary  and  illegal  execution. 

There  is  evidence  of  record  to  the  effect  that  the  said  Ramos 
was  turned  over  in  pursuance  of  an  express  agreement  between 
the  accused  and  Midel  that  he  should  be  killed  by  the  latter,  but 
the  court  seems  to  have  properly  rejected  this  extreme  view.  It 
is,  however,  conclusively  established  that  Midel  had,  on  a previous 
occasion  and  prior  to  United  States  occupation  of  Zamboanga, 
invited  one  Cahxto,  who,  like  Ramos,  was  an  insurgent  leader,  to 
his  town,  and  there,  under  pretext  of  turning  out  the  guard  in  his 
honor,  ordered  the  said  guard  at  an  opportune  time  to  fire  upon 
Calixto,  which  was  done  and  Calixto  killed.  It  is  established 
that  the  facts  as  to  the  killng  of  Calixto  were  a matter  of  general 
report  and  common  knowledge  in  the  community  and  presumably, 
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therefore,  within  the  knowledge  of  the  accused.  These  and  other 
facts  appearing  of  record  were  sufficient  to  put  a reasonable  man 
upon  his  guard  as  to  the  probable  fate  of  Ramos  should  he  be 
turned  over  to  the  said  Alidel,  but  the  accused,  notwithstanding, 
seems  to  have  issued  his  instructions  in  this  case  carelessly  and 
negligently*,  without  regard  to  their  probable  consequences,  which 
do  not  seem  to  have  been  considered  or  appreciated  by  him  until 
confronted  with  the  results  of  the  execution  of  his  orders. 

Under  the  facts  narrated  above  the  accused  may  or  may  not  be 
chargeable  with  knowledge  at  the  time  he  gave  these  orders  that 
the  life  of  the  .said  Ramos  was  to  be  summarily  and  irregularly 
taken,  but  he  is,  by  his  own  admission,  chargeable  with  the 
knowledge  that  the  man  was  surrendered  to  an  uncertain  punish- 
ment to  be  inflicted  by  a civil  official  rather  than  by  a military 
tribunal,  regularly  convened  by  the  proper  authorities. 

The  prisoner  was  received  by  the  accused  into  military  custody, 
charged  with  stirring  up  insurrection,  and  other  offenses.  Not- 
withstanding the  alleged  character  of  some  of  these  latter,  which 
tends  to  reveal  him  as  a guerrilla  or  outlaw,  lie  was  nevertheless 
entitled  to  protection  and  to  have  his  guilt  determined  in  the 
regular  way  by  war  tribunals.  This  fact  is  so  elementary  that  its 
statement  seems  unnecessary,  and  under  the  most  lenient  view 
permissible  of  this  case  the  accused  is  guilty  of  issuing  and 
causing  to  be  carried  into  effect  orders  which  disregarded  these 
elementary  rights  and  which  resulted  in  the  illegal  taking  of  a 
human  life.  The  fact  that  such  orders  were  thoughtlessly  and 
negligently  given  cannot,  as  seems  to  have  been  held  by  the 
court,  relieve  the  accused  of  responsibility. 

The  findings  and  acquittal  are  disapproved.  Colonel  Pettit  wilt 
be  restored  to  duty  with  his  regiment.

This  band  operated  in  Cagayan  Province,  Luzon,  during  the 
early  part  of  this  year,  committing  various  outrages  upon  the 
natives  and  keeping  the  whole  population  in  a constant  state  of 
terror. 

The  identity  of  the  accused  as  a member  of  the  band,  and  as 
having  been  present  upon  the  occasion  of  the  crime  here  charged, 
is  clearly  proven.  The  proceedings  and  findings  were  approved 
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June  28,  1900.  The  sentence  of  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the 
period  of  five  (5)  years  was  approved  on  that  date,  and  will  be 
duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the 
prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Leocadio  Macoco,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  Antonio  Pobre,  the  evidence  shows  that  the  latter  was 
Cabeza  of  the  barrio  of  Masnitac,  pueblo  of  Pacay,  Ilocos  Norte, 
and  left  his  home  on  the  afternoon  of  February  13,  1900,  to  collect 
taxes  due  for  personal  cedillas;  that  at  a place  called  Oaia,  he 


stopped  in  front  of  the  house  of  the  accused  where  a party  had 
gathered  in  celebration  of  the  marriage  of  a native  of  that  place, 
and  there  demanded  payment  for  their  cedulas  of  two  of  his 
“tributantes,”  Adriano  and  Ambrosio  Macoco , brothers,  and 
cousins  of  the  accused,  w7ho  wrere  of  the  party  there  present;  that 
these  said  that  that  was  not  the  place  to  demand  payment,  that 
where  they  lived  was,  and  declined  to  pay  for  their  cedulas. 

The  testimony  shows  that  after  this  verbal  altercation  the 
murdered  man  struck  with  his  whip  Adriano  Macoco  three  times 
across  the  face  and  was  then  dragged  from  his  horse  by  Adriano 
and  Ambrosio;  that  while  attempting  to  draw  his  bolo,  this  was 
taken  from  him  by  Adriano  Macoco  who  struck  with  it  Antonio 
Pobre  then,  and  subsequently  when  the  latter  was  lying  on  the 
ground,  the  blows  that  resulted  in  his  death,  and  that  notwith- 
standing the  evidence  as  to  the  blowrs  with  the  whip  by  the 
murdered  man  and  the  attempt  by  him  to  draw  his  bolo — which  is 
given  either  by  the  relatives  or  neighbors  of  the  accused — his  death 
was  a cruel  and  deliberate  murder  by  Adriano  and  Ambrosio 
Macoco . 

The  accused  is  found  guilty  as  accessory  before  and  after  the 
fact,  and  though  there  is  some  technical  error  in  such  a finding,  it 
is  not  deemed  of  such  a nature  as  to  necessitate  disapproval,  the 
evidence  showing  that  the  accused  uttered  certain  words  to  the 
principals  before  the  commission  of  the  crime,  that  might  have 
contributed  thereto,  and  afterwrards  assisted  the  principals  in 
carrying  away  and  burying  the  body  of  the  murdered  man. 

The  sentence  was  confirmed  June  29,  1900,  but  it  appearing, 
upon  a careful  reading  of  the  record,  that  the  accused  might  not 
have  intended  that  there  should  follow  from  his  words  and 
subsequent  acts  that  which  the  court  has  found  was  their  effect, 
the  sentence  was  on  that  date  commuted  to  confinement  at  hard 
labor  for  the  period  of  ten  (10)  years.  As  thus  commuted,  the 
sentence  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to 
which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  compliance  with  cable  instructions  from  the  Secretary  of 
War,  dated  July  7,  1900,  the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and  Light 
Battery  F,  5th  U.  S.  Artillery,  will  be  fully  equipped  and 
proceed  to  Taku,  China,  on  Friday  the  13th  instant.  The 
quartermaster’s  department  will  furnish  the  necessary  transporta- 
tion, utilizing  the  transports  Indiana,  Flint-Shire  and  Wyefield 
for  that  purpose.  Upon  arrival  in  China  they  will  be  united  with 
the  9th  U.  S.  Infantry,  now  there — Colonel  Aaron  S.  Daggett , of 
the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  in  command  until  the  arrival  of  Brigadier 
General  Aetna  R.  Chaffee,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  now  en  route  to 
command  the  expeditionary  forces  in  China.  Colonel  Daggett 
will  report  his  arrival  to  the  U.  S.  Minister  at  Pekin,  if  possible, 
and  will  confer  with  the  Rear-Admiral  Commanding  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Forces  at  Taku,  in  regard  to  necessary  details.  The  command 
will  take  a full  equipment  of  tentage,  eleven  four-mule  teams  com- 
plete or  as  many  thereof  as  can  be  transported,  thirty  days’  rations 
and  five  hundred  rounds  of  ammunition  per  man,  and  an  adequate 
supply  of  winter  clothing. 

Captain  William  Crozier , Ordnance  Department,  U.  S.  Army, 
will  accompany  the  command  and  will  be  .supplied  with  one 
million  rounds  of  small  arms  ammunition  as  a reserve  for  the 
force  in  China,  and  such  other  ordnance  supplies  as  the  chief 
ordnance  officer  of  the  division  shall  deem  sufficient  for  a com- 
mand of  five  thousand  men  and  can  be  spared  from  stores  on 
hand. 

With  a view  to  establishing  a .subsistence  supply  depot  in  China, 
the  commissary  officer  of  the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry  will  be  fur- 
nished with  a three  months’  supply  of  subsistence  stores  for  a 
command  of  five  thousand  men;  this  in  addition  to  the  supplies 
with  the  troops. 

With  a view  to  establishing  a medical  supply  depot  in  China 
the  senior  surgeon  011  duty  with  the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry  will  be 
furnished  ample  medical  supplies  for  five  thousand  men  for  three 
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months  under  the  direction  of  the  chief  surgeon  of  the  Division, 
who  will  also  furnish  proper  medical  attendants  and  supplies  to 
the  commands  going  from  here. 

The  chief  quartermaster  of  the  Division  will  furnish  for  use  of 
the  troops  in  China  and  ship  by  one  of  the  transports  of  Colonel 
Daggett's  command,  three  months’  forage  for  three  hundred  and 
fifty  horses,  and  a supply  of  winter  clothing  for  the  9th  U.  S. 
Infantry. 

All  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  14th  U.  S.  Infantry,  and 
Light  Battery  F,  5th  U.  S.  Artillery,  on  whatever  duty  apart  from 
their  companies  and  battery,  are  hereby  relieved  from  such  duty 
and  will  join  at  once.

The  statements  of  these 
inspections  will  be  retained  in  the  office  of  the  inspector  general 
of  the  Division. 

JV.  The  following  instructions  relative  to  the  inspection 
service  of  this  Division  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned: 

1.  Inspectors  general  of  departments  will,  on  assignment, 
report  by  letter  direct  to  the  inspector  general  of  the  Division, 
and  thereafter  will  report  to  him  by  letter  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  the  last  day  of  each  month.  These  reports  will  enclose 
copies  of  all  orders  or  written  instructions  received  from  depart- 
ment headquarters  relative  to  inspections,  and  will  show  the 
performance  of  the  inspection  work  throughout  the  department 
during  the  month. 

2.  Before  leaving  their  posts  on  an  extended  tour  of  inspection, 
inspectors  general  of  departments  will  report  the  date  of  their 
departure  to  the  inspector  general  of  the  Division,  and  will 
furnish  him  an  itinerary  of  the  proposed  tour. 

3.  In  making,  or  supervising,  inspections  under  paragraph  867, 
Army  Regulations,  inspectors  general  of  departments  will  be 
guided  by  such  instructions,  additional  to  Army  Regulations,  as 
may  be  issued  from  these  headquarters. 
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4-  The  inspections  required  in  each  department  under 
paragraph  868,  Army  Regulations,  will  be  made  by  the  inspector 
general  of  the  department  in  person. 

5.  All  reports  of  inspectors  general  of  departments,  save  those 
of  confidential  investigations  or  special  inspections  made  by  order 
of  the  department  commander  for  his  own  information,  will  be 
forwarded  through  the  regular  channels,  and  referred  to  the 
inspector  general  of  the  Division. 

6.  Acting  inspectors  general  assigned  to  districts  are  authorized 
to  make,  -within  the  limits  of  the  district,  all  inspections  and 
investigations,  save  the  inspections  required  by  paragraph  868, 
Army  regulations.

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Captain  George  W.  Brandle  and  Second 
Lieutenant  Alvin  S.  Perkins , 27th  Infantry,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  the 
findings  and  sentences  are  approved  with  the  remark  that  the 
Reviewing  Authority  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  case  of  the 
former  a finding  of  guilty  on  each  of  the  specifications  as  laid 
without  the  exceptions  and  substitutions  made  by  the  court,  would 
have  been  in  full  accord  with  the  evidence  of  record,  and  in  the 
case  of  the  latter  a finding  of  guilty  on  each  of  the  specifications 
wTould  have  been  warranted  by  the  evidence  with  only  a formal 
modification  in  the  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  specifications  to 
the  effect  that  the  real  names  of  the  natives  therein  referred  to 
were  unknown  to  the  court,  and  without  the  exceptions  and 
substitutions  made  by  the  court. 

It  is  obvious  that  a cruel  and  illegal  assault  was  perpetrated  by 
these  accused  officers  upon  certain  native  prisoners;  an  assault  not 
only  criminal  in  itself  under  the  Laws  of  War  but  in  remote 
consequences  wrell  calculated  to  defeat  a carefully  considered 
policy,  and  to  inflict  permanent  injury  upon  essential  interests  of 
the  Nation.  The  purpose  of  the  United  States  in  these  Islands  is 
to  introduce  and  plant  republican  institutions,  based  upon  the 
beneficent  principles  of  the  Constitution.  Success  in  this  great  and 
inspiring  undertaking  depends  largely  upon  securing,  through  a 
sense  of  self-interest  and  gratitude,  the  confidence  and  attachment 
of  the  Filipino  people.  It  is  therefore  indispensable  to  the  true 
interests  of  the  Republic  that  Americans  in  the  Archipelago, 
especially  officers  of  the  Army,  shall  in  all  transactions  of  business, 
war,  and  administration,  maintain  the  highest  standards  of 
American  civilization  by  practicing  dignity  and  decorum  in  all 
intercourse  with  the  natives. 
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In  order  to  emphasize  an  important  principle  it  is  necessary  to 
severely  censure  all  that  is  contrary  to  it;  this  is  more  especially 
true  when  the  vital  interests  of  a great  Nation  are  jeopardized 
by  the  thoughtless  and  illegal  actions  of  these  accused  officers 
who  for  the  time  being  were  exercising  its  authority. 

It  is  believed  that  the  sentence  of  the  court  will  be  .sufficiently 
executed  by  reminding  Captain  Brandle  and  Lieutenant  Perkins, 
that  by  reckless  defiance  of  the  ethics  of  their  profession  they 
have  inflicted  incalculable  injury  upon  the  interests  of  their 
Country,  and  have  also  cast  an  unwarranted  aspersion  upon  the 
reputation  of  the  United  States  Army  for  sentiments  of  honor  and 
humanity. 

Captain  Brandle  and  Lieutenant  Perkins  will  be  released  from 
arrest  and  returned  to  duty.

The  conditions  affecting  the  administration  of  justice  in  different 
localities  in  the  Philippine  Islands  being  substantially  similar  to 
those  which  made  necessary  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
of  March  2,  1867,  conferring  upon  military  tribunals  an  extensive 
jurisdiction  over  ordinary  civil  crimes  and  authorizing  a resort  to 
such  jurisdiction  whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  Commanding 
Generals,  the  due  administration  of  justice  required,  the  following 
provisions,  based  upon  Sections  3 and  4 of  .said  Act,  are 
promulgated : 

I.  During  the  existence  of  Military  Government  in  these 
Islands  the  duty  devolves  upon  the  military  authorities  to  protect 
all  persons  in  their  rights  of  person  and  property,  to  suppress 
insurrection,  disorder  and  violence  and  to  punish,  or  cause  to  be 
punished,  all  disturbers  of  the  public  peace  and  criminals.  To 
this  end  local  civil  tribunals,  where  the  same  have  been  re-con- 
stituted,  may  take  cognizance  of  and  try  offenses  within  their 
jurisdiction,  or,  when  in  their  judgment  it  may  be  expedient,  the 
Department  Commanders  may  cause  such  offenses  to  be  brought 
to  trial  before  duly  constituted  military  commission  or  provost 
courts;  Provided,  That  Department  Commanders  may,  in  their 
discretion,  authorize  subordinate  commanders  of  districts,  regi- 
ments or  pOvSts  to  refer  direct  to  provost  courts  for  trial  such 
offenses  as  may  in  the  judgment  of  such  subordinate  commanders 
be  adequately  punished  within  the  punishing  power  of  said  provost 
courts  as  now  or  hereafter  defined  in  orders. 

II.  Criminal  cases  arising  within  the  City  of  Manila  and  law- 
fully cognizable  by  the  civil  courts  of  the  Province  of  Manila,  will 
be  reserved  for  trial  by  military  commission  only  by  authority  of 
these  headquarters;  Provided,  That  such  of  these  cases  as  may, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  City  of 
Manila,  be  adequately  punished  within  the  punishing  power  of 
the  provost  courts  of  the  City  of  Manila,  may  under  such  regula 
tions  as  he  may  establish  be  reserved  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
said  civil  courts  and  referred  direct  to  said  provost  courts  for  trial. 
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III.  Iii  the  trial  of  offenses  against  the  laws  of  war  by  military 
commissions  and  provost  courts  Department  Commanders  will 
reserve  the  graver  offenses,  such  as  are  punishable  by  death  or 
imprisonment  for  a long  term  of  years,  for  trial  by  a military  com- 
mission; offenses  of  lesser  gravity  will  be  brought  to  trial  by  provost 
courts  either  upon  reference  by  Department  Commanders  or,  upon 
his  authorization,  by  one  of  the  subordinate  commanders  indicated 
in  paragraph  I of  this  order,  and  within  the  city  of  Manila  by 
order  of  the  Provost  Marshal  General  under  such  regulations  as 
he  may  establish. 

IV.  All  persons  put  under  military  arrest  by  virtue  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  order  shall  be  tried  without  unnecessary^  delay  and 
no  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  shall  be  inflicted;  and  no  sentence 
of  any  military  commission  shall  be  executed  until  it  is  approved 
by  the  convening  authority  or  his  successor  in  command;  Provided , 
That  no  sentence  of  death,  or  of  imprisonment  for  a greater  period 
of  time  than  ten  years,  imposed  by  military  commission  shall  be 
carried  into  effect  without  the  approval  of  the  Division  Com" 
mander;  And  provided  further , That  where  such  sentence  is 
commuted  or  mitigated  by  the  Department  Commander  to 
imprisonment  for  a period  of  ten  years  or  less,  the  approval  of 
the  Division  Commander  shall  not  be  required. 

V.  Hereafter  provost  courts  will  be  established  only  by  orders  of 
the  Commanding  General  of  the  Division  or  of  a Department  and, 
in  territory  now  or  hereafter  transferred  to  the  administrative 
control  of  the  naval  authorities,  by  the  Division  Commander 
upon  the  nomination  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Force  on  Asiatic  Station;  but  Department  Commanders 
may,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  authorize  Commanders  of 
remote  districts  to  establish  provost  courts  at  such  points  within 
their  respective  districts  as  may  be  necessary.  All  provost 
courts  now  or  hereafter  established,  excepting  the  Provost  Courts 
of  the  City  of  Manila  for  which  special  provision  is  made,  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  punish  by  imprisonment,  with  or  without  hard 
labor,  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  pesos,  or  by  both  such  imprisonment  and  fine  at 
the  discretion  of  such  courts.  Sentences  of  provost  courts  do  not 
require  approval  but  may  be  mitigated  or  remitted  as  follows: 
those  of  provost  courts  within  a Department  by  the  Department 
Commander,  or,  upon  his  authorization,  by  the  subordinate

commanders  designated  in  paragraph  I,  of  this  order  and  those  of  the 
provost  courts  of  the  City  of  Manila  by  the  Provost  Marshal 
General. 

The  proper  commanding  officers  will  detail  such  enlisted  men 
as  may  be  necessary  to  be  in  attendance  upon  provost  courts  to 
execute  such  orders  and  serve  such  process  as  said  courts  may  find 
necessary  to  issue  in  the  proper  administration  of  justice. 

VI.  Fines  imposed  by  military  commissions  or  provost  courts 
and  not  collected  will  be  commuted  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor 
at  the  rate  of  one  day  of  such  imprisonment  for  each  three  pesos 
of  unpaid  fine.  All  such  fines,  when  paid,  will  be  covered  into 
the  Public  Treasury  of  the  Islands,  excepting  fines  adjudged  by 
provost  courts  outside  of  the  City  of  Manila  which  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Provost  Marshal  of  the  place  where  the  court  may  be  sitting; 
or  where  there  is  no  provost  marshal  to  such  officer  as  may  be 
designated  to  receive  them.  The  amounts  .so  collected  will  be 
reported  by  the  officers  receiving  them,  through  prescribed  chan- 
nels, to  the  District  Commander,  and  will  be  equitably  allotted 
upon  the  order  of  the  latter  to  the  towns  within  his  District  to 
be  expended,  under  supervision  of  local  commanding  officers,  for 
proper  municipal  purposes;  this  arrangement  to  continue  until 
such  time  as  the  towns  are  prepared  to  raise  by  ordinary  taxation 
the  funds  necessary  for  municipal  purposes.  District  Commanders 
will  render  monthly  reports  to  these  headquarters,  through  pre- 
scribed channels,  of  moneys  received  and  allotted  under  this 
paragraph,  stating  the  purposes  for  which  expended. 

VII.  The  commanding  officers  of  Districts  transferred  to  the 
administrative  control  of  the  Naval  authorities  may  exercise  the 
same  authority  in  the  matter  of  bringing  offenses  to  trial  before 
provost  courts  within  their  Districts  and  the  mitigation  or  remission 
of  punishments  adjudged  by  said  courts  as  is  herein  conferred 
upon  the  Provost  Marshal  General  of  the  City  of  Manila  as  to 
trial  of  offenses  and  the  mitigation  or  remission  of  punishments 
adjudged  by  the  provost  courts  of  said  City.  All  charges  appro- 
priate for  trial  by  military  commission  will  be  forwarded  by  such 
District  Commanders  to  these  headquarters  for  proper  action. 

VIII.  Upon  the  last  day  of  each  calendar  month  transcripts  of 
all  cases  tried  by  provost  courts  during  the  month,  setting  forth 
offenses  committed  and  penalties  awarded,  will  be  rendered  by  the 
judges  thereof,  through  prescribed  channels,  to  the  proper  Depart- 
ment headquarters.  Transcripts  of  cases  tried  by  provost  courts 
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sitting  within  territory  not  embraced  within  the  limits  of  a 
Department  will  be  forwarded  by  the  judges  thereof  through 
channels  to  Division  headquarters. 

IX.  All  orders  or  parts  of  orders  in  conflict  with  this  order  are 
revoked  and  all  provisions  of  local  laws,  in  so  far  as  they  prohibit 
trial  by  military  commissions  or  provost  courts  as  provided  in  this 
order,  are  hereby  suspended.

The  accused  will  be  held  in  confinement  pending  further 
orders  in  his  case.

I11  the  foregoing  case  of  Basilio  Lalu,  native,  it  is  clearly  shown 
by  two  witnesses  for  the  prosecution  that  a band  of  men,  of  whom 
the  accused  was  one,  armed  w7ith  rifles  andbolos,  and  none  of  them 
in  uniform,  beat  and  wounded  Francisco  Salaveria  w7ith  these 
weapons  for  several  hours,  his  arms  being  tied  behind  him, 
conducting  him  while  .so  doing  to  a secluded  spot,  wdiere,  as 
testified  to  by  two  other  witnesses,  he  was  stabbed  with  a bolo  in 
the  hands  of  the  accused  and  wdiere  he  died  and  w7as  buried  by  these 
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witnesses,  at  the  command,  as  one  of  them  testifies,  of  the  accused, 
who  threatened  them  with  death  if  they  should  divulge  the  crime 
which  they  had  been  compelled  to  witness. 

The  accused,  though  represented  by  counsel,  offered  no  evidence 
to  meet  this  convincing  testimony.  Sworn  at  his  own  request  as 
a witness  for  himself,  and  informed  of  his  rights  and  privileges, 
while  accusing  two  of  the  witnesses  against  him  as  being  equally 
guilty  with  himself,  he  admitted  “taking  Francisco  away  and 
killing  him”  and  he  attempted  no  justification  therefor  other  than 
that  “the  people  of  the  barrio  were  making  so  many  complaints 
about  Francisco  being  a detective  for  the  Americans  that  our 
captain,  Simeon  Mamangun , ordered  us  to  seize  and  kill  him.” 

Without  the  incriminating  evidence  of  the  accused  himself  thus 
voluntarily  given,  the  case  against  him  is  complete,  and  devoid  of 
error.  The  effect  of  his  own  admissions  is  to  make  absolutely 
certain  that  which  is  otherwise  established  beyond  a reasonable 
doubt;  even  without  them  the  record  indisputably  shows  the 
accused  to  have  been  an  active  principal  in  a brutal  and  deliberate 
murder  committed  by  a band  of  assassins  and  guerrillas,  one 
forbidden  alike  by  the  civil  law  and  the  usages  of  war,  and  for 
which  the  only  adequate  punishment  is  death. 

The  sentence  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  department  com- 
mander on  July  30,  1900,  is  confirmed  and  will  be  duly  executed 
on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1900,  at  Apalit,  Province  of  Patnpanga, 
Luzon,  P.  I.,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  general, 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon.

The  following  instructions  pertaining  to  duties  in  the  Subsistence 
Department  in  this  Division,  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned: 


I.  DIVISION  CHIEF  COMMISSARY. 


The  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  of  the  Philippines,  will 
have  general  supervision  over  all  matters  relating  to  the  subsistence 
department  in  this  Division. 


II.  DEPARTMENT  CHIEF  COMMISSARIES. 


a.  The  chief  commissary  of  each  department  in  this  Division, 
will  be  responsible  for  all  matters  relating  to  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment in  his  Department;  he  will  see  that  all  troops  therein  are 
regularly  rationed,  are  adequately  supplied  with  stores  for  issue, 
sale  and  travel,  and  also  with  necessary  property,  and  will  provide 
for  any  transient  soldiers  temporarily  within  its  geographical 
boundaries;  he  will  see  that  no  post  is  overstocked  with  supplies; 
that  storage  at  stations  is  good  and  ample,  reducing  to  a minimum 
danger  of  loss  to  the  Government;  he  will  recommend  to  his 
department  commander  the  issuance  of  the  necessary  orders  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  subsistence  affairs,, and  he  will  render  to  the  Divi- 
sion chief  commissary,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  end  of  each 
month,  a report  in  detail  showing  the  condition  of  affairs  in  his 
department;  which  report  will  show  the  amount  of  subsistence  funds 
received,  disbursed  and  remaining  on  hand  at  each  post. 

b.  He  will,  under  the  direction  of  his  department  commander, 
establish  such  sub-depots,  under  such  regulations,  as  he  deems 
advisable,  and  regulate  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  district 
commissaries,  if  there  be  any  within  his  Department. 


III.  SUBSISTENCE  STORES. 


a.  Estimates  for  subsistence  stores  will  be  made  by  each 
department  chief  commissary,  on  the  first  day  of  each  quarter, 
beginning  October  1,  1900,  covering  the  quarter  next  succeeding 
that  in  which  made. 

These  will  embrace  all  articles  carried  as  subsistence  .stores  and, 
from  the  very  nature  of  things,  must  be  very  general,  but  care 
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should  be  taken  that  they  only  call  for  about  what  will  probably 
be  actually  needed,  as  they  should  form  an  intelligent  basis  for 
the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  in  making  his  requisitions 
and  purchases. 

b.  The  chief  commissaries,  Departments  of  Northern  and 
Southern  Luzon,  will  make  timely  calls  upon  the  depot 
commissary,  Manila,  P.  I.,  for  such  supplies  as  may  be  required 
in  their  respective  sub-depots  in  Manila. 

The  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  Mindanao  and 
Jolo,  and  of  the  Visayas,  will  make  timely  calls  upon  the  depot 
commissary,  Manila,  P.  I.,  for  such  supplies  as  may  be  required 
for  the  posts  or  sub-depots  in  their  respective  departments. 

These  requests  will  be  made  in  triplicate,  one  copy  to  be  sent 
direct  to  the  depot  commissary  in  Manila,  one  to  the  chief 
commissary  of  the  Division,  and  one  to  the  commissary  of  the 
station  requiring  the  stores. 

IV.  SUBSISTENCE  PROPERTY. 

Estimates  for  subsistence  property  will  be  made  by  each 
department  chief  commissary  every  six  months,  beginning 
January  i,  1901,  for  the  next  succeeding  six  months  following 
the  requisition  period.  (Estimates  will  be  made  October  1,  1900, 
for  the  period  from  January  1,  1901,  to  June  30,  1901.) 

# V.  SUBSISTENCE  FUNDS. 

a.  Estimates  of  funds,  when  needed,  will  be  made  and  mailed 
direct  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  on  the  first  day 
of  each  month  for  periods  of  one  month,  but  when  mail  facilities 
do  not  admit  such  .short  period,  the  periods  may  be  made  to 
cover  two  months. 

b.  All  funds  on  hand  in  excess  of  needs  of  stations  for  the 
requisition  period,  will  be  transferred  at  once  to  the  Division 
chief  commissary. 

Owing  to  the  poor  facilities  for  transmitting  funds  in  these 
Islands,  the  following  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  chief 
paymaster : 

The  chief  commissaries  of  the  Departments  of  the  Visayas 
and  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo  will  cause  all  surplus  funds  at  posts 
readily  accessible  to  be  turned  in  to  them  monthly,  and  will  turn 
these  funds,  together  with  .such  surplus  funds  as  they  may  have, 
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over  to  the  chief  paymaster  of  the  department,  getting  from  him 
duplicate  receipts  for  the  amount  as  received  from  the  chief 
paymaster,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  by  name.  These  receipts 
they  will  forward  to  the  office  of  the  chief  commissary  of  the 
Division  with  duplicate  invoices  and  receipts  for  the  amount. 
On  arrival  of  paymaster  at  other  stations  the  commissary  will 
turn  over  to  him  all  surplus  funds  in  his  possession  and  will  receive 
from  him  a New  York  Treasury  check  for  the  amount.  The 
commissary  will  endorse  this  check  to  the  chief  commissary  of 
the  Division,  by  name,  and  mail  it,  with  duplicate  invoices  and 
receipts,  to  his  office. 

c.  Appropriations  of  money  “Subsistence  of  the  Army”  are 
made  by  Congress,  as  a usual  rule  for  twelve  months,  beginning 
July  ist  of  one  year,  and  ending  June  30th  of  the  following 
year,  and  these  periods  are  known  as  “fiscal  years.”  The 
funds  of  each  fiscal  year  are  accounted  for  on  separate  Accounts- 
Current,  and  great  care  must  be  taken  not  to  mix  the  different 
appropriations. 

d.  Commissaries  will,  on  June  30  of  each  year,  invoice  direct  to 
the  Division  chief  commissary  all  funds  on  hand  pertaining  to  the 
fiscal  year  ending  on  that  date  not  needed  to  pay  outstanding 
liabilities  contracted  within  the  fiscal  period. 

This  transfer  will  be  effected  as  follows:  After  ascertaining  the 
exact  sum  necessary  to  pay  outstanding  accounts  it  will  be 
deducted  from  total  sum  on  hand,  and  the  balance  will  be  the 
amount  to  be  invoiced.  The  money  itself  will  be  retained  at  the 
station,  the  commissary  forwarding  an  invoice,  signed  in  dupli- 
cate, covering  amount  transferred  pertaining  to  ended  fiscal  year 
and  a receipt,  signed  in  duplicate,  for  an  equal  amount  pertaining 
to  the  following  fiscal  year,  to  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division, 
who  will  send  to  him  respective  receipts  and  invoices  for  funds 
of  a corresponding  amount  and  fiscal  year,  thus  accomplishing 
a transfer  and  avoiding  the  necessity  for  shipments  of  money  to 
and  from  posts. 

e.  Funds  received  from  sales  will  be  taken  up  on  Ac- 
count-Current, as  of  fiscal  year  in  which  sale  was  made,  not- 
withstanding the  supplies  sold  may  have  been  purchased  in  a past 
fiscal  year. 

Only  United  States  currency,  or  official  checks  on  the  United 
States  Treasury,  Sub-Treasurers  or  Depositories  will  be  received  in 
payment  for  sales,  and  such  checks  will  be  considered  as  currency . 
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VI.  SUBSISTENCE  BUNKS. 

Estimates  for  blank  forms  will  be  made  by  each  Department 
chief  commissary  every  six  months,  beginning  January  i,  1901, 
for  the  next  succeeding  six  months,  following  the  requisition  period. 
(Estimates  will  be  made  October  1, 1900,  for  the  period  from  January 
1,  1901,  to  June  30,  1901.) 

VII.  ISSUES. 

a.  The  attention  of  commissaries  is  particularly  invited  to  Note 
1,  on  Form  No.  40,  and  a rigid  compliance  with  same  will  be 
required.  There  will  be  rendered  to  the  commissary,  before  issues 
are  made,  separate  ration  returns  for  Regulars,  Volunteers,  Maca- 
bebe  Scouts,  Civil  Employes,  Military  Convicts,  Citizen-Military 
Prisoners  (American),  Citizen-Destitutes  (American),  and  each  class 
will  be  entered  in  separate  groups  011  the  Abstract. 

b.  The  fresh  meat  portion  of  the  ration  will  be  issued  to  troops 
in  garrison  not  to  exceed  seven  days  in  ten,  when  it  is  furnished, 
or  if  not  furnished,  when  it  can  be  procured  at  a reasonable  price  in 
vicinity  of  post. 

Canned  roast  beef  is  furnished  for  issue  as  a component  of  the 
ration,  and  will  be  found  a good  substitute  for  fresh  beef  when  same 
cannot  be  procured.  It  is  best  used  in  hashes  and  stews. 

c.  Baking  powder  will  be  issued  for  troops  in  the  field,  when 
necessary  to  enable  them  to  bake  their  own  bread.  Savings  of 
baking  powder  will  not  be  sold  or  bartered.  Hops,  malt  and 
dried  yeast  will  be  supplied  for  garrison  use,  when  practicable. 

d.  Four  ounces,  in  total,  of  the  three  authorized  components, 
rice,  oatmeal  and  dried  fruits,  or  that  amount  of  either  one,  may  be 
issued  to  organizations  desiring  them  in  lieu  of  four  ounces  of 
fresh  beef. 

e.  If  it  be  desired  to  reduce  the  amount  of  beef  issued  and  in 
lieu  thereof  to  issue  the  equal  money  value  in  ham  or  other  sales 
articles,  application  will  be  made  to  the  Division  chief  commissary 
for  authority,  and  issues  may  be  made  to  troops  of  such  items  as  he 
may  authorize,  but  organizations  will  not  be  permitted  to  sell  any 
article  issued  in  lieu  of  a component  of  the  ration. 

f.  When  fresh  vegetables  are  not  instock,  desiccated  vegetables 
will  be  issued  in  lieu  thereof.  Exception  may  be  made  at  stations 
where  fresh  vegetables,  such  as  sweet  potatoes,  can  be  purchased 
at  a cost  not  exceeding  price  of  regular  potato  component.  At  such 
posts  fresh  vegetables  may  be  bought  and  issued  when  the  com- 
manding officer  thereat  desires  it,  a report  of  such  purchases  being 


sent  at  once  through  subsistence  channels  to  the  chief  commissary 
of  the  Division.  The  ration  of  desiccated  vegetables  is  2.4  ounces 
and  it  may  be  issued  in  same  proportions  as  fresh  vegetables;  i.  e ., 
all  desiccated  potatoes,  or  80  per  cent,  desiccated  potatoes  and  20 
per  cent,  desiccated  onions,  or  70  per  cent,  desiccated  potatoes  and 
30  per  cent,  canned  tomatoes.  In  preparing  desiccated  vegetables 
for  the  table’  the}'  should  be  soaked  in  water  until  well  softened 
and  should  then  be  cooked  in  same  water,  care  being  taken  not  to 
use  too  much  water. 

g.  Corned  beef  is  a component  of  the  travel  ration  and  wTill  not 
be  used  in  garrison  except  where  fresh  meat  is  not  supplied  and 
cannot  be  procured  at  a reasonable  price,  and  it  may  then  be  used 
to  vary  the  salt  meat  ration  issued  to  troops,  not  to  exceed  one 
day’s  issue  in  ten. 

h.  Canned  ration  bacon  is  intended  solely  for  issue  to  troops  in 
the  field  where  side  bacon  cannot  be  carried.  Any  remaining  on 
hand  in  good  condition  after  troops  return  to  their  station  will  be 
turned  into  the  commissary,  as  is  done  w7ith  regular  travel  rations. 
No  savings  will  be  allowed  on  tinned  bacon,  except  in  cases  of 
emergency  where  side  bacon  is  not  011  hand  at  a station  and  it 
becomes  necessary  to  issue  the  canned  article,  but  the  price  paid 
for  savings  will  be  the  price  of  side  bacon. 

i.  Separate  ration  returns  will  be  required  covering  issues  to 
Native  Police,  Insurgent  Prisoners,  Filipino  Destitutes,  Civil 
Employes  (native)  and  Spanish  Prisoners,  and  these  will  be  entered 
in  separate  groups  on  a separate  abstract , which  wall  be  accom- 
panied with  a statement  showing  the  money  value  of  the  rations 
of  each  group. 

The  components  of  this  native  ration  are  as  follows:

F'resli  meat,  bacon,  canned  roast  beef,  or  salmon  f lb.

Salt 

Soap 


Vinegar. 


The  meat  component  will  be  issued  in  such  proportions  of  the 
various  items  as  to  insure  a healthy  diet,  and  at  the  same  time 
make  the  issue  as  economic  as  possible.  These  proportions  will 
vary  in  different  localities,  depending  greatly  on  the  price  of 
fresh  meat. 


VIII.  SALKS. 


a.  Stores  will  be  sold  only  to  such  post  exchanges  (canteens), 
instituted  as  contemplated  by  General  Orders,  46,  Headquarters  of 
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the  Army,  series  of  1S95,  provided  the  officer  in  charge  files  with 
the  commissary  from  whom  he  makes  purchases  the  following 
certificate: 

“I  do  hereby  certify  that  all  stores  purchased  from  the  sub- 
sistence department  for  re-sale  in  (such)  exchange  will  be  sold 
only  to  proper  persons  and  at  the  same  price  as  that  at  which 
purchased.” 

No  sales  will  be  made  to  any  “contract”  canteen  or  to  one  con- 
ducted by  unauthorized  persons. 

b.  Sales  will  not  be  made  to  officers,  enlisted  men,  or  civilians 
authorized  to  purchase,  who  live  at  a hotel  or  boarding  house,  or 
who  live  in  a mess  which  is  not  composed  entirely  of  persons 
authorized  to  buy  subsistence  stores. 

c.  Stores  will  not  be  sold  to  civilians  except  those  employed 
with  the  army,  and  those  specially  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  and  then  only  upon  request  approved  by  officer  under  whom 
they  serve. 

Special  authority  has  been  granted  for  sales  to  the  Navy  and 
the  Marine  Corps,  and  to  American  employes  of  the  Civil  Govern- 
ment. 

d.  All  sales  commissaries  will  be  governed  by  A.  R.,  1280-1292, 
and  will  also  see  that  certificates  therein  required  are  furnished 

e.  Stores  purchased  in  any  month  and  not  paid  for,  payment 
may  be  made  in  a subsequent  month  to  any  commissary,  who  will 
take  up  the  amount  on  his  Account-Current  as  “Received  from 

in  payment  for  stores  purchased  from 

at in  the  month  of 

f All  purchases  for  hospitals  under  the  “forty  cents  per  day” 
clause,  will  be  made  from  the  subsistence  department,  provided 
the  articles  desired  or  similar  articles  are  on  hand. 

IX.  CARE  AND  PRESERVATION  OE  SUPPLIES. 

a.  To  enable  the  chief  commissary  of  the  department  to  com- 
ply with  requirements  of  last  clause  of  Paragraph  8,  Subsistence 
Manual,  commissaries  will  promptly  advise  him  of  all  cases  of 
insufficient  or  unsatisfactory  storage  at  post. 

b.  Warehouses  will  be  rigidly  inspected  daily  by  the  responsible 
commissary  officer,  personally,  who  should  see  that  barrels  and 
buckets  are  placed  at  convenient  points  in  storehouse,  and  are 
always  kept  filled  with  water  for  use  in  case  of  fire.  Vinegar  and 
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other  suitable  barrels,  the  contents  of  which  have  been  issued  or 
sold,  should  be  utilized  for  this  purpose. 

c.  Care  should  be  taken  that  storerooms  are  well  ventilated 
throughout. 

d.  Dunnage  should  be  placed  under  all  stores  so  as  to  keep 
them  at  least  three  inches  from  the  floor,  and  sufficient  space 
should  be  left  between  double  rows  to  permit  a free  circulation  of 
air. 

e.  Passage-ways  will  be  provided  between  each  class  of  stores 
when  practicable,  large  enough  to  admit  of  easy  access  to  each 
stack,  and  insure  the  quick  handling  of  supplies.  The  stacks 
should  be  as  low  as  the  room  and  the  quantities  on  hand  will 
allow,  so  as  to  avoid  danger  of  loss  by  breakage  caused  by  piles 
shifting  and  falling. 

f Stores  longest  on  hand  will  be  issued  and  sold  first. 

g.  Fresh  vegetables  and  any  other  articles,  emitting  odors,  will 
be  stored  in  a part  of  the  building  most  remote  from  absorbent 
stores,  such  as  flour,  coffee,  etc. 

h.  Boxes,  barrels,  sacks,  etc.,  will  be  inspected  frequently,  and 
if  there  is  anything  on  the  outside  indicating  in  the  slightest 
manner  that  the  goods  have  spoiled  or  are  spoiling,  the  contents 
will  be  at  once  examined  and  the  damaged  part  removed.  Fresh 
vegetables  must  be  frequently  examined,  being  taken  from  the 
crates  for  this  purpose,  and  those  in  which  decay  has  started 
{separated  from  the  others. 

i.  Damaged  stores  will  be  kept  in  a place  far  enough  away  from 
other  supplies  to  prevent  contamination  of  good  articles,  until 
such  time  as  a board  of  survey  and  inspector  have  acted.  A.  R., 
708,  should  be  complied  with  in  all  cases  where  the  damaged 
stores  are  liable  to  contaminate  others. 

/.  Upon  receipt  of  bacon  at  post,  it  will  be  removed  from  crates 
and  the  pieces  hung  in  a separate  room  or  in  a place  partitioned 
off  from  other  stores,  and  every  two  weeks,  or  more  often  if 
necessary  during  the  rainy  season,  it  will  be  subjected  to  smoke 
from  a smudge  fire,  to  prevent  the  dampness  from  injuring  the 
meat  and  to  keep  off  insects  and  flies.  Racks  for  this  purpose 
can  be  made  from  bamboo  or  other  materials. 

k.  The  monthly  inventory  required  by  A.  R.,  1231,  should  be 
taken  when  practicable  on  the  twenty-fifth  of  every  month,  and 
thus  the  commissary  will  have  ample  time  to  check  and  verify  his 
count  before  mailing  the  report  of  stores  required  sent  on  the 
first  of  the  succeeding  month. 
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X.  GENERAL,  INSTRUCTIONS. 

a.  The  depot  and  sales  commissaries  at  Manila  will  be  under 
the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  Division  chief  commissary. 

b.  A copy  of  order  appointing  or  relieving  an  officer  as  com- 
missary will  be  mailed  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
U.  S.  Army,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  Division,  department  and 
district  chief  commissary  as  soon  as  issued.  An  officer  granted  a 
leave  of  absence  or  relieved  from  duty,  will  comply  with  require- 
ments of  A.  R.,  630,  and  before  he  leaves  these  islands  he  will 
render  to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  accounts  and 
returns  for  all  funds  and  supplies  for  which  he  is  responsible. 

c.  At  stations  where  bakeries  are  not  in  operation,  the  quarter- 
master’s department  should  be  requested  to  furnish  sufficient 
ovens  to  bake  bread  for  the  command,  and  thus  insure  the  savings 
on  the  flour  ration  to  the  troops.  One  of  the  Blodgett  field  ovens 
has  capacity  for  one  regiment  of  troops. 

d.  Blanks,  stores  and  property  at  a station  belong  there,  and 
will  not  be  removed  therefrom  except  when  the  post  is  abandoned. 
I11  case  where  a part  of  the  troops  at  a post  are  sent  to  another 
post  and  are  not  to  be  replaced  by  other  troops,  the  proportion  of 
supplies  (rations  and  sales  stores)  on  hand  should  be  taken  with 
them  whenever  practicable,  and  those  due  them  on  invoices,  the 
supplies  not  yet  received  at  posts,  should  be  forwarded  on  receipt. 

e.  The  regimental  commissary  is  the  accountable  officer  for  all 
subsistence  property  belonging  to  the  regiment,  and  when  he 
turns  any  over  to  a company  for  its  use,  he  will  simply  take  the 
company  commander’s  memorandum  receipt,  thus  obviating  a 
multiplicity  of  returns. 

f.  Commissaries  will  supervise  personally  the  making  and 
rendition  of  all  accounts  and  returns.  The  paper  work  pertaining 
to  the  subsistence  department  is  of  an  extremely  important  nature, 
and  in  the  selection  of  help  great  care  must  be  exercised  to  pro- 
cure those  who  are  mentally  fitted  to  acquire  a knowledge  of  same. 
Any  incompetent  men  detailed  will  be  relieved  and  a detail  of 
competent  men  secured  in  their  places,  and  the  names  of  incom- 
petent civilian  employes  will  be  sent  to  the  Division  chief  com- 
missary, with  full  report,  that  the  men  may  be  discharged. 

g.  Hard  bread  should  be  issued  only  when  necessary,  and 
purchased  as  savings  only  when  needed,  and  savings  will  not  be 
permitted  on  articles  issued  in  lieu  of  regular  components,  or 
parts  of  components  of  the  ration. 
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h.  All  vouchers  and  papers  pertaining  thereto,  forwarded  to 
the  chief  commissary  for  payment,  must  be  in  duplicate  and  com- 
plete in  every  respect. 

/.  vShould  any  stores  supplied  be  unsatisfactory  in  quality  or 
received  in  bad  condition,  the  chief  commissary  will  be  at  once 
advised  by  letter,  giving  in  detail  all  the  facts  in  the  case  and  all 
marks  on  package  containing  same. 

j.  A strict  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Paragraph  103, 
Subsistence  Manual,  is  enjoined  upon  all  post  commissaries,  and 
the  reports  required  thereunder  to  purchasing  commissaries  will  be 
sent  through  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division. 

k.  Post  commissaries,  before  shipping  supplies  to  other  points, 
will  carefully  inspect  them,  opening  original  packages  when  there 
is  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  the  serviceable  condition  of  their  con- 
tents. Unserviceable  articles,  or  those  liable  soon  to  become  so, 
will  not  be  shipped,  and  the  chief  commissary  will  be  immediately 
notified  of  the  amounts  so  found. 

/.  Letters  of  transmittal  will  not  be  used  unless  information  is 
to  be  given  concerning  the  papers  transmitted. 

m.  I11  giving  money  value  of  stores  acted  upon  by  a board  of 
survey,  the  invoice  price  of  the  articles  acted  upon  will  be  given, 
not  the  current  selling  price. 

n.  Whenever  supplies  are  sold  at  auction,  the  proceeds  received 
from  such  sale  will  be  at  once  reported  to  the  department  chief 
commissary. 

o.  Commutation  of  rations  to  men  detailed  on  special  duty 
being  no  longer  authorized  paid  from  public  civil  funds,  the  com- 
missary nearest  to  the  place  where  such  men  are  detailed,  having 
funds  on  hand  available  for  that  purpose,  will  pay  them  from 
regular  subsistence  funds  at  the  authorized  rate  prescribed  by 
Paragraph  1272,  A.  R. 

When  commutation  due  a soldier  covers  part  of  two  fiscal 
years,  that  due  in  one  fiscal  period  will  be  entered  on  a separate 
receipt  roll  from  the  other,  and  both  wfill  be  paid  from  their 
respective  appropriations. 

p.  Army  Regulations,  Subsistence  Manual,  Hand  Book,  circular 
letters  and  notes  on  for  ms  should  be  carefully  studied  and  strictly 
complied  with.  All  notes  on  forms  have  the  same  weight  and 
effect  as  general  orders  and  Army  Regulations.  In  this  connection 
attention  is  especially  invited  to  A.  R.,  1552. 
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q.  It  is  a recognized  principle  of  the  subsistence  department, 
that  it  is  organized  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  for  the  benefit  and  comfort  of  the  troops;  and  chief 
commissaries,  and  all  others  connected  with  the  department,  are 
expected  to  exert  their  best  efforts  in  carrying  out  this  principle.

Arbigoso,  various  and  divers  wounds  and  cuts,  by  reason

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Edwardo  Mamangun,  native,  it  is 
clearly  shown  by  the  testimony  of  several  witnesses  that  the 
accused  was  one  of  a band  of  outlaws  armed  with  rifles  and  bolos, 
that  he  gave  directions  and  appeared  to  be  in  command  of  said 
band  which,  about  midnight,  took  by  force  Francisco  Salaveria 
from  his  home  and  with  threats  and  blows  compelled  him  to  go 
with  them  to  a distant  and  secluded  place,  where,  the  following 
morning,  with  a bolo  in  the  hands  of  a member  of  the  band  their 
prisoner  was  murderously  assaulted,  the  accused  also  aiding  in  the 
fatal  wounding  by  thrusting  a dagger  held  in  his  hand  through 
the  neck  of  his  victim.  Two  witnesses,  who  were  present  at  the 
killing  of  Francisco  Salaveria,  testify  that  they  were  taken  by  the 
band  from  their  work  and  compelled  to  be  present  at  the  time  of 
the  murder  for  the  declared  purpose  of  burying  the  body  of  the 
victim. 

Sworn  in  his  own  behalf,  the  accused  first  denied  and  then 
admitted  that  he  was  present  with  the  band. 

His  admissions  make  conclusive  the  chain  of  evidence  against 
him  and  leave  no  reasonable  doubt  that  more  than  anjT  other 
member  of  the  band  he  was  responsible  for  and  was  an  active 
principal  in  a most  brutal  and  deliberate  murder. 

The  sentence,  which  was  duly  approved  by  the  department 
commander  on  July  30,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  on  the  fifth  (5th)  day  of  October,  A.  D.,  1900,  at  the 
Pueblo  of  Apalit,  Province  of  Pampanga,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Anton  Pisca , native,  the  evidence 
shows  that  the  accused  belonged  to  a band  of  insurgents,  that  he 
with  two  companions  arrested  two  men  with  the  declared  intention, 
at  the  time,  of  taking  them  before  the  chief  of  the  insurgents,  and 
did  actually  take  them  to  his  camp,  when  the  release  of  the  captives 
was  at  once  ordered  and  they  were  permitted  to  go  away  unharmed. 
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The  evidence  adduced  in  support  of  the  second  charge  and  its 
specification  is  the  same  as  recited  above  with  the  additional  fact 
that  one  witness  testifies  that  three  pesos  were  taken  from  him 
and  three  pesos  from  his  companion.  The  comrade  of  the  witness, 
who  was  also  temporarily  deprived  of  his  libert}^  was  not  called  to 
testify.  This  leaves  the  proof  of  the  alleged  robbery  resting  upon 
the  testimony  of  a single  witness.  In  another  aspect  it  may 
reasonably  be  inferred  that  the  taking  of  the  money  might  have 
been  more  an  incident  of  the  arrest  honestly  conceived  as  an  act  of 
war,  than  an  original  intent  to  rob;  and  as  the  accused  offered 
evidence  of  a past  honest  and  industrious  life,  which  was  not  in 
any  way  impeached,  the  reviewing  authority  accepts  the  view  most 
favorable  to  the  accused.  So  considered  the  offenses  alleged,  while 
technically  violating  the  laws  and  usages  of  war,  do  not,  however, 
take  on  a sufficiently  serious  aspect  to  call  for  the  jurisdiction  of  a 
military  commission. 

The  findings  upon  the  first  and  second  charges  and  their  specifi- 
cations are  therefore  disapproved.  The  accused,  Anton  Pisca , 
will  be  detained  as  a prisoner  of  war  until  further  orders  from  these 
headquarters.

Cruz:,  the  finding  upon  the  first  charge  and  its  specification  in 
each  case  is  disapproved,  the  offence  being  “kidnapping”  instead 
of  “abduction.”  The  evidence  is  conclusive  that  these  accused 
were  members  of  a band  of  guerrilla  marauders  which,  armed  with 
rifles,  violently  seized  upon  the  highway  two  natives,  Antonio 
Estrada  and  Angel  Acosta,  while  these  were  engaged  in  peaceful 
and  legitimate  pursuits;  tliat  the  band  tied  and  bound  them  and 
robbed  them  of  their  money,  accusing  them  in  the  meantime  of 
being  “spies  of  the  Americans,”  and  then  took  them  to  the  barrio 
of  Baag  and  tied  them  to  a telegraph'  pole;  that  thereupon  the 
band,  including  these  accused,  arranged  themselves  about  and 
fired  into  their  victims,  a volley,  the  command  for  which  was 
given  by  the  accused  Pablo  de  la  Cruz , and  as  a result  of  which 
Estrada  fell  dead  and  Acosta  received  three  gun  shot  wounds; 
that  the  latter,  though  left  for  dead  by  the  accused  and  his  band 
with  the  body  of  Estrada,  revived  and  reported  the  crime  to  the 
authorities  with  the  result  that  the  dead  body  of  Antonio  Estrada 
was  recovered  at  the  place  where  he  fell. 

These  accused  were  represented  by  counsel;  at  their  trials  they 
called  no  witnesses  and  offered  no  testimony  and  suffered  this 
evidence  of  a deliberate  and  atrocious  murder  to  go  uncontra- 
dicted  and  undisputed,  except  that  the  accused  Roman  Santiago 
through  his  counsel,  made  an  uncorroborated  and  unsupported 
statement  that  he  was  not  present  when  the  crime  was  commit- 
ted, and  had  no  connection  with  its  perpetration. 
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The  evidence  against  these  accused  is  complete  and  convincing, 
being  positive  and  direct  upon  every  step  taken  in  the  commission 
of  the  crimes  charged  against  them  from  the  seizure  of  the  two 
natives  up  to  the  giving  of  the  command  by  the  accused  Pablo  de 
la  Cruz  for  and  the  joining  of  both  of  these  accused  in  the  volley 
which  killed  Estrada  and  seriously  wounded  Acosta , and  leaves 
no  room  for  doubt  of  the  guilt  of  these  accused  of  the  crimes 
with  which  they  are  charged  and  of  which  they  have  been  found 
guilty.

The  identification  of  the  accused  as  the  leader  of  the  band  and 
his  commands  to  it  for  the  seizing  and  taking  away  of  its  victims 
are  established  by  evidence  that  is  absolute,  positive  and  direct. 
Though  represented  by  counsel  he  had  no  witnesses  to  call,  did 
not  desire  to  be  sworn  in  his  own  behalf  and  attempted  no  denial 
of  the  testimony  against  him. 

The  evidence  of  the  murder  by  the  accused  of  the  tour  persons- 
spirited  away  by  him  and  his  band  and  wdiose  dead  bodies  were 
subsequently  found  close  to  the  scene  of  their  forcible  and  illegal 
kidnapping,  is  presumptive  only,  but  considered  with  the  indispu- 
table proof  of  the  death  by  violence  of  the.se  persons  and  of  the 
accused’s  clearly  and  directly  established  connection  with  their 
kidnapping  as  the  leader  of  the  band  who  gave  the  commands 
therefor,  and  with  the  absence  of  all  evidence  to  weaken  or  rebut 
the  presumption  of  guilt  to  which  these  established  facts  give 
rise,  so  cogent  and  convincing  as  to  preclude  a reasonable  doubt 
that  the  accused  is  guilty  in  the  manner  and  form  as  found  by 
the  commission. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  on  July  16,  1900,  by  the 
Commanding  General,  Department  of  Northern  Luzon,  is  con- 
firmed. But  the  accused  having  in  the  meantime  been  found- 
guilty  of  other  acts  of  outlawry  and  crime  and  the  death  sentence 
adjudged  against  him  in  another  case  wherein  he  w7as  found  guilty,, 
among  other  offenses,  of  the  murder  of  one  Antonio  Estrada , having 
been  ordered  to  be  carried  into  effect  at  the  Pueblo  of  Binalonan, 
Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon  P.  I.,  on  the  fifth  (5th)  day  of 
October,  A.  D.  1900,  there  remains  nothing  further  to  be  done 
herein.

I.  It  lias  been  satisfactorily  demonstrated  to  the  medical  depart- 
ment that  nearly  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  sickness  in  this  Army  is 
produced  by  causes  which  may  be  avoided  by  the  observance,  by 
company  and  other  officers  in  command  of  troops,  of  simple  sanit- 
nry  regulations;  the  most  important  of  which  is  the  sterilizing,  bv 
boiling,  of  all  water  that  is  to  be  used  for  drinking,  and  of  clean- 
liness of  camps,  quarters,  kitchens,  and  utensils  that  are  used  in 
cooking. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  officers  in  command  of  troops  will 
give,  directions  that  all  water  for  drinking  purposes  shall  be 
boiled  at  least  twenty  minutes,  and  that  every  precaution  be  taken 
to  prevent  the  use  of  any  that  has  not  been  so  sterilized;  when 
about  to  go  on  a march,  each  man  will  be  required  to  fill  his 
canteen  with  sterilized  water  before  starting;  company  and  detach- 
ment commanders  will  inspect  the  canteens  and  see  that  this  is 
done.  If  there  should  be  an  insufficient  amount  of  sterilized  water 
on  hand  at  the  time  of  starting  on  a march,  coffee  left  over  from  a 
meal  may  be  used  as  a substitute.  Should  the  water  recently 
boiled  be  too  hot  to  handle,  it  can  be  cooled  by  filling  the  canteen, 
and  after  corking,  plunging  it  into  cold  water,  and  allowing  it 
to  remain  immersed  for  a few  minutes. 

Cooks  and  others  employed  in  kitchens  must  be  instructed  to 
thoroughly  cleanse  all  cooking  utensils  and  mess  furniture  with 
boiled  water. 

Commanders  of  military  stations  will  give  their  personal 
attention  to  enforcing  this  order,  and  inspectors  will  report  any 
failure  of  its  observance. 

II.  Commanding  officers  will  observe  strictly  the  requirements 
of  G.  O.,  No.  31,  Headquarters  Department  of  the  Pacific  and 
Eighth  Army  Corps,  November  19,  1898,  an  extract  from  which  is 
republished  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

“Every  enlisted  man  of  the  command  who  has  not  been  suc- 
cessfully vaccinated  within  the  past  six  months,  as  shown  by 
company  records  or  within  personal  knowledge  of  the  officer,  will 
be  vaccinated  at  once  (provided  he  is  in  physical  condition  to 


endure  it),  and  should  the  oj)eration  not  prove  successful  it  will  be 
repeated  at  intervals  of  two  weeks  as  often  as,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  surgeon  in  charge  of  organization,  it  may  be  deemed  necessary 
to  protect  against  smallpox;  but  not  less  than  three  unsuccessful 
vaccinations  from  date  of  this  order  will  be  accepted  as  sufficiently 
protective.0

Commissaries  issuing  to  these  convicts  will  forward  monthly 
abstracts  of  issues, — accompanied  by  a statement  showing  the 
money  value  of  the  rations  issued — through  military  channels,  to 
the  office  of  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division,  where  proper 
vouchers  will  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Military  Governor,  for  reimbursement  to  the  subsistence 
department.

And  the  commission  dees  therefor  sentence  them,  Pedro  Dacoco 
and  Lazar o Daro , natives,  and  each  them,  “ To  be  hung  by  the 
neck  until  they  are  dead , at  such  time  and  place  as  the  reviewing 
authority  may  direct,  two-thirds  of  the  members  concurring 
therein.  ” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Pedro  Dacoco  and  Lazar o Daro,  natives, 
it  appears  in  evidence  that  upon  the  approach  of  a troop  of  U.  S. 
Cavalry  to  the  pueblo  of  Asingan,  the  Presidente  and  others  of  said 
pueblo  fled  for  safety  to  the  barrio  of  Cocalditen;  that  three  days 
later  they  were  surrounded  in  their  place  of  refuge  by  a band  of 
armed  outlaws,  natives,  and  the  Presidente  and  five  other  men  of 
the  refugee  party  were  assaulted  and  driven  forth  with  blows 
inflicted  with  bolos  in  the  hands  of  said  outlaws,  and  that  from  that 
day  until  the  present,  no  one  of  the  assaulted  party  has  since  been 
seen  among  living  men.  One  of  the  refugee  party  testified  that 
upon  the  first  appearance  of  the  outlaws,  he  fled  and  screened 
himself  from  view,  and  that  the  outlaws  afterward  passed  so  close  by 
him  that  he  was  able  to  recognize  the  accused,  who  were  acquaint- 
ances of  his  and  saw  them  strike  Cirapion  Altre  with  bolos  held 
in  their  hands,  and  that  after  falling  to  the  ground  the  body  of  said 
Altre  long  remained  motionless  and  until  the  witness,  through 
fear,  fled  from  the  spot.  Witness  also  heard  men  among  the  outlaw 
band  say  tlie}^  had  “dispatched”  the  other  kidnapped  men. 

Why  these  men  while  hiding  from  the  American  troops  should 
have  been  ruthlessly  murdered  by  their  own  people,  does  not 
appear. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1900,  is  confirmed,  but  is 
commuted  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  life.  As  thus  com- 
muted, the  sentence  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila, 
to  which  place  the  prisoners  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

Note:  The  hire  of  Chinese  or  native  litter  bearers,  and  of  natives  for 
policing  around  quarters  will  be  allowed  only  on  special  authority  and 
after  approval  at  Division  headquarters. 

Regular  transportation  requests  should  be  issued  for  the  travel  of 
native  witnesses  and  of  natives  returning  to  their  homes,  and  should 
be  marked  on  the  face  in  red  ink  “Public  Civil  Funds.” 

The  above  is  intended  as  a guide  for  expenditures,  but  does  not  convey 
any  authority  therefor,  w hich  must  be  obtained  from  the  proper  source.

a large  body  of  armed  men;  that  the  accused  was  seen  and  instantly 
recognized  as  one  of  the  assailants  standing  in  the  rear  of  the 
detachment,  and  from  a distance  variously  estimated  from  twenty- 
five  to  seventy-five  yards,  raise  his  rifle  and  fire  repeatedly  at  and 
in  the  direction  of  the  men  of  said  detachment. 

Before  noon  of  the  same  day  the  accused  had  returned  and  was 
acting  the  part  of  the  peaceful  neighbor  in  Lipa.  The  evidence 
leaves  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  accused  is  one  of  a class  of 
men  who,  while  enjoying  in  their  daily  avocations  the  protection 
of  the  American  soldiers,  waylay  and  fire  upon  them  whenever 
they  fancy  they  have  found  a safe  opportunity. 

To  all  such  the  laws  of  war  authorize  the  penalty  of  death.  The 
accused  by  an  act  of  grace  has  been  saved  this  extreme  penalty.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Manuel  Bautista , Isidoro  R a mires, 
Maximo  Roldan , and  Pedro  Negranza , natives,  who  were  jointly 
tried,  the  evidence  clearty  establishes  that  on  the  night  of  January 
io,  1900,  a band  of  thirty  or  more  outlaws  and  guerrilla  marauders, 
armed  with  rifles  and  bolos,  of  which  the  accused  Maximo  Roldan 
was  the  captain  and  in  whose  criminal  acts  of  that  night  these 
other  accused  took  part  descended  upon  the  town  of  Bangar, 
province  of  la  Union,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  and  forcibly  seized  and  dragged 
from  their  homes  Cipriano  Gavino , Pio  Lopez  and  Antonio  Morales , 
at  the  same  time  robbing  them  and  the  members  of  their  families 
of  money,  clothing  and  other  valuables;  that  shortly  after  the  band 
departed  with  their  prisoners,  shots  were  heard  and  within  twenty- 
four  hours  thereafter  the  dead  bodies  of  Hilario  Aquino , Cipriano 
Gavino , Pio  Lopez  and  Antonio  Morales , were  found  within  a mile 
of  the  town  with  gun  shot  and  knife  wounds  that  must  in  each 
case  have  proven  fatal. 

The  evidence  of  the  murder,  as  charged,  by  these  accused  of 
Cipriano  Gavino , Pio  Lopez  and  Antonio  Morales , though  circums- 
tantial and  presumptive,  is  so  cogent  and  convincing  as  to  preclude 
a reasonable  doubt  of  their  guilt. 

Except  as  to  the  finding  of  the  dead  body  of  Hilario  Aquino , 
in  company  with  the  other  murdered  men  there  is  nothing  in  the 
record  to  connect  these  accused  with  his  death  and  the  finding  of 
the  commission  of  the  first  specification  of  charge  1 is  disapproved. 

The  sentences  which  were  duly  approved  011  August  1,  1900,  by 
the  Department  Commander  are  confirmed  and  will  be  executed, 
in  the  cases  of  Manuel  Bautista , Isidoro  Ramirez  and  Maximo 
Roldan  on  the  twenty  third  (23d)  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1900,  at 
the  Pueblo  of  Bangar,  Province  of  Union,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commanding  general  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon,  and  in  the  case  of  Pedro  Negranza , at  the  Presidio  de 
Manila,  to  which  place  he  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Gregorio  de  Castro , native,  the  finding 
upon  the  first  specification  rests  upon  circumstantial  evidence  of  a 
very  doubtful  nature.  It  appears  that  the  murdered  man  met  his 
death  by  assassination  at  the  hands  of  Marcelo  de  Castro , but  no 
proof  exists  further  than  that  the  assassin  belonged  to  the  band 
commanded  by  the  accused,  that  he  had  guilty  knowledge  of,  or 
was  privy  to,  the  perpetration  of  the  crime.  That  the  court  was 
influenced  in  its  finding  upon  this  specification  by  the  nature  of 
the  commission  under  which  the  accused  was  serving  may  be 
inferred  from  the  following  translation  thereof  appearing  of 
record — 
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“By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  ill  me  by  the 
highest  military  authority  of  the  Province,  I 
appoint  Mr.  Gregorio  de  Castro , a resident  of 
Batangas,  Captain  of  a ‘flying’  company  detailed 
exclusively  to  the  secret  extermination  of  the 
American  Cavalry  and  Infantry.  For  this,  I ask 
Headquarters  and  supplicate  of  all  the  authorities,  both  civil

It  may  with  justice  be  said  that  any  man  who  will  serve  under 
as  piratical  a commission  as  that  held  by  the  accused,  is  deserving 
of  death  at  sight,  not  as  a man  but  as  a monster  in  human  shape. 
His  paltry  defense  of  holding  the  office  of  a secret  assassin  was 
that  it  was  given  in  Spanish  and  that  he  could  not  read  that 
language.  Still  guarded  by  the  enlightened  and  just  laws  of  the 
nation  under  which  he  has  been  tried,  the  accused,  must  be  held 
not  guilty  of  the  first  specification.  Had  he  been  tried  for  a 
violation  of  the  laws  of  war,  for  holding  and  conducting  war 
under  his  commission  of  assassination,  he  would  then  have  had 
prior  notice  of  the  nature  of  the  defense  he  was  called  upon  to 
make,  and,  if  convicted,  the  fairness  and  justness  thereof  would 
not,  as  now,  be  open  to  question.  The  finding  upon  this  specifica- 
tion is  therefore  disapproved. 

The  evidence  in  support  of  the  third  specification  is  direct, 
unshaken  and  conclusive  that  the  accused  and  one  other  man  called 
their  victim  from  his  house  and  for  the  reason — as  they  declared  it — 
that  because  he  had  that  day  been  arrested  by  the  American  forces 
and  released,  he  must  therefore  be  an  American  spy — shot  deceased 
with  a rifle  and  thereby  caused  his  almost  instant  death. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  September  14,  1900,  although  deemed  inadequate,  is 
confirmed  and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to 
which  place  the  prisoner  wall  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Marcelo  de  Castro , native,  the  evidence 
of  the  murder  of  the  Chino  Leung  Sui , in  the  market  of  Batangas 
is  absolute  and  certain.  An  eye-w7itness,  not  more  than  twrenty 
yards  distant  from  the  attack  upon  him,  positively  identified  on 
the  trial  the  accused  as  having  come  up  to  the  murdered  man  and 
then  stabbed  him  with  a dagger,  inflicting  a wound  of  which  he 
died  almost  immediately.  The  motive  for  the  murder  is  clearly 
shown  by  the  evidence. 

The  accused  was  a member  and  “teuiente”  of  one  of  the  bands 
of  guerrilla  marauders  infesting  the  country.  The  murdered  man 
had  been  a prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  insurgents  and  afterwards, 
up  to  the  day  of  his  death,  had,  in  discovering  their  hiding  places 
and  in  identifying  various  ones  of  their  number,  rendered  open 
and  valuable  assistance  to  the  United  States  troops. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  on  the  3d  day  of  August,  1900, 
by  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of  Southern  Luzon,  is 
confirmed  and  wTill  be  executed  at  Batangas,  Province  of  Batangas, 
Luzon,  P.  I.,  on  the  sixteenth  (16th)  day  of  November,  A.  D., 
1900,  by  being  hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  is  dead,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Southern 
Luzon.

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  them,  Mariano  Buen 
and  Roman  Melindez , natives,  and  each  of  them,  “ To  be  confined 
at  hard  labor , at  such  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , 
for  the  period  of  twenty  (20)  years.  ’ ’ 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Mariano  Buen  and  Roman  Melindez 
the  evidence  establishes  that  an  armed  band  of  guerrilla  marauders, 
under  the  leadership  of  one  Benito  Amansec , descended  in  the 
night  time  upon  the  pueblo  of  Pozorrubio,  and,  after  surrounding 
their  houses,  forcibly  dragged  therefrom  Doroteo  Bautista  and 
Augustine  Castillo, together  with  three  other  native  residents,  and, 
after  tying  their  prisoners,  removed  them  a short  distance  where 
four,  including  Doroteo  Bautista  and  Augustine  Castillo,  were  shot 
to  death,  their  dead  bodies  being  recovered  on  the  following 
morning.  Both  of  these  accused  are  positively  identified  by  the 
wife  of  one  of  the  murdered  men  as  two  of  four  men  who  entered 
her  house  and  dragged  therefrom  her  husband,  and  Mariano  Buen 
is  further  identified  as  among  the  band  by  one  of  the  five  natives 
kidnapped  by  it  and  whose  life  was  spared. 

The  unlawful  kidnapping  of  the  murdered  men  by  these  accused 
and  the  departure  of  the  band  with  them  as  prisoners  towards  the 
place  from  which  shots  were  shortly  afterward  heard  and  where 
the  bodies  of  the  murdered  men  were  found  the  next  morning,  are 
established  beyond  a reasonable  doubt.  These  accused  were 
represented  by  counsel  and  offered  no  testimony  to  rebut  their 
positive  identification  as  members  of  the  band,  except  that  one 
witness  attempted  to  establish  an  alibi  for  Roman  Melindez , which 
was  so  vague  and  general  in  its  nature  as  to  be  valueless  against  the 
convincing  evidence  to  which  it  is  opposed.  The  established  facts 
in  this  case  preclude  a reasonable  doubt  of  the  murder  by  these 
accused  of  Doroteo  Bautista  and  Augustine  Castillo , and  of  their 
guilt  in  the  manner  and  form  as  charged. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  August  10,  1900,  are  confirmed  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoners 
will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Sotero 
Magbanua , a native,  “To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  dead , at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , two  thirds 
of  the  members  of  the  commission  concurring  therein . ” 

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Sever o Entialbo  (who  was  jointly  tried 
with  Primo  Tibis , Tomas  Entialbo , Pedro  Entialbo , Francisco 
Estiqueta ) and  Sotero  Magbanua , natives,  it  appears  from  the 
records  that  a number  of  neighbors  had  assembled  in  the 
evening  at  the  house  of  one  Salvador  to  condole  with  him 
on  the  death  by  drowning  of  his  “little  boy.”  That,  at  the 
suggestion  of  Salvador , seven  or  eight  men  left  his  house  and 
accompanied  him  to  the  house  of  Victor  Pere , where,  with 
the  active  assistance  of  these  accused  and  two  others  of  the 
party,  Victor  Pere  and  his  wife  Martina  Pincao , were  taken 
by  force,  their  arms  bound  behind  them,  and,  with  the  threat  that 
“the  last  day”  of  their  “lives  had  come,”  were  conducted  to  the 
Panay  river,  where  the  woman,  first  being  struck  by  one  of  her 
assailants  with  a bolo,  was  thrust  into  the  stream  from  which  her 
dead  body,  with  pinioned  arms  and  bearing  the  bolo  wound,  was 
recovered  a few  days  later.  The  husband  of  the  deceased  witness- 
ing her  murder  and  anticipating  his  own,  sprang  into  the  river  and 
notwithstanding  his  arms  were  tied,  succeeded  in  swimming  to  the 
opposite  shore.  From  his  testimony  supported  by  other  eye-wit- 
nesses, the  facts  attending  the  taking  of  the  life  of  a helpless  and 
unoffending  woman,  and  the  active  part  these  accused  took  therein, 
as  related,  are  proven  beyond  any  reasonable  doubt.  The  witnesses 
all  agree  that  the  motive  for  the  crime  was  a superstitious  belief 
that  the  murdered  woman  was  a witch;  the  plain  inference  being 
that  her  ignorant  assailants  attributed  to  her  the  possession  of 
occult  powers  whereby  she  had,  in  some  mysterious  way,  brought 
to  pass  the  death  of  Salvador’s  child. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander in  the  case  of  Sotero  Magbanua,  on  October  7,  1900,  and 
in  the  case  of  Sever o Entialbo,  on  October  14,  1900,  are 
confirmed,  but  upon  his  recommendation  based  upon  the  exceed- 
ingly low  order  of  intelligence  and,  it  may  be  added,  blind 
superstition  of  these  accused,  the  sentence  in  each  case  is  mitigated 
to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  twenty  (20)  years. 
As  mitigated,  the  sentences  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de 
Manila  to  which  place  the  prisoners  will  be  sent  under  proper 
guard. 
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In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Primo  Tibis , Tomas  Eniialbo , Pedro 
Entialbo  and  Francisco  Estiqueta,  natives  (jointly  tried  with  Sever o 
Eniialbo ) the  sentences  which  were  confirmed  in  each  case  by  the 
Department  Commander  on  the  14th  day  of  October,  1900,  will  be 
duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the 
prisoners  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

The  following  amendments  to  General  Orders,  No.  75,  current 
series,  these  Headquarters,  are  published: 

Paragraph  b,  Section  V.,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

b.  All  funds  on  hand  in  excess  of  needs  of  stations  for  the 
requisition  period,  will  be  transferred  at  once  to  the  Division  chief 
commissary. 

Owing  to  the  poor  facilities  for  transmitting  funds  in  these 
Islands,  the  following  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  chief 
paymaster: 

On  the  arrival  of  a paymaster  at  a station,  the  commissary  will 
turn  over  to  the  paymaster  all  surplus  funds,  in  currency,  in  his 
possession,  getting  from  the  paymaster  duplicate  receipts  for  the 
amount  as  received  from  the  chief  pa}^master  of  the  Division  of 
the  Philippines,  by  name.  These  receipts  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division  with  duplicate  invoices  and 
receipts  for  the  amount. 

Paragraph  b,  Section  VIII.,  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

b.  Sales  to  officers,  enlisted  men,  or  civilians  authorized  to 
purchase,  who  live  at  a hotel  or  boarding  house,  or  who  live  in  a 
mess  which  is  not  composed  entirely  of  persons  authorized  to  buy 
subsistence  stores,  will  only  be  made  in  such  amounts  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  chief  commissary  of  the  Division,  are  just  and 
proper.

Attention  of  all  quartermasters  in  this  Division,  is  called  to  the 
requirements  of  paragraphs  1129  to  1149,  A.  R.,  1895. 

U.  S.  property  and  public  civil  property,  the  latter  including 
public  funds,  will  not  be  entered  on  the  same  bill  of  lading,  and 
care  will  be  taken  to  specify  on  the  face  of  each  bill,  whether  the 
property  is  U.  S.  Government  property,  public  civil  property  or 
private  property  of  officers  changing  station.  The  cost  of  trans- 
portation of  public  civil  property  and  funds,  is  payable  from 
Public  Civil  Funds,  and  authority  is  hereby  given  for  the 
quartermaster’s  department,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  to  settle 
all  such  accounts  on  properly  accomplished  bills  of  lading, 
without  reference  to  this  office.  The  same  authority  for  settlement 
is  also  given  for  bills  for  transportation  of  political  prisoners  and 
civilian  employees  of  the  island  traveling  under  proper  and 
sufficient  orders. 

Quartermasters  and  others  must  take  great  care  to  properly 
accomplish  bills  of  lading,  and  will  inform  carriers  that* the 
original  bill  of  lading  must,  in  all  cases,  be  presented  with  their 
accounts,  as  otherwise  the  settlement  of  the  same  will  be  greatly 
delayed  and  cause  much  annoyance  to  the  quartermaster’s  depart- 
ment as  well  as  themselves.

cases,  commanded  by  the  said  Vicente  Prado , did 
wilfully,  feloniously  and  with  malice  aforethought  kill 
and  murder  two  Americans,  names  unknown,  (supposed 
to  be  Anthony  Gurzinsky , Company  C,  13th  U.  S.

Prado , native,  “ To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  till  dead , at  such  place 
and  time  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , two-thirds  of 
the  members  concurring  therein .” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Vicente  Prado , native,  it  is  clearly 
shown  by  the  testimony  of  many  witnesses  that  the  accused 
established  a camp  in  a strong  position,  difficult  of  access,  in  the 
mountainous  district  near  Rosario  in  Union  Province;  that  he 
intrenched  his  camp  and  erected  buildings  for  the  band  of  armed 
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outlaws  which  he  gathered  about  him;  that  he  was  chief  in 
command  and  had  subordinate  officers  under  him;  that  while  in 
command  of  said  camp  two  Americans  were  brought  as  prisoners 
before  him  and  for  no  assigned  reason  other  than  that  they  were 
“enemies,”  they  were  forthwith  ordered  to  instant  death;  thatabout 
a month  later  two  Igorrotes,  a man  and  a woman,  were  brought 
before  him  charged  with  being  American  spies,  and,  without 
attempt  at  proof  or  form  of  trial,  were  also  ordered  to  be  forthwith 
executed.  In  both  instances,  the  accused,  from  a short  distance 
and  in  plain  view,  witnessed  the  bloody  execution  of  his  orders 
with  bolos  held  in  the  hands  of  members  of  his  outlaw2 * * * * 7  band  upon 
these  unfortunate  and  defenseless  people. 

It  further  appears  that  the  accused  ordered  his  subordinates  to 
proceed  with  armed  detachments  of  his  band  to  attack  and  burn 
the  pueblo  of  San  Jacinto  and  to  arrest,  and,  “If  he  resisted,  kill” 
the  Presidente  of  Rosario,  and  that,  in  pursuance  of  these  orders, 
the  Presidente  of  Rosario  and  his  son  were  killed,  and  103  houses 
in  San  Jacinto  burned. 

That  the  accused  ordered  and  caused  to  be  executed  these  awful 
crimes  of  murder  and  arson,  that  in  the  fancied  security  of  his 
bandit  stronghold  he  had  entered  with  set  purpose  upon  his  self 
appointed  work  of  destroying  the  lives  and  property  of  all  who 
offended  against  his  savage  conception  of  what  they  ought  or 
ought  not  to  do,  and  that  he  had  pursued  this  course  until  he  had 
become  a terror  to  the  inhabitants  of  a large  section  of  country, 
are  proven  beyond  all  reasonable  doubt. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  September  4,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  Pueblo  of  Dagupan,  Province  of  Pangasinan, 
Luzon,  P.  I.,  on  the  thirtieth  (30th)  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1900, 
under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon.

I11  the  foregoing  case  of  Inocencio  Prado,  native,  the  evidence 
unmistakably  shows  that  the  accused  was  a willing,  zealous,  as 
also  the  most  trusted,  subordinate  of  Vicente  Prado,  and,  under 
the  orders  of  that  notorious  outlaw7  chief,  commanded  detachments 
of  his  band  upon  all  the  more  important  enterprises  in  which  said 
band  wras  engaged;  that  when  the  members  of  said  band,  assigned  to 
the  bloody  task  of  killing  two  American  prisoners,  hesitated  to  do 
so,  the  accused  struck  them  with  his  sword  and  with  commands 
and  blow's  urged  them  on  until  they  had  hacked  said  prisoners  to 
death  with  their  bolos;  that  he  led  the  forces  that  burned  San 
Jacinto  and  ruthlessly  executed  the  order  to  kill  the  Presidente 
of  Rosario.  That  the  accused  is  guilty  of  all  these  crimes  in  the 
manner  and  form  as  charged  and  of  conducting  guerrilla  warfare 
in  all  its  wantonly  cruel  aspects,  are  not  only  clearly  proven,  but 
practically  admitted  by  the  accused  in  the  nature  of  the  defense 
upon  which  he  most  relied,  to  w7it:  That  he  but  obeyed  the 
orders  of  his  superior,  Vicente  Prado. 

In  admitting  that  he  w?as  a member  of  Vicente  Prado's  band 
of  outlaws  the  accused  also  admits  his  criminal  responsibility  in 
all  the  felonious  acts  of  the  individual  members  thereof  com- 
mitted wdien  he  was  actually"  present. 

Persons  wdio  unite  with  bands  of  ladrones  or  guerrillas  and 
accompany  them  on  their  armed  forays  become  in  law7  participes 
criminis  in  all  the  felonious  acts  done  by  the  individual  members 
of  the  band  with*  whom  they  are  associated  at  the  time  when  such 
acts  are  committed;  and  if  in  the  pursuit  of  their  felonious  designs 
any  one  of  the  band  takes  a human  life  each  member  thereof  is,  in 
the  eye  of  the  law7,  guilty  of  murder  and  subject  to  the  penalty  of 
death. 
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In  this  and  like  cases  the  fact  clearly  appears  that  it  is  the  cons- 
ciousness of  power  numbers  unlawfully  banded  together  possess, 
which  leads  to  the  great  majority  of  cases  of  robbery  and  murder 
occurring  in  the  Philippine  Islands.  Here,  under  the  prevailing 
conditions,  a numerous  class  of  professional  bandits  have  with 
more  or  less  immunity  from  punishment,  terrorized  the  peaceful 
communities  by  their  acts  of  robbery  and  wanton  destruction  of 
property  and  life.  In  the  opinion  of  the  reviewing  authority  no 
remedy  is  so  well  calculated  to  put  an  end  to  these  intolerable 
practices  as  the  rigid  execution  of  the  laws,  both  of  war  and  of 
peace  which  alike  demand,  in  all  cases  like  that  of  the  accused,  the 
infliction  of  the  death  penalty. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  October  24,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly  executed 
atthe Pueblo  of  Dagupan,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  on 
the  thirtieth  (30th)  day  of  November,  A.  D.,  1900,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Northern  Luzon.

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Benito  Amansec  and  Severo  Parsan, 
natives,  several  eye-witnesses  testified  that  these  accused  were  in 
command  of  an  armed  party  of  outlaws,  which  at  night  time 
entered  Pozorrubio  and  taking  from  their  homes  four  unoffending 
men,  proceeded  at  once  to  kill  them  by  shooting  them  with  rifles 
until  they  were  dead. 

That  these  accused  were  present  and  took  an  active  part  in  this 
causeless  and  inhuman  butchery  of  peaceful  men,  is  proven  beyond 
all  reasonable  doubt.  It  also  appears  that  they  were  members  of 
a band  of  outlaws  commanded  by  Vicente  Prado,  and  that  they 
were  zealous  in  obeying  the  orders  of  that  notorious  outlaw  chief. 

In  the  case  of  Benito  Amansec , this  accused  admitted  before  the 
commission  that  he  was  a member  of  an  armed  band  of  men  com- 
manded by  one  Vicente  Prado,  and  that  the  murdered  men  had 
been  put  to  death  “upon  the  order  of  said  Prado , because  they  had 
denounced  to  the  (American)  garrison  at  Pozorrubio  that  he  was 
in  the  mountains  at  Lapit.” 

In  the  case  of  Severo  Parsan,  so  much  of  the  proceedings  as 
finds  the  accused  guilty  of  “Forcible  Abduction,”  a crime  which, 
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when  made  applicable  to  men,  is  unknown  to  either  Spanish  or 
American  law,  is  disapproved. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander, in  the  case  of  Benito  Amansec , on  September  18,  1900, 
and  in  the  case  of  Severo  Parsan , on  October  6,  1900,  are  confirmed, 
and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Pueblo  of  Pozorrubio,  province 
of  Pangasinan,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  on  the  fourteenth  (14th)  day  of 
December  A.  D.  1900,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding 
general,  Department  of  Northern  Luzon.

Surgeons  of  hospitals  in  the  Philippines  will  be  specially 
expeditious  in  preparing  descriptive  lists  of  sick  volunteers 
destined  for  the  United  States  and  forwarding  them  to  the 
commanding  general,  Department  of  California. 

2d.  Regimental  commanders  will  immediately  forward  to  the 
commanding  general,  Department  of  California,  the  descriptive 
lists  of  all  soldiers  of  their  commands  returned  to  the  United 
States,  either  sick  or  on  furlough,  without  such  lists,  so  that 
the  discharge  and  final  payment  of  all  volunteers  who  are  able 
to  travel  may  be  expedited. 

3d.  After  discharge  and  final  payment  the  descriptive  lists 
will  be  listed  by  regiments  and  filed  at  headquarters,  Department 
of  California,  to  avoid  possible  loss  by  mail,  and  the  regimental 
commanders  of  volunteers  will  apply  to  the  commanding  general 
of  that  Department  immediately  upon  arrival  at  San  Francisco, 
California,  for  the  descriptive  lists  of  men  belonging  to  their 
respective  regiments,  so  that  the  correct  preparation  of  the 
headquarters  and  company  muster  rolls  of  their  regiments  may 
be  ensured,  and  a complete  exposition  of  each  soldier’s  record 
made  thereon  for  future  reference  to  the  War  Department.

were  actuated  chiefly,  if  not  solely,  by  a desire  to  rob  the  unoffend- 
ing but  reputedly  rich  men  whose  lives  they  took  in  each  case  by 
the  savage  and  barbarous  method  of  decapitation.

citizens  who  through  fear  were  fleeing  from  their  presence,  wound- 
ing one  and  killing  Isidro  Organo  outright. 


Having  come  together  for  a felonious  purpose,  each  and  every 
member  of  this  band  who  was  present  is  in  law  responsible  for  the 
acts  of  the  man  who  fired  the  fatal  shot;  and  because  of  the  greater 
power  for  evil  numbers  so  unlawfully  banded  together  possess  and 
by  which  they  encourage  and  incite  each  other  to  commit  their 
felonious  purposes,  they  each  and  all  the  more  richly  deserve  the 
penalty  of  death  which  the  law  imposes.  Beyond  this  joint  respon- 
sibility, however,  the  accused  took  a leading  part  in  this  murder 
and  was  seen  to  aim  and  fire  his  rifle  at  the  fleeing  men. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  the  1 2th  day  of  September,  1900,  is  confirmed  and  will 
be  duly  executed  at  the  Pueblo  of  Urdaneta,  in  the  Province  of 
Pangasinan,  Island  of  Luzon,  on  the  23d  (twenty-third)  day  of 
November,  A.  D.,  1900,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding 
general,  department  of  Northern  Luzon.

All  owners  or  agents  of  such  vessels  are  required 
to  notify  the  depot  quartermaster,  Division  of  the  Philippines, 
as  early  as  possible,  of  their  destination,  and  ascertain  how  much 
space  is  required  for  Government  stores.  They  will  notify  the 
depot  quartermaster  when  vessels  are  ready  to  receive  cargo.  All 
vessels  in  coastwise  trade  will  file  with  the  depot  quartermaster 
schedule  of  rates  for  freight  and  passenger  traffic  to  all  points 
at  which  said  vessels  may  touch,  and,  in  no  case,  will  these  rates 
be  higher  than  the  rates  for  merchants  of  the  city  of  Manila  for 
same  class  of  stores.  In  this  connection  information  will  be  filed 
in  regard  to  the  passenger  traffic  of  the  different  classes  as  to 
whether  or  not  meals  and  cabin  sleeping  accommodations  are 
included  in  price  of  passage. 

All  quartermasters  stationed  at  sea-coast  points  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  prompt  discharge  of  cargo  and  dispatch  of 
Government  transports,  chartered  vessels,  and  merchant  vessels, 
carrying  Government  stores,  and  the  provisions  of  Circular  No.  3, 
current  series,  these  headquarters,  which  requires  that  all  stores 
be  checked  and  receipted  for  at  the  ship’s  side,  will  be  strictly 
complied  with.

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Romano 
Cor  tame,  native,  “ To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  dead,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct,  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  the  commission  concurring  therein .” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Romano  Cortame,  native,  the  accused 
in  his  confession  in  open  court  said,  “It  was  not  my  intention  to 
kill  any  one  but  Atilano,  he  was  the  cause  of  all  my  trouble;  if 
anything  happened  at  the  ice  plant,  whether  I did  it  or  not,  he 
would  always  inform  Senor  Palma  against  me.” 

The  accused  also  confessed  that  because  Balbino  interfered  with 
his  efforts  to  kill  Atilano  he  pursued  and  killed  Balbino,  and 
because  Sehores  Cacho  and  Palma  happened  to  be  in  his  way  on 
the  street  as  he  was  trying  to  escape  he  killed  them  also. 

The  evidence  appearing  of  record  reveals  the  details  of  this 
triple  murder  and  fully  confirms  the  confession  of  the  accused. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  August  25,  1900,  is  confirmed  and  will  be  duly  executed

Zuelacio , natives,  who  were  jointly  tried,  the  evidence  conclusively 
show’s  that  a band  of  outlaws  armed  w’ith  rifles,  talibones  and  bolos, 
forcibly  seized  and  carried  aw'ay  from  their  homes,  on  or  about 
March  2,  1900,  Lorenza  Soriano,  Gelasio  Jacobe,  Arcadio  Jacobe, 
Tasinto  Echavarre  and  Felipe  Bacungan,  that  these  accused  wrere 
members  of  the  band  and  participated  in  its  criminal  acts, 
the  accused,  Catalino  Untalan,  taking  an  active  and  leading  part; 
that  no  trace  has  since  been  had  of  Arcadio  Jacobe,  Tasinto 
Echavarre  or  Felipe  Bacungan,  but  that  the  dead  bodies  of 
Lorenza  Soriano  and  Gelasio  Jacobe,  mutilated  with  wounds  that 
must  in  each  case  have  resulted  in  death,  w7ere  some  three  w’eeks 
later  recovered  in  a wTell  in  the  neighborhood,  the  identification 
being  complete  by  reason  of  the  clothing  and  articles  found  upon 
their  bodies. 

The  evidence  connecting  these  accused  with  the  forcible  and 
criminal  seizing  and  carrying  away  of  Lorenza  Soriano  and  Gelasio 
Jacobe  is  direct  and  positive  and  so  intimately  connects  them  w’ith 
the  murder  of  these  persons  as  to  leave  no  reasonable  doubt  of 
their  guilt  in  the  manner  charged. 

The  sentences  which  wTere  approved  by  the  Department  Com 
mander  on  the  4th  da)’  of  September,  1900,  are  confirmed,  and  in 
the  case  of  Catalino  Untalan,  will  be  executed  at  the  pueblo  of 
Urdaneta,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  on  the  twenty- 
third  (23d)  day  of  November,  A.  D.,  1900,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commanding  general,  department  of  Northern  Luzon. 

In  the  case  of  Feliciano  Cortes,  the  sentence  as  confirmed  is 
mitigated  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  his  natural

life;  and  in  the  cases  of  Juan  Seguig,  Alberto  Marana , Melicio 
Gay  it  on  and  Ambrosio  Zuelacio , the  sentences  as  confirmed  are 
mitigated  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  tirm  of  twenty  (20) 
years,  and  the  sentences,  as  thus  mitigated  will  be  duly  executed 
at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoners  will  be  sent 
under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Felipe  de  la  Pena , native,  no  evidence 
appears  of  record  in  support  of  the  finding  upon  the  second 
specification  of  the  first  charge  which  is  disapproved;  but  it  is 
conclusively  shown,  that,  on  or  about  the  middle  of  June,  a 
band  of  twenty  natives,  more  or  less,  armed  with  lances,  spears 
and  bolos,  entered  the  barrio  of  Calaan  in  the  pueblo  of  Panitan 
and  burned  two  dwellings,  setting  fire  to  one  after  the  frightened 
inmates  had  come  out  and  to  the  other  to  compel  them  to  do  so; 
that  they  then  tied  and  whipped  said  inmates — men,  women  and 
children  alike — and  leaving  them  bound  and  helpless,  departed 
taking  with  them  two  carabaos. 

Three  witnesses  agree  that  the  accused  was  present  and,  as  the 
leader  of  the  band,  gave  the  orders  for  these  acts  of  robbery  and 
arson. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  October  29,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner 
will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  view  of  the  apparent  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of 
officers  and  enlisted  men  of  this  command  as  to  the  requirements 
of  existing  orders  relative  to  their  right  to  refuse  to  submit  to 
surgical  operations  necessary  to  restore  them  to  duty,  the  following 
provisions  of  Circular  No.  11,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  Decem- 
ber 10,  1884,  on  this  subject,  are  published  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned: 

“Except  in  case  of  a capital  operation  involving  the  risk  of 
life,  a soldier  cannot  refuse  to  submit  to  medical  treatment  or 
surgical  operation  without  subjecting  himself  to  trial  by  Court 
Martial  for  wilfully  avoiding  treatment  the  object  of  which  is  to 
enable  him  to  perform  the  duties  for  which  he  enlisted.’’ 

It  has  been  observed  that  both  officers  and  enlisted  men  have 
declined  simple  operations  which  were  necessary  to  produce  a 
condition  of  fitness  for  full  duty,  and  hereafter  a refusal  to  submit 
to  an  operation  pronounced  necessary  by  a medical  officer,  where 
the  same  is  not  a capital  one  involving  danger  of  life,  will  be 
made  the  basis  of  charges  and  trial.

to  an  organized  band  which,  under  the  assumed  style  of  “Guardia 
de  Honor,”  had  for  its  declared  object  the  exercise  of  unlawful 
power,  and,  as  the  murder  of  their  peaceful  and  unoffending  victim 
in  this  case  exemplifies,  if  found  necessary  to  gratify  either  a 
desire  for  revenge  against  any  one  falling  under  their  displeasure 
or  a feeling  of  envy  against  the  rich,  to  resort  to  the  foul  crime  of 
assassination.  The  evidence  reveals  the  orderly  methods  of  the 
band  in  first  issuing  through  its  chief,  Mariano  Castillo,  alias 
Macabat,  the  order  to  kill,  in  the  employment  of  force  through  a 
detail  of  men,  of  which  the  defendant  Rufino  Bacarizas  was  one, 
led  by  the  defendant  Paustino  Pascoa,  to  kidnap  their  selected 
victim,  and  in  the  designation  of  an  executioner  in  the  person  of 
the  defendant  Pioquinto  de  Jesus,  to  deliver  with  a bolo  the  fatal 
blows  whereof  said  victim  did  at  once  die. 

These  inhuman  methods  remove  all  the  participants,  whether 
chief  or  willing  follower  of  the  band,  from  the  pale  of  the  law  and 
place  them  among  that  class  of  cowardly  and  secret  assassins 
which  all  civilized  men  the  world  over  hold  to  be  enemies  of 
mankind.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Leon  Pascnal  and  Paulino  Madarang , 
natives,  it  appears  from  the  testimony  of  many  witnesses  that  an 
armed  band  of  outlaws  entered  the  pueblo  of  Infanta  at  night,  and, 
surrounding  the  house  of  Mamerto  Mirador,  three  of  their 
number  forced  an  entrance,  and  with  bolos  in  their  hands  and  with 
threats  of  death,  assailed  said  Mirador,  who  defending  himself 
repelled  his  assailants;  whereupon  the  band  set  fire  to  the  house 
thus  forcing  their  victim  to  come  out,  when  the  band  rushed  upon 
him,  and,  striking  him  down  with  their  bolos,  took  his  life. 

Leon  Pascual,  one  of  the  accused,  was  recognized  by  the  inmates 
as  one  of  the  three  men  who  entered  the  house  and  assailed 
the  deceased. 

The  evidence  also  clearly  shows  that  Adriano  Mayor  and 
Estevan  Mapa  were,  at  the  same  time,  taken  by  force  by  these 
outlaws  from  their  homes  in  Infanta,  that  they  have  not  since  been 
seen  in  life  and  that  the  remains  of  two  men  were  later  found 
unburied  in  the  forest  and  articles  of  their  clothing  recognized 
with  sufficient  certainty  to  leave  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the  murder 
of  the  men  named  at  the  hands  of  this  band  of  outlaws. 

The  sentence  in  the  case  of  Leon  Pascual,  native,  which  was 
approved  by  the  department  commander  on  the  31st  day  of  October, 
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1900,  is  confirmed,  but  upon  his  recommendation,  is  mitigated  to 
imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life,  and, 
as  thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila, 
to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

I11  the  foregoing  case  of  Mariano  Anton , native,  it  appears  b}' 
the  evidence  that  the  accused  was  the  leader  of  a band  of  about 
thirty  men  armed  with  bolos  and  at  least  one  rifle  which  was 
apparently  more  especially  employed  to  terrify  the  people  they 
intended  to  rob.  The  accused  admitted  that  he  was  “chief  of  the 
bands  in  the  neighborhood,”  that  he  had  been  appointed  as  such 
“by  order  of  General  Diocno ,”  but  denied  all  participation  in  the 
offenses  charged  against  him. 

The  positive  testimony  of  the  owners  that  they  recognized  the 
accused  with  the  baud  when  their  property  was  taken  from  them  by 
force  and  threats  of  violence,  leaves  no  reasonable  doubt  of  his  guilt 
as  found  by  the  military  commission. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Comman- 
der 011  the  1 8th  day  of  October,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be 
duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the 
prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Juan  Corbite,  native,  it  appears  from 
the  testimony  of  three  officers  of  the  army  that  the  accused  had 
been  arrested  at  his  own  home  and  confessed  that  he  was  a 
“teniente”  in  the  insurgent  forces,  but  claimed  he  had  deserted 
said  forces  and  desired  “to  be  a friend  of  the  Americans”  and 
thereupon  had  voluntarily  offered  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  United  States.  This  he  was  not  permitted  to  do  until, 
with  painstaking  care,  the  full  meaning  of  said  oath  and  the 
extreme  penalty  of  death  to  which  its  violation  would  render 
him  liable  had  been  imparted  to  him  in  both  the  Spanish  and 
Tagalog  languages.  A few  days  following  his  subscribing  the 
oath  the  accused,  taking  advantage  of  the  personal  liberty  accorded 
him,  disappeared  and  as  is  conclusively  shown  by  the  testimony 


of  several  natives  thereafter  serving  under  him,  returned  to  his 
company,  and,  in  the  execution  of  his  office  as  “teniente”  in 
the  insurgent  forces,  reengaged  in  active  warfare  against  the 
military  forces  of  the  United  States. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  the  14th  day  of  September,  1900,  is  confirmed,  but  is 
mitigated  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  ten  (10) 
years,  and,  as  thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio 
de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper 
guard .

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In  the  foregoing  case  of  Captain  Tiburcio  de  Jos  Reyes,  of  the 
Pliilippino  Insurgent  Army,  the  accused  pleaded  guilty  to  writing 
the  threatening  letters  set  forth  in  the  3d,  4th  and  5th  specifications, 
but  it  is  not  alleged  nor  is  there  evidence  of  record  going  to 
show  that  they  were  received  by  or  the  contents  made  known  to 
the  parties  to  whom  they  were  addressed.  Letters  are  attached  to 
the  proceedings,  but  they  were  not  identified,  read  in  evidence,  nor 
in  any  manner  referred  to  as  a part  of  the  accepted  record  in  the 
case.  Notwithstanding  this  insufficiency  of  allegation  and  the 
absence  of  the  customary  forms  of  procedure  in  making  these 
threatening  letters  a part  of  the  record,  the  fact  stands  out  with 
unmistakable  clearness  that  the  accused  was  engaged  in  an  effort 
to  deter  native  officials  from  performing  the  duties  of  their  offices 
and  to  break  up  and  bring  to  nought  .such  degree  of  peace,  order 
and  good  government  as  the  United  States  had  succeeded  in 
establishing  in  these  Islands. 

With  the  exception  that  no  evidence  appears  whether  the  armed 
squads  of  men  were  or  were  not  in  the  “uniform  of  the  Pliilippino 
Insurgent,”  the  evidence  also  conclusively  shows  that  the  accused 
exerted  himself  to  recruit  men  for  the  Insurgent  cause  and  to 
organize  armed  resistance  to  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States  in  a district  fully  occupied  by  said  forces  and  where  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  was  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Persons  who  rise  in  arms  against  an  occupying  or  conquering 
army  and  conspire  against  the  authority  established  by  the  same 
within  the  occupied  territory,  are  regarded  by  the  laws  of  war  as 
war-rebels,  and  if  captured  may  suffer  death,  “whether  they  rise 
singly,  in  small  or  large  bands,  and  whether  called  upon  to  do  so 
by  their  own,  but  expelled,  government  or  not.” 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  September  10,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner 
will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Bentura  Barcena , Gabriel  Espenosa  and 
Domingo  Baloyot , natives,  who  were  jointly  tried,  and  Tomas 
Aquino , native,  two  witnesses,  sons  of  the  deceased,  testify  that, 
while  searching  for  a cow  stolen  from  them  by  outlaws,  they  were, 
about  midday  in  the  forest  near  Dasol,  seized  by  several  men  armed 
with  rifles,  among  them  these  accused  whom  they  well  knew  and

recognized,  who  first  tied  their  arms  and  beat  them  until  one  of 
the  captives  disclosed  to  them  the  place  in  his  father’s  house  where 
his  savings  of  money  were  kept.  Taking  this  witness  with  them 
and  leaving  the  other  tied  to  a tree,  the  band,  after  night  fall,  went 
to  the  house  of  the  deceased,  and  taking  him  therefrom  tied  his 
arms  behind  his  back  and  placing  him  beside  his  son,  who  was 
still  likewise  bound,  a part  of  the  band  guarded  them  while  the 
others  secured  the  money — 63  Pesos — and  looted  the  house  of  articles 
of  clothing  and  other  valuables.  While  so  engaged,  members  of 
the  band  made  threats  against  their  captives,  repeatedly  saying 
that  it  was  their  intention  to  kill  them,  and,  being  thus  put  in  great 
bodily  fear,  the  father  and  son  attempted  to  escape  by  running, 
when  all  the  band  joined  in  pursuit,  and,  firing  upon  them,  the 
deceased  fell  fatally  wounded,  and  being  overtaken  by  his  mur- 
derous pursuers,  his  body  was  by  them  beaten  with  crushing  blows 
upon  the  head  and  face  until  life  was  extiuct. 

By  good  fortune  the  son  reached  the  cover  of  the  nearby  forest 
and  lived  to  relate  the  part  these  accused  took  in  the  unlawful  acts 
which  resulted  in  the  taking  of  the  life  of  an  unoffending  man, 
certain  details  of  which,  as  the  robbery,  the  firing  of  the  guns  and 
the  finding  of  the  dead  body,  are  so  confirmed  by  other  witnesses 
who  at  the  time  were  inmates  of  the  house  of  the  deceased,  that  there 
is  left  no  reasonable  doubt  that  these  accused  are  each  and  all 
guilty  of  murder  as  charged. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  the  19th  day  of  October.  1900,  are  confirmed,  and  will 
be  duly  executed  at  the  pueblo  of  Dasol,  in  the  Province  of  Zam-

A.  D.  J900,  under  the  direction  of  the  Commanding  General, 
Department  of  Northern  Luzon.

mutilated  and  decaying  in  death.  It  further  appears  that  the 
accused  was  active  and  cruel  in  taking  captive  these  unoffending 
people,  and  that  no  motive,  other  than  robbery  and  a savage 
delight  in  taking  life,  appears  to  explain  this  act  of  wholesale 
murder. 
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The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  department  commander 
on  September  29,  1900,  is  confirmed  and  will  be  duly  executed  at 
the  Pueblo  of  Binalonan,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon,  P.  I., 
on  the  twenty-first  (21st)  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1900,  under  the 
direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Marcelino  Versosa,  Narciso  Garcia, 
Bentura  Barcena,  Gabriel  Espe?iosa  and  Estarvan  Estrada, 
natives,  who  were  jointly  tried,  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that 
the  deceased  had  been  banished  by  the  Spanish  Government  to  the 
Caroline  Islands,  that  by  permission  of  the  American  authorities 
he  returned  in  February,  1900,  to  his  home  in  Uli  and  was,  at  the 
time  of  his  death,  making  preparations  for  changing  his  place  of 
residence  to  Dasol  which  was  occupied  by  American  troops.  His 
apparent  friendly  relations  with  the  American  authorities  appears 
to  have  given  offence  to  these  accused  who  came  together  at  night 
under  the  active  leadership  of  Marcelino  Versosa,  and  they,  with 
five  or  six  other  men  armed  with  bolos  and  carrying  among  them 
a rifle  and  a pistol,  proceeded  to  surround  the  house  wrhere  the 
deceased  was  staying  for  the  night,  and  threatening  to  burn  the 
house,  compelled  him  by  force  and  fear  to  come  out;  when  the 
deceased,  attempting  to  escape  by  running,  these  accused  followed, 
shot  him  down  and  inflicted  upon  his  prostrate  body  fifteen  or 
more  bolo  wounds  from  which  he  immediately  expired. 

The  leading  part  taken  by  Marcelino  Versosa,  and  the  willing 
and  active  assistance  of  Bentura  Barcena  and  Gabriel  Espenosa, 
in  this  murder,  are  convincingly  set  forth  in  the  evidence. 

The  sentences  in  the  cases  of  Bentura  Barcena,  and  Gabriel 
Espenosa  are  confirmed,  but  as  these  accused  are  under  sentence  of 
death  for  another  murder,  further  action  upon  their  sentences 
herein  is  indefinitely  suspended. 

In  the  case  of  Marcelino  Versosa  and  Estarvan  Estrada, 
testimonials  of  good  conduct  submitted  by  an  officer  of  the  army 
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appear  of  record,  showing  that  both  these  accused  voluntarily 
surrendered  to  the  military  authorities  and  that  the  former  influen- 
ced others  to  surrender  with  their  arms.  These  facts  move  the  final 
reviewing  authority,  in  confirming  their  sentences  which  were 
approved  by  the  Department  Commander  on  October  15,  1900,  to 
mitigate  each  of  the  same  to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  the 
term  of  twenty  (20)  years.  As  thus  mitigated,  the  sentences  will  be 
duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the 
prisoners  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard. 

In  the  case  of  Narciso  Garcia , the  evidence  is  too  weak  and 
inconclusive  to  connect  the  accused  with  this  crime,  and  the  find- 
ings and  sentence  in  the  case  of  this  accused  are  therefore  disap- 
proved.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Marciliano  Vergara,  native,  it  appears 
from  the  evidence  that  upon  the  approach  of  the  American  forces 
to  Mangatarem,  two  Americans  who  were  held  as  prisoners  in  that 
pueblo  were  committed  to  the  care  of  the  accused,  apparently  to  be 
kept  concealed  in  a neighboring  barrio.  It  also  appears  that  a 
semi-military  organization  or  militia  had  been  organized  by 
enrolling  the  “tributantes”  of  the  Cabeza  of  this  barrio,  the  Cabeza 
regarding  them  as  his  soldiers  but  holding  himself  subject  to  the 
military  authorities,  represented  in  this  instance  by  the  accused, 
who  was  styled  “Major”  and  had  authority  to  call  these  enrolled 
men  together.  The  accused  and  his  semi-soldiers  wore  no  uniform, 
continued  in  their  peaceful  occupations  and  came  together  only 
upon  special  call.  In  this  manner  it  is  -evident  that  they  had  no 
special  difficulty  in  concealing  their  identification  as  banded  men; 
but,  it  is  plain  from  the  evidence,  the  accused  found  his  prisoners 
a great  embarrassment,  as  the  near  presence  of  the  American  forces 
threatened  to  make  it  impracticable  for  him  to  successfully  conceal 
them  and  at  the  same  time  keep  concealed  his  own  status  of 
guerrilla.  Hence  his  resolution  to  murder  his  prisoners.  Five  of 
his  followers  agree  in  their  testimouv  that,  in  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  the  accused,  they  came  together  at  an  appointed  place 
and,  with  bolos  in  their  hands,  hacked  to  death  these  two  men,  the 
accused  standing  by  to  witness  the  execution  of  his  orders. 
Covering  the  dead  bodies  with  grass,  the  band  then  dispersed,  each 
man  going  his  own  way. 
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To  this  mass  of  evidence,  which  is  complete  and  convincing,  the 
accused,  beyond  his  bare  word  of  denial,  made  no  defence. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Commander 
on  September  24,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  executed  on  the 
twenty-eighth  (28th)  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1900,  at  the  pueblo 
of  Mangatarem,  Province  of  Pangasinan,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon.

I11  the  foregoing  case  of  Feliciano  Lomabao  and  Simplicio  Obejo , 
natives,  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  an  armed  body  of 
ladrones,  about  thirty  in  number,  entered  the  barrio  of  Namipitan 
at  night,  and,  taking  four  men  and  a woman  by  force  and  violence 
from  their  homes,  disappeared  with  them;  that  after  search  was 
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made  for  the  captives  the  bodies  of  all  but  the  woman  were,  three 
days  later,  found  shockingly  mutilated  and  decaying  in  death.  It 
further  appears  that  these  accused  were  active  and  cruel  in  taking 
captive  these  unoffending  people  and  that  no  motive,  other  than 
robbery  and  a savage  delight  in  taking  life,  appears  to  explain  this 
act  of  wholesale  murder.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Hermogenez  Lorian  and  Tomas  Caliboso , 
natives,  it  appears  from  the  evidence  that  one  Cirapion  Altre , 
Presidente  of  the  pueblo  of  Asingan,  and  a small  party  of  men, 
women  and  children  had,  through  fear  of  the  approach  of 
American  troops,  fled  from  Asingan  to  the  barrio  of  Cocalditen 
and  while  there,  in  hiding  in  a deserted  house,  were  set  upon 
in  the  night  time  by  a band  of  armed  outlaws,  which  had  long 
infested  the  localit}",  that  said  outlaws  seized  the  said  Altre  and 
four  other  men,  bound  them  and  with  blows  and  wounds  of  bolos 
and  threats  of  death  drove  them  forth  and  so  far  fulfilled  their 
threats  that  these  men  have  never  since  been  seen  among  the 
living  and  have  been  dead  to  their  families  and  friends. 
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One  of  the  refugee  party,  who  escaped  oil  the  approach  of  the 
outlaws,  testified  that  from  his  nearby  place  of  concealment  he 
witnessed  these  accused  take  part,  with  bolos  and  daggers  in  their 
hands,  in  striking  to  the  ground  Cirapion  Altre , and  that  they  and 
others  thereafter  inflicted  many  cutting  and  stabbing  wounds  upon 
his  prostrate  body,  which  long  lay  motionless  after  his  murderers 
had  left  him  for  dead,  and  until  with  the  coming  of  morning 
the  witness  fled  in  terror  from  the  place. 

The  testimony  of  this  witness  is  supported  in  part  by  that  of 
other  witnesses  who  were  present  when  the  band  assailed  the 
refugee  party,  recognized  the  accused  among  them,  heard  their 
threats  of  death  and  saw  them  beat,  and  with  bolos  wound,  the 
persons  of  the  men  they  carried  away. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  October  19,  1900,  are  confirmed,  but  in  the  case  of 
Hermogenez  Lorian , tlie  sentence  is  mitigated  to  confinement  at 
hard  labor  for  the  period  of  his  natural  life;  as  mitigated,  his 
sentence  and  that  of  7'omas  Caliboso  will  be  duly  executed  at  the 
Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoners  will  be  sent  under 
proper  guard.

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Francisco  Ygamino , Ricardo  'Ygamino 
and  Miguel  Abellanosa , natives,  who  were  jointly  tried,  the 
evidence  conclusively  showrs  that  a band  of  about  twenty  outlaws, 
armed  with  guns  and  bolos,  did  by  force  and  violence  gain 
entrance  to  the  house  of  one  Feliz  Daelo , as  charged,  rob  the 
inmates  of  money  and  valuables,  and  that  these  accused  were 
there  present  and  participated  in  these  acts  of  burglary  and  robbery; 
and  that,  of  the  accused,  the  said  Miguel  Abellanosa  did  have 
carnal  knowledge  of  one  of  the  women  inmates  of  said  house  with 
brutal  violence  and  against  her  will. 

The  sentences  in  the  cases  of  Francisco  Ygamino  and  Ricardo 
Ygamino , are  being  executed  under  the  orders  of  the  Department 
Commander. 

The  sentence  in  the  case  of  Miguel  Abellanosa , which  was 
approved  by  the  Department  Commander  on  November  6,  1900, 
is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila, 
to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

Under  authority  contained  in  letter  from  Acting  Secretary  of 
War,  dated  Washington,  D.  C.,  September  19,  1900,  a limited 
number  of  eulisted  men  of  this  command  may  be  discharged  from 
the  Army  to  accept  civil  employment  in  the  several  military  and 
civil  offices  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  upon  properly  approved 
applications  to  be  submitted  in  each  case.  Where  applicants  are 
already  performing  clerical,  messenger,  or  other  duties  in  said 
military  or  civil  offices  their  applications  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  certificate  of  the  officers  under  whom  they  may  be  serving  as 
to  their  competency  and  character  and  the  necessity  for  their 
continuance  in  the  performance  of  such  duties. 

It  is  not  the  intention  to  discharge  all  enlisted  men  now  on  duty 
in  the  several  capacities  cited,  but  only  those  whose  employment 
may  be  authorized,  who  are  the  most  competent  and  whose  services 
are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  office  in  which  now  detailed.  No 
enlisted  man  will  be  discharged,  unless  he  agrees  to  serve  two  years 
in  the  office  to  which  he  may  be  attached,  which  agreement,  duly 
signed,  must  accompany  his  application.  Agreement  to  be  in 
following  form: 

“I,  Co.. 

“Infantry,  in  consideration  of  my  discharge  by  way  of  favor 
“from  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby 
“agree  to  accept  appointment  as  (Clerk  or  messenf  er).  as  provided 
“in  G.  O.,  No.  141,  Headquarters  Division  of  the  Philippines, 
“December  13,  1900,  and  do  further  agree  to  serve  in  the 
“Philippine  Islands  in  this  capacity  for  two  years  unless  sooner 
“discharged  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government,  by  reason 
“of  illness  or  by  way  of  favor  in  cases  where  such  action  is 
“shown  by  satisfactory  evidence  to  be  of  material  interest  to 
“the  applicant. 

(Signed) ” 
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Those  who  may  be  given  employment  under  this  order  will, 
when  finally  discharged  from  such  employment,  receive  free  trans- 
portation, without  subsistence,  to  the  United  States,  upon  available 
transports,  unless  discharged  for  misconduct,  which  shall  include 
any  violation  of  the  agreement  above  set  forth. 

Properly  indorsed  and  certified  applications,  accompanied  by 
agreement,  should  be  submitted  at  once,  with  a view  to  the  discharge 
of  this  class  of  men  by  way  of  favor,  to  date  January  i,  1901. 

The  salaries  of  men  so  discharged  and  employed  as  clerks  in 
military  departments  will  be  $1200,  gold,  and  of  messengers  so 
employed  $720,  gold,  per  annum,  except  in  special  cases  where 
the  salary  is  specified  in  the  order  of  discharge;  provided,  that 
enlisted  men  discharged  and  w7ho  may  be  employed  under  the 
insular  civil  service  acts  will  receive  the  salaries  provided  by  law.

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  them,  Eliseo 
Adult  a,  Pedro  Mercadejos,  Fans  to  Avellado , Jose  Ropa , and 
Miguel  Cantal , native  Filipinos,  and  each  of  them,  “ To  be  hung 
by  the  neck  until  dead , at  such  time  and  place  as  the  reviewing 
authority  may  direct , two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
concurring  in  this  sentence." 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Eliseo  Adulta , Pedro  Mercadejos , 
Faust o Avellado,  Jose  Ropa  and  Miguel  Cantal \ natives,  who  were 
jointly  tried,  it  appears  from  the  record  that  a band  of  outlaws 
entered  the  pueblo  of  Unisan,  and,  with  bolos,  proceeded  to  murder 
Gabriel  Castillo , the  father-in-law,  and  Feliciano  Maxino,  a 
nephew  of  Antonio  Maxino , and  to  kidnap  his  family  consisting 
of  his  wife,  daughter  of  fourteen  years  and  three  sons,  one  aged 
eleven,  and  one  four  years  and  an  infant  aged  five  months;  that 
they  robbed  bis  house  of  all  the  money  and  valuables  they  could 
find;  that  a few  days  later  in  a secluded  spot  in  the  forest  the 
mother  and  helpless  children  were  murdered  with  clubs  with  which 
the  accused  and  other  members  of  the  band  beat  out  their  brains; 
that  the  mother  was  then  buried  in  a shallow  trench  and  the  bodies 
of  the  children  were  folded  up  and  forced  into  two  other  small, 
shallow  holes,  and  all  loosely  covered  with  earth,  wood  and  leaves. 

It  is  clearly  revealed  by  the  evidence  that  while  Antonio  Maxino 
was  absent,  a prisoner  in  the  hands  of  the  American  troops,  and  his 
home  as  a consequence  left  without  his  protection,  this  band  of 
assassins  practically  exterminated  his  family,  not  sparing  the 
unoffending  wife,  innocent  maid  nor  helpless  infant. 
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All  the  accused,  save  Eliseo  Adult  a,  admit  their  participation  in 
this  crime,  but  claim  either  that  they  did  not  deliver  any  fatal 
blows  upon  their  victims  or  were  present  with  the  band  from 
compulsion.  But  the  evidence  of  many  witnesses  proves  beyond  a 
reasonable  doubt  that  they  were  willing  and  principal  actors  in 
these  murders  and  all  agree  that,  of  the  accused,  Eliseo  Adulta 
planned  and  was  present  and  directed  the  horrible  details  of  their 
execution. 

In  the  cases  of  Pedro  Mercadejos  and  Miguel  Cantal , death 
intervened  on  the  21st  day  of  November,  1900. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  November  5,  1900,  are  confirmed,  and,  in  the  cases  of 
Eliseo  Adulta , Fausto  Avellado  and  Jose  Ropa,  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  pueblo  of  Tayabas,  Province  of  Tavabas,  Luzon, 
P.  I.,  on  the  twenty-eighth  (28th)  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1900, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of 
Southern  Luzon.

Before  a military  commission  which  convened  at  Iba,  Province 
of  Zambales,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  pursuant  to  paragraph  4,  Special 
Orders,  No.  143,  Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon, 
September  23, 1900,  and  of  which  Captain  Harry  A.  Leonhaeuser , 
25th  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  president,  and  2d  Lieutenant  Harol  I). 
Coburn,  25th  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  judge  advocate,  was  arraigned 
and  tried: 


Francisco  Frani  (alias  Quicoy  Frani),  native. 

Charge. — “Murder.” 

Specification  /. — “In  that  Francisco  Frani  (alias  Quicoy  Frani), 
a native  and  leader  of  an  armed  band  of  natives,  did 
wilfully,  feloniously  and  with  malice  aforethought  kill 
and  murder  Sotero  Mari , Andrea  Mari  (a  woman), 
and  Ramon  Misola,  by  stabbing  them  with  bolos  held 
in  the  hands  of  a member  or  members  of  said  band, 
inflicting  wounds  therewith  whereof  the  said  Sotero 
Mari,  Andrea  Mari  and  Ramon  Misola  then  and  there 
died.”

— “In  that  Francisco  Frani  (alias  Quicoy  Frani), 
a native  and  leader  of  a band  of  natives,  did  wilfully 
and  feloniously  and  with  malice  aforethought  kill  and 
murder  Augustin  Medina , a native,  and  one  Padel,  a 
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Spaniard,  by  slabbing  them  with  bolos  held  in  the  hands 
of  members  of  said  band,  inflicting  wounds  therewith, 
whereof  the  said  Medina  and  Badel  then  and  there 
died.”

I 'rani  (alias  Ouicoy  Frani),  “To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  is 
dead , at  such  time  and  place  as  the  revieiving  authority  may  direct , 
tzvo-t hirds  of  the  members  of  the  comniission  concurring  therein." 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Francisco  Frani  (alias  Quicoy  Frafii ), 
native,  many  witnesses  testify  that  the  accused  gave  the  order  to 
kill  two  peaceful  men,  and,  in  pursuance  of  his  said  order,  these 
men  were  killed  and  buried.  Before  the  commission  trying  him, 
the  accused  admitted  that  he  did  cause  the  death  of  these  men  and 
among  other  things  said: 

“The  killing  of  the  two  prisoners,  Medina  and  Badel,  was  done 
pursuant  to  a General  Order  from  General  San  Miguel.  This 
order  was  to  the  effect  that  those  prisoners  who  had  committed 
acts  against  the  Filipino  Republic  should  be  killed.  * * * * * 
I was  simply  carrying  out  the  orders  of  my  superior  officer, 
General  San  Miguel . I had  no  discretion  whatever.  If  I had  not 
carried  out  these  orders  I should  have  been  killed  ni37self. ” 

The  accused  could  not,  however,  produce  written  orders  from  his 
superiors  to  do  this  murder,  nor  was  he  able,  although  he  made  the 
attempt,  to  support  his  statements  by  the  testimony  of  others. 
Whether  or  not  the  accused  murdered  these  men  in  obedience  to

orders  from  liis  superior  or  upon  liis  own  unprompted  will  is  not, 
however,  material.  It  is  a principle  of  law,  long  recognized  by  all 
civilized  and  peace  loving  people,  that  no  man  shall  deliberately 
kill  another  who  is  a prisoner,  as  were  the  deceased  at  the  time 
they  were  murdered,  unless  such  killing  be  done  under  an  “imper- 
ative duty  prescribed  by  law,”  such  as  the  execution  of  one  found 
guilty  of  a capital  crime  by  a court  of  competent  criminal  juris- 
diction and  sentenced  to  suffer  death  by  execution.  In  this  instance 
the  deceased,  who  appear  to  have  been  peace  abiding  men,  were 
first  unlawfully  deprived  of  their  liberty,  and  without  the  sanction 
of  either  the  laws  of  war  or  of  peace,  and  while  bound  and 
helpless,  were  deliberately  put  to  death. 

The  defence  of  the  accused  that,  unless  he  had  killed  these  men, 
his  superiors  in  authority  over  him  would  have  taken  his  life,  is, 
in  the  first  place,  not  borne  out  by  the  evidence,  and,  in  the  second 
place,  is  not  good  in  law  which  does  not  suffer  that  one  man, 
through  fear  of  a remote  danger  to  his  own  life,  shall  obey  the 
unlawful  commands  of  another  to  kill  peaceful  and  law  abiding 
men. 

The  sentence  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  November  26,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  pueblo  of  Dasol,  Province  of  Zarnbales,  Luzon,

under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of 
Northern  Luzon.

The  following  rules  for  the  government  of  prisoners  en  route  to 
the  United  States  on  transports,  are  published  for  the  guidance  of 
all  concerned: 


By  Command  of  Major  General  MacArthur:

Brigadier  General,  U.  S.  Volunteers, 
Chief  of  Staff. 


The  Guard:  The  guard  will  consist  of  one  commissioned, 
three  non-commisioned  officers,  and  such  privates  as  may  be 
deemed  necessary. 

Enlisted  men  whose  physical  condition  is  such  that  they  cannot 
perform  regular  duty  will  not  be  assigned  to  transport  guard  duty. 

The  guard  will  report  on  board  the  transport  forty-eight  hours 
in  advance  of  sailing  hour. 

While  prisoners  are  on  board  a transport,  no  member  of  the 
guard  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  ship. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard:  The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  be 
in  command  of  the  guard  and  responsible  for  its  discipline  and 
behavior.  He  will  have  charge  of  all  prisoners  on  board. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  report  on  board  the  transport  at 
least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  hour  set  for  sailing.  He  will 
verify  his  guard,  assign  them  to  quarters  adjacent  to  the  prison 
room,  and  give  such  instructions  as  may  be  necessary  relating  to 
barrack  discipline  while  en  route. 
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He  will  divide  the  guard  into  three  permanent  reliefs,  and  assign 
a non-commissioned  officer  to  each. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard,  the  transport  quartermaster  and  one 
of  the  ship’s  officers  will  make  a thorough  inspection  of  the  prison 
space,  noting  all  side  ports,  ventilators,  bulkhead  doors,  gangways, 
cargo  ports  and  other  possible  means  of  exit. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  satisfy  himself  as  to  the  security  of 
the  prison  room.  Should  he  not  be  satisfied,  he  will  notify  the 
transport  quartermaster  of  the  changes  he  desires.  If  these  are 
within  the  resources  of  the  ship,  they  will  be  made.  If  not,  the 
Officer  of  the  Guard  will  report  the  matter  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Division  at  once. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  be  accompanied  bv  the  non-com- 
missioned officers  during  his  inspection  of  the  prison  room.  Each 
non-commissioned  officer  will  instruct  his  relief  as  to  the  prison 
room  conditions,  seeing  that  the  location  of  doors  or  other  possible 
means  of  exit  are  understood  by  all  members  of  the  guard. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  inform  himself  as  to  the  hour  of 
arrival  of  the  prisoners  from  Bilibid,  and  will  be  on  board  to  receive 
them.  He  will  verify  each  man  from  the  description  list  and  other 
records,  and  will  receipt  to  the  prison  officer  for  the  prisoners  and 
property  turned  over. 

The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  familiarize  himself  with  the  personal 
appearance  of  the  prisoners,  and  see  that  the  members  of  the  guard 
do  likewise.  For  this  purpose,  roll  calls  and  inspections  will  be 
frequently  made. 

Prison  Space:  Hatch  No.  i,  upper  and  lower  troop  decks,  will 
be  used  as  a prison,  the  upper  troop  deck  space  being  used  as  a day 
room  and  eating  room,  the  lower  troop  deck  as  a dormitory. 

Except  when  taken  on  deck  for  exercise,  prisoners  will  be 
confined  to  this  space  while  at  sea. 

While  in  this  port  before  sailing,  in  port  of  call,  or  San  Francisco 
harbor  prior  to  debarkation,  prisoners  will  be  confined  to  the 
lower  troop  deck  space. 

Government  of  Prisoners  en  Route:  The  Officer  of  the 
Guard  will  prescribe  the  hours  of  duty  for  reliefs,  posts  of  sentinels, 
hours  of  inspection  of  prison  room  and  meal  hours,  and  give  the 
necessary  instructions  to  insure  a thorough  understanding  of 
their  duties  by  the  members  of  the  guard. 

It  is  not  practicable  to  lay  down  in  advance  exact  rules  tor  these 
details.  While  at  sea,  such  freedom  from  restraint  as  is  necessary 
to  health  and  a fair  degree  of  comfort  may  be  allowed.  While  in 
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port,  such  severity  of  confinement  as  is  necessary  to  prevent  any 
escapes  will  be  imposed. 

After  going  to  sea,  the  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  have  a careful 
inspection  made  of  the  prison  room,  bunks,  prisoners’  bundles, 
etc.,  etc.,  with  a view  to  discovering  any  unauthorized  articles  or 
clothing  not  marked  “P.” 

Exercise:  While  at  sea,  prisoners  will  be  taken  on  deck  for 
two  hours  each  day,  under  such  rules  as  the  Officer  of  the  Guard 
may  prescribe.  That  portion  of  the  deck  used  for  prisoners  wall 
be  roped  off,  and  prisoners  will  not  be  allowed  to  associate  with 
other  passengers. 

Meaes:  At  sea,  meals  will  be  served  on  the  upper  troop  deck; 
in  port,  meals  will  be  served  on  the  lower  troop  deck.  The 
services  of  short  term  prisoners  will  be  utilized  in  serving  meals. 
Knives,  forks  and  spoons  will  be  counted  before  and  after  meals. 

Sick  Caee:  Sick  call  for  prisoners  will  be  held  on  upper  troop 
deck  prison  space;  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  all  sick  prisoners  will 
be  treated  in  the  prison  space. 

Lavatories:  Where  there  is  no  lavatory  connected  with  the 
prison  space,  the  nearest  one  will  be  set  aside  for  the  use  of  the 
guard  and  prisoners,  and  no  other  person  wall  be  allowed  to  enter  it. 

While  in  port,  lavatories  unconnected  with  the  prison  space  will 
not  be  used.  Closed  stools,  buckets  or  improvised  earth  closets 
wall  be  provided  on  the  low^er  troop  deck.  These  will  be  removed, 
emptied  and  cleaned  as  may  be  necessary  by  squads  of  prisoners 
under  guard. 

Irons:  A sufficient  number  of  leg  irons  and  handcuffs  wall 
be  provided  for  each  transport  carrying  prisoners.  When  necessary, 
in  the  judgment  of  the  Officer  of  the  Guard,  prisoners  will  be  ironed 
two  by  two,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure 
safety. 

Reports:  The  Officer  of  the  Guard  will  report  in  wrriting  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Division  immediately  on  the  completion 
of  the  voyage,  giving  the  details  of  the  trip  and  such  suggestions 
for  prison  rules  as  may  seem  to  him  desirable.

I.  Pursuant  to  War  Department  telegraphic  instructions  of  the 
1 1 th  instant,  the  movements  of  the  volunteers  from  these  islands  to 
the  United  States  for  muster  out  will  begin  about  January  1,  1901. 
The  regiments  will  be  returned,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  in  the 
order  of  date  of  arrival  in  the  Philippines,  and  will  be  replaced, 
as  indicated  in  the  instructions  referred  to,  by  regular  troops  to  be 
sent  from  the  United  States. 

The  details  of  the  movements  will  be  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  department  commanders,  who  will  assemble  the 
regiments  at  Manila,  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  directed  from  these 
headquarters,  in  time  to  complete  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
departure,  on  dates  to  be  hereafter  designated.  The  names  of 
medical  officers  of  the  regular  service,  and  of  line  officers  belonging 
to  regular  organizations  serving  in  this  Division,  holding  com- 
missions in  volunteer  regiments,  will  be  reported  by  department 
commanders  to  this  office  prior  to  the  departure  of  their  regiments, 
with  a view  to  their  retention  in  these  islands,  assignment  to  duty 
in  this  Division  and  ultimate  discharge  from  volunteer  service. 

Regimental  commanders  will  submit  to  these  headquarters,  on 
day  of  departure,  the  report  required  by  Circular  No.  35,  Head- 
quarters Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  June 
9, 1S99. 

The  attention  of  department  commanders  is  invited  to  the 
provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  31,  Headquarters  Department  of 
the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  May  26,  1899,  which  will 
remain  in  force,  except  that  officers  on  special  duty  will  be 
relieved  only  on  authority  in  each  case  from  these  headquarters, 
and  the  paragraph  of  said  order  relating  to  the  transfer  of 
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Krag-Jorgensen  rifles  is  modified  so  as  to  require  all  arms,  ammun- 
ition, equipment,  and  ordnance  stores,  to  be  transferred  to  the 
chief  ordnance  officer  of  the  Division,  except  ioo  rifles,  or  carbines, 
ioo  cartridge  belts  and  5000  rounds  of  ammunition  per  regiment, 
and  one  haversack,  meat  can,  tin  cup,  knife,  fork  and  spoon,  for 
each  enlisted  man.  All  public  animals  and  means  of  transportation 
will  be  redistributed  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  depart- 
ment in  which  the  regiment  may  be  serving  at  time  of  relief,  to 
the  remaining  organizations  of  his  command  so  as  to  best  subserve 
the  interests  and  requirements  of  all  concerned. 

Signal  property  will  be  disposed  of  as  provided  by  General 
Orders,  No.  107,  current  series,  these  headquarters. 

All  unserviceable  property  will  be  disposed  of  before  the  depart- 
ure of  the  regiment,  as  provided  for  by  Army  Regulations  and 
existing  orders,  and  only  such  as  is  serviceable,  or  can  be  made  so 
by  repair,  will  be  turned  in  to  the  Staff  Depots. 

II.  Under  telegraphic  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
October  18,  1900,  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  volunteers,  whose 
service  has  been  honest  and  faithful,  who  desire  to  leave  the 
service  to  enter  business  and  cast  their  fortunes  with  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  will  be  allowed  to  do  so,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  of 
their  honesty  of  purpose,  to  be  submitted  with  the  applications. 
Officers  who  desire  to  take  advantage  of  this  permission  should  at 
once  submit  their  resignations  through  channels  to  these  head- 
quarters, to  be  cabled  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 
Enlisted  men  should  submit  applications  for  discharge  through 
channels  to  their  department  commanders,  who,  when  satisfied 
with  the  evidence,  will  issue  the  necessary  orders  for  discharge 
by  company  or  other  immediate  commanders,  the  orders  to  cite  as 
reason  for  discharge,  “Services  being  no  longer  required”  and 
reference  made  to  this  order.  Enlisted  men  will  not  be  discharged 
under  this  order  until  notification  has  been  sent  to  the  depart- 
ment commander  from  these  headquarters  designating  the  organ- 
ization to  which  they  belong  for  return  to  the  United  States. 

Whenever  an  enlisted  man  is  discharged  away  from  his  company, 
notification  wall  be  at  once  sent  to  his  company  commander,  to 
whom  wTill  be  sent  the  descriptive  list  complete  in  every  particular, 
as  required  by  notes  thereon  and  A.  R.  149. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  requirements  of  General  Orders, 
No.  130,  current  series,  Headquarters  of  the  Army,  requiring 
physical  examination  previous  to  discharge  of  officers  and  enlisted 
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men.  In  all  cases  the  physical  examination  paper,  when  complet- 
ed, will  be  forwarded  by  the  commanding  officer  making  the 
discharge,  through  department  headquarters,  to  this  office  for 
transmission  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

III.  Enlisted  natives  will  be  discharged  under  the  direction  of 
the  department  commander  when  the  organization  to  which  they 
belong  is  ordered  to  the  United  States  for  muster  out  of  the 
service. 

IV.  Regimental  medical  officers  of  the  volunteers,  who  may 
desire  to  accept  positions  as  Contract  Surgeons,  for  future  service 
in  the  Philippines,  will  at  once  submit  their  applications  to  this 
office,  with  a view  to  their  discharge  prior  to  the  departure  of 
their  respective  regiments. 

V.  The  attention  of  regimental  commanders  is  called  to  the 
requirements  cf  Circular  No.  26,  current  series,  these  headquarters, 
requiring  a succinct  history  of  regiments  to  be  prepared  while  en 
route  to  the  United  States. 

VI.  — Pursuant  to  War  Department  telegraphic  instructions  of 
the  17th  instant,  volunteer  officers  on  special  duty  under  authority 
from  these  headquarters,  who  desire  to  so  remain  after  the 
departure  of  their  regiments  with  a view  to  muster  out  not  later 
than  June  30,  1901,  may  be  retained.  Department  commanders 
will  ascertain  at  once  the  intentions  of  all  volunteer  officers  so 
detailed  and  serving  within  their  respective  commands,  and  also 
ascertain  the  names  of  volunteer  officers  not  so  detailed  who  are 
willing  to  remain  under  this  authority,  and  promptly  furnish 
these  headquarters  with  information  as  follows: 

(a)  Name,  rank  and  regiment  of  volunteer  officers  now  on 

special  duty  who  desire  to  remain  under  this  authority, 
with  notation  as  to  duty  each  is  performing. 

(b)  Name,  rank  and  regiment  of  volunteer  officers  now  on 

special  duty  who  do  not  desire  to  remain  under  this 
authority,  with  notation  as  to  duty  each  is  performing. 

(c)  Name,  rank  and  regiment  of  volunteer  officers  not  on  special 

duty  who  are  willing  to  remain. 

(d)  Recommendations  of  those  of  (c)  for  detail  instead  of  those 

of  (b). 

The  Provost  Marshal  General  and  the  Military  Secretary  will 
furnish  the  information  called  for  in  respect  of  volunteer  officers  on 
duty  in  Manila  or  elsewhere  under  their  respective  control  and  not 
included  in  reports  of  department  commanders. 
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The  chief  surgeon  of  the  Division  will  provide  ample  medical 
supplies  and  attendance,  the  quartermaster’s  department  will 
furnish  the  necessary  transportation  and  the  subsistence  depart- 
ment the  necessary  subsistence,  to  carry  out  all  requirements  of 
this  order.

Before  a military  commission  which  convened  at  Gerona,  Prov- 
ince of  Tarlac,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  pursuant  to  paragraph  3,  Special 
Orders,  No.  193,  Headquarters  Department  of  Northern  Luzon, 
November  9,  1900,  and  of  which  Major  Henry  C.  Ward , 12th  U.  S. 
Infantry,  was  president,  and  1st  Lieutenant  George  H.  Shields,  j r., 
12th  U.  S.  Infantry,  was  judge  advocate,  were  arraigned  and  tried: 

Doroteo  Noul , Ciriaso  Francisco , Hilario  Francisco , Hilario 
Cariaga , Marcos  Millo,  Juan  Ramen , Basilio  Sapin,  Fernando 
Mellado , Cornileo  Sales , Manuel  Par  ay , Mariano  Taboctaboc , 
Feliciano  Domingo , Lucas  Obligado  and  Felipe  Guimba, 
natives. 

Charge. — “Raiding,  in  violation  of  the  laws  and  usages  of  war.” 

— “In  that  Doroteo  Noul , Ciriaso  Francisco , Hilario 
Francisco , Hilario  Cariaga , Marcos  Millo,  Juan  Ramen, 
Basilio  Sapin,  Fernando  Mellado,  Cornileo  Sales,  Manuel

portion  of  any  organized  hostile  army,  and  without 
sharing  continuously  in  the  insurrection,  but  living 
habitually  at  their  homes,  following  peaceful  avocations 
without  the  character  or  appearance  of  soldiers,  did 
constitute  themselves  a baud  of  armed  prowlers,  armed 
with  bolos,  and  did  tear  up  the  railroad  track,  a public 
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highway  over  which  United  States  troops,  supplies  and 
mails  are  and  were  habitually  transported,  and  did  cut 
the  telegraph  wires  in  habitual  use  by  the  United  States 
Militar}’  Authorities  for  the  transaction  of  public 
business.  ” 

“This  in  the  night  time,  on  or  about  October  14,  1900, 
at  or  near  the  barrio  of  Caburag,  between  or  near  the 
134th  and  135th  kilometer  posts  on  the  Manila  and 
JDagupan  Railway,  Island  of  Luzon,  Philippine  Islands.”

and  every  one  of  them,  “ To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  dead , at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , tzvo- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  commission  concurring . 5 ’ 

In  the  foregoing  cases  of  Doroteo  Noul , Ciriaso  Francisco , 
Hilario  Francisco , Hilario  Cariaga , Marcos  Millo , Juan  Ramen , 
Basilio  Sapin , Fernando  Mellado , Cornileo  Sales , Manuel  Paray , 
Mariano  Taboctaboc , Feliciano  Domingo , Lucas  Obligado  and 
Felipe  Guimba , natives,  who  were  jointly  tried,  they  all  pleaded 
guilty  of  participation  with  a band  of  armed  prowlers — twenty  more 
or  less — which  tore  up  the  railroad  track  and  cut  the  telegraph  line 
in  the  manner  alleged.  Through  their  leader  and  spokesman 
they  “asked  for  the  mercy  of  the  Commission  as  what  they  had 
done  did  not  originate  with  them,  but  that  they  simply  carried  out 
orders.” 

From  the  evidence  of  one  who  assembled  these  accused  and 
conveyed  to  them  the  order  to  commit  this  offence,  it  appears  that 
said  order  came  from  high  insurgent  authority  and  was  conveyed 
with  the  threat  that  if  the  order  was  not  carried  out  these  accused 
“would  all  be  killed  and  their  barrios  burned.” 


But  these  accused  lived  within  territory  fully  occupied  and 
protected  by  the  American  army,  and,  had  they  been  so  disposed 
could  have  asked  and  would  have  received  protection  from  the 
murderous  threats  of  any  and  all  of  the  irresponsible  chiefs  of 
banditti.  It  makes  no  difference  in  law  whether  these  chiefs  have 
ladrones,  “tulisans,”  guerrillas  or  insurrectos  as  their  followers;  all 
alike  are  exercising  unlawful  authority,  and  no  man  can  justify 
himself  before  the  law  for  committing  robbery,  murder  or  any 
high  crime  in  obedience  to  the  unlawful  orders  of  these  self 
appointed  chiefs.  It  is  high  time  these  accused  and  all  the  people 
of  these  Islands  began  to  learn  the  lesson  that  a rule  under  wise  and 
just  laws  is  being  instituted  in  these  Islands  and  that  the  rule  of 
the  bloody  handed  chiefs  of  banditti  must  cease. 

Under  the  laws  of  war,  armed  prowlers  whether  they  perma- 
nently reside  within — or  residing  elsewhere,  steal  within — the  lines 
of  an  occupying  army  and  there  “rob,  kill,  tear  up  the  railway 
track,  destroy  bridges  or  cut  telegraph  wires,  are  not  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  prisoners  of  war”;  and  may  be  summarily  executed. 

In  approving  the  sentence  under  date  of  December  8,  1900,  the 
Department  Commander  recommended  that  the  sentence  of  death 
be  mitigated  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  fifteen 
years,  and  accompanied  his  said  recommendation  with  the 
following  remarks:  “This  recommendation  is  made  in  consideration, 
as  shown  in  the  record  in  this  case,  of  the  ignorance  of  these  half 
civilized  natives,  and  their  abject  fear  of  the  robbers  and  murderers 
who  are  committing  crimes  under  the  guise  of  resistance  to  the 
authority7  of  the  United  States  in  these  Islands.” 

While  the  Commanding  General  accepts  the  recommendation 
made,  it  must  be  clearly  understood  that  these  accused  owe  their 
lives  to  an  act  of  grace  on  the  part  of  the  reviewing  authority  and 
that  like  mercy  will  not  be  shown  to  any  who  in  the  future  tear  up 
the  railways  or  cut  the  telegraph  wires.  If  caught  in  the  act  they 
shall  be  summarily  executed;  and  all  those  who  order  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  done  or  connive  at  or  secretly  aid  and  assist  therein 
will  take  warning  that  regard  for  the  helpless  and  lion-combative 
population  who  use  the  railroads  and  whose  lives  are  put  in 
jeopardy  by  the  destruction  of  its  bridges  and  disturbance  of  the 
rails — as  also  most  urgent  military  necessity — will  make  unavoid- 
able the  unrelenting  execution  of  the  death  penalty  upon  all  those 
who  in  future  are  found  guilty  thereof. 

The  sentences  are  confirmed,  but,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Commander,  are  mitigated  in  each  case  to 
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imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  the  term  of  fifteen  (15)  years,  and, 
as  thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de 
Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoners  will  be  sent  under  proper 
guard.

Island  of  Panay,  P.  I.,  a place  then,  as  now,  a part  of 
the  territory  of  the  United  States  and  under  its  military 
government,  one  Perfedo  1'oblador,  a native,  having 
previous  to  the  said  13th  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1900,  to-wit: 
on  the  4U1  day  of  March,  1900,  having  voluntarily  taken 
and  subscribed  to  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United

1900,  then,  as  now,  a time  of  insurrection,  at  or  near 
the  barrio  of  Ylo,  in  the  District  of  Concepcion,  Island 
of  Panay,  P.  I.,  a place  then,  as  now,  a part  of  the 


territory  of  the  United  States  and  under  its  military 
government,  one  Perfecto  Poblador,  a native,  having 
previous  to  the  said  13th  day  of  June  A.  D.  1900,  to- wit: 
on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1900,  voluntarily  taken  and 
subscribed  to  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States, 
and  having  organized  a band  of  armed  outlaws  to  the 
number  of  twenty  (20),  more  or  less,  and  the  said  band 
of  armed  outlaws  so  organized  as  aforesaid,  having 
taken,  stolen  and  carried  away  from  the  pueblo  of 
Concepcion,  in  the  said  Province  of  Concepcion,  certain 
property,  to-wit:  jewelry,  currency,  clothing,  tobacco,

Sentence. 

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  him,  thesaid  Perfecto 
Poblador , native,  “To  be  confined  at  hard  labor , at  such  place  as  the 
reviewing  authority  may  direct,  for  a period  of  tzventy  ( 20)  years.  ” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  J^erfecto  Poblador , native,  it  was 
admitted  by  his  counsel  that  the  crimes  set  forth  in  all  the 
specifications — except  that  in  the  specification  to  the  fourth  charge — 
had  been  committed,  but  denied  all  participation  or  responsibility 
of  the  accused  therein.  From  the  evidence  of  many  witnesses, 
however,  it  clearly  appears  that  the  accused  was  obeyed  by  the 
band  of  outlaws  which  comrnited  the  crimes  in  the  manner  alleged; 
that  he  was  seen  with  said  band  immediately  before  and  immediately 
after  they  had  plundered  the  houses  of  Pindon  and  Longno , that 
he  was  reputed  to  be  and  was  obeyed  as  “ Jefe  vSuperior,”  and  that 
there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  he  gave  the  orders  and  required 
his  subordinate  leaders  in  the  band  to  commit  the  crimes  alleged, 
and  that  he  gave  such  orders  because  the  families  whom  he  caused 
to  be  plundered  and  their  lives  to  be  placed  in  jeopardy,  held 
friendly  relations  with  the  Americans. 
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His  defence  consisted  of  an  attempt  to  hide  his  own  responsi- 
bility behind  the  acts  of  the  dupes  who  obeyed  his  unlawful  orders, 
and  who,  having  been  found  guilty  of  their  part  in  these  crimes, 
are  now  undergoing  punishment  by  imprisonment  at  hard  labor. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  November  13,  1900,  is  confirmed,  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner 
will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

having  been  captured  by  the  American  troops,  and 
having  been  released  from  such  captivity,  April  12,  1900, 
upon  taking  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States 
in  words  and  figures  as  follows,  viz: 

‘I,  Santiago  Robles , do  solemnly  swear  that  I recognize

I11  the  foregoing  case  of  Santiago  Robles,  native,  it  conclusively 
appears  by  the  evidence  that  the  accused,  after  subscribing  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  thereby  securing  his 
release  from  captivity  as  a prisoner  of  war,  returned  to  the  ranks 
of  the  insurgents  and  again  took  up  arms  against  the  United 
States. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  the  26th  day  of  November,  1900,  is  confirmed,  but  is 
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mitigated  to  confinement  at  hard  labor  for  the  term  of  ten  (io) 
years,  and,  as  thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio 
de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper 
guard.

Of  the  2d  Specification , “Guilty,  excepting  the  word,  ‘men’ 
substituting  therefor  the  words  ‘one  Tomas  Canilloy 
and  excepting  the  word  ‘shoot’  substituting  therefor  the 
word  ‘kill;’  of  the  excepted  words  not  guilty  and  of  the- 
substituted  words  guilty.” 

Of  the  Charge,  “Guilty.” 

Sentence. 

And  the  commission  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Captain 
Teodorico  Novicio,  “ To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  is  dead,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct,  two- 
t birds  of  the  commission  concurring  therein . ” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Teodorico  Novicio,  a captain  in  the 
insurgent  forces,  a single  witness  relates  how,  in  obedience  to  the 
orders  of  the  accused,  he  enticed  Rodriguez  from  his  home  and 
beat  him  to  death  with  a club,  and  he  produced  what  purports  to 
be  a written  order  of  the  accused  to  do  this  murder. 

A comparison  of  the  writing  and  the  signature  of  the  accused 
as  they  appear  in  his  alleged  written  order  to  the  witness  with  his- 
letters  and  signatures  known  to  be  genuine,  reveals  an  unlikeness 
between  them  which,  while  not  precluding  the  possibility  that  the 
accused  wrote  the  order  to  kill  Rodriguez,  yet  leaves  a strong 
impression  that  he  did  not  in  fact  write  or  sign  it. 

The  disappearance  of  the  deceased  and  the  unsupported  word  of 
his  confessed  murderer  is  all  there  is  to  show  that  the  deceased  may 
not  yet  be  living,  no  effort  having  been  made  to  verify  the  presence 
of  the  body  at  the  place  where  the  witness  says  he  buried  it. 

In  view  of  the  serious  doubts  here  pointed  out,  the  finding  upon 
the  2d  specification  is  disapproved. 
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With  respect  to  the  ist  specification,  it  is  made  plain  by  the 
testimony  that,  after  the  fight  had  by  Lieutenant  Gilmore  of  the 
Navy  near  Baler,  four  American  sailors  lay  on  the  bank  of  the 
Sabali  river,  and  that  the  accused  and  a detachment  of  insurgent 
soldiers  were  detailed  as  a burial  party.  This  party,  accompanied 
by  one  Quicoy , a staff  officer  of  the  insurgent  chief  who  com- 
manded the  district  wherein  Baler  is  situated  and  the  forces  serving 
therein,  proceeded  to  where  the  Americans  lay  and  found  two  dead 
and  two  wounded.  Four  unarmed  natives  had  been  compelled  to 
go  along  to  act  as  grave-diggers  and  these  were  put  to  work  pre- 
paring a grave,  sufficiently  large  to  hold  four  bodies.  The  grave 
being  completed,  the  two  dead  sailors  were  placed  in  it,  and  the 
party  then  waited  for  the  wounded  to  die.  One  of  the  latter  was 
shot  through  the  thigh;  the  other  was  shot  in  the  chest  as  well  as 
in  the  leg  and  was  near  the  point  of  death.  The  wounded  men 
asked  for  water  and  it  was  given  them  from  the  river;  but  beyond 
this  no  relief  or  assistance  appears  to  have  been  given.  When  the 
third  man  died  he  was  placed  beside  the  other  two  in  the  grave 
and  the  party  again  waited  for  the  fourth  man  to  die.  His  wound, 
however,  was  of  a kind  not  necessarily  fatal  and  death  was  slow  in 
coming  so  that  the  party  became  impatient.  The  grave-diggers 
had  begun  about  9 a.  m.  and  it  was  now  past  noon.  The  dying 
man  asked  for  water  and  was  able  to  drink  when  it  was  given  to 
him.  Shortly  afterwards  he  was  placed  in  the  grave  beside  his 
three  comrades  and  the  native  who  was  standing  in  the  hole  began 
covering  him  slowly  from  the  feet  so  as  to  give  him  time  to  die. 
In  this  way  the  body  was  covered  to  the  neck  and  then  the  grave- 
digger called  out  “What  about  this  man;  he  is  alive  yet?  ” to  which 
the  accused  replied  “Go  011  burying  him,”  and  it  was  done. 

That  dissolution  was  close  at  hand  and  the  victim  nearly,  if  not 
quite,  unconscious  is  probably  true;  that  he  was  still  alive  when 
the  earth  was  finally  heaped  above  his  head  cannot  be  doubted. 
Some  of  the  party  may  have  thought  the  sailor  was  dead,  but  the 
accused  had  notice  to  the  contrary,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that 
he  made  in  person,  or  caused  to  be  made,  any  examination  to 
ascertain  whether  the  fourth  man  was  actually  dead  when  under 
his  orders  the  burial  was  completed. 

Although  the  accused  is  thus  shown  to  have  given  commands  for 
the  burial  of  one  of  these  sailors  while  yet  alive,  it  is  also  shown 
that  the  said  Ouicoy  was  present  as  the  representative  of  his  chief — 
an  officer  superior  to  the  accused — and  that  the  latter  was  executing 
such  commands  as  were  given  by  Ouicoy. 
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It  is  recognized  that  this  fact  does  not  operate  as  a legal  defense 
to  relieve  the  accused  from  responsibility  of  his  acts.  An  order  so 
inhuman  could  operate  to  the  protection  of  no  one  executing  it;  it 
can  only  be  considered  as  affecting  in  some  degree  the  turpitude  of 
the  acts  of  the  accused  and  as  indicating  that  the  initiative  in  this 
crime  was  not  taken  by  him. 

Under  the  evidence,  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  last  of 
the  four  sailors  placed  in  the  grave  was  buried  alive  and  that  the 
accused  at  least  transmitted  and  saw  carried  out  orders  to  accomplish 
this  result.  But  for  the  reasons  stated  above,  indicating  with 
reasonable  certainty  the  presence  and  participation  in  the  crime 
committed  of  a more  active  and  powerful  principal  than  the 
accused,  the  reviewing  authority,  while  confirming  the  sentence 
adjudged,  is  constrained  to  mitigate  the  extreme  penalty  imposed 
to  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  for  life. 

The  sentence,  as  thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the 
Presidio  de  Manila,  to  which  place  the  prisoner  will  be  sent  under 
proper  guard.

Lopez  and  Augustin  Echevarri , all  natives  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  did,  in  company  with  others,  names 
unknown,  set  upon,  carry  away  and  did  wilfully, 
feloniously  and  with  malice  aforethought  kill  and 
murder  Eugenio  Tomayo , Eduardo  Pata  and  Salvador 
Gorospe , natives,  by  cutting  and  stabbing  the  said 
Tomayo , Pata  and  Gorospe , with  bolos,  held  in  the 
hands  of  the  said  Antonio , Madamba , Lopez  and 
Echevarri , inflicting  wounds  therewith,  whereof  the 
said  Tomayo , Pata  and  Gorospe  then  and  there,  or 
presently  after,  died,  and  did  throw  the  bodies  of  the 
said  Tomayo , Pata  and  Gorospe  into  a well,  the  said 
Tomayo , Pata  and  Gorospe  being  at  the  time  members 
of  the  regularly  constituted  police  force  of  the  pueblo 
of  Laoag,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  and  at  the  time  in  the  proper 
performance  of  their  duty  under  civil  government 
-established  under  the  protection  of  the  military  author- 
ities of  the  United  States.’’ 
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“This  during  a time  of  insurrection  in  the  jurisdiction 
of  San  Nicolas,  Ilocos  North,  Luzon,  P.  I.,  on  or  about 
April  17,  1900.“

Findings. 

Of  the  Specification , “Guilty  excepting  the  words  ‘ cutting  and 
stabbing  the  said  Tomayo , Pat  a and  Gorospe  with  bolos, 
in  the  hands  of  the  said  Antonio,  Madamba , Lopez  and 
Echevarria  inflicting  wounds  therewith,  whereof  the 
said  Tomayo , Pat  a and  Gorospe  then  and  there,  or  pres- 
ently after,  died,  and  did  throw  the  bodies  of  the  said 
Tomayo , Pat  a and  Gorospe  into  a well’  and  substituting 
the  words  ‘ binding  the  hands  of  the  said  Eugenio 
Tomayo , Eduardo  Pata  and  Salvador  Gorospe  behind 
their  backs  and  throwing  the  said  Tomayo , Pata  and 
Gorospe  into  a well  and  filling  dirt  into  said  well  until 
the  said  Eugenio  Tomayo , Eduardo  Pata  and  Salvador 
Gorospe  were  covered  up  and  dead’  of  the  excepted 
words  not  guilty,  of  the  substituted  words  guilty.” 

Of  the  Charge,  “Guilty.” 

Sentence. 

And  the  commission  does,  therefore,  sentence  them,  Regino 
Antonio , Jose  Madamba , Toribio  Lopez  and  Augustin  Ecjievarri ’, 
natives,  and  each  of  them,  “To  be  hung  by  the  neck  until  dead , at 
such  place  and  time  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  designate , 
two-thirds  of  the  commission  concurring  therein .” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Regino  Antonio , Jose  Madamba , 
Toribio  Lopez  and  Augustin  Echevarria  natives,  who  were  jointly 
tried,  it  appears  from  the  testimony  of  many  witnesses  and  from 
the  statements  of  three  of  these  accused,  made  before  the  com- 
mission trying  them,  that  three  men  who  had  taken  service  as 
policemen  in  a pueblo  under  American  control  were,  for  some 
purpose  not  clearly  revealed  by  the  evidence,  sent  by  a native 
official  to  the  neighboring  pueblo  of  San  Nicolas  where  they 
arrived  about  midday  and  repaired  to  the  Presidencia  for  rest  and 
a siesta;  that  while  asleep  they  were  seized  by  a band  of  men, 
about  ten  in  number — chiefly  citizens  of  San  Nicolas — armed  with 
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a pistol,  bolos  and  clubs.  That  first  tying  the  arms  of  tlieir  cap- 
tives behind  their  backs,  the  band  proceeded  to  beat  and  wound 
them  with  bolos;  that  they  were  then  taken  into  the  sacristy  of  the 
church  to  be  confessed  by  the  Padre,  then  put  into  a carromata  and 
taken  to  the  outskirts  of  the  pueblo  where,  bound  and  helpless,  but 
resisting  as  best  they  might,  they  were  thrown  into  a well  “about 
‘six  varas’  deep”  and  literally  buried  alive  with  earth  thrown 
upon  them  until  the  well  was  partly  filled. 

That  these  policemen  were  with  deliberate  purpose  ordered  from 
the  friendly  protection  of  their  own  pueblo  to  San  Nicolas,  there 
to  be  murdered,  the  evidence  leaves  but  little  doubt;  that  they 
were  deliberately  murdered  in  the  manner  described,  and  that  all 
these  accused  were  willing  and  active  participants  therein,  the 
• evidence  leaves  no  reasonable  doubt;  except  in  the  case  of  Augustin 
Echevarri  who  possibly  did  his  part  as  lookout  more  from  com- 
pulsion than  a desire  to  assist. 

The  sentences  which  were  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  November  24,  1900,  are  confirmed,  and  in  the  cases  of 
Regino  Antonio,  Jose  Madamba  and  Toribio  Lopez  will  be  executed 
at  the  pueblo  of  San  Nicolas,  Province  of  Ilocos  Norte,  Luzon, 
P.  I.,  on  the  eighteenth  (18th)  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1901,  under 
the  direction  of  the  commanding  general,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon. 

The  sentence  in  the  case  of  Augustin  Echevarri  is,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Department  Commander,  mitigated  to  con- 
finement at  hard  labor  for  the  period  of  fifteen  (15)  years,  and,  as 
thus  mitigated,  will  be  duly  executed  at  the  Presidio  de  Manila,  to 
which  place  this  prisoner  will  be  sent  under  proper  guard.

And  the  commision  does  therefore  sentence  him,  Ysidro  Cacho , 
native,  “To  be  hanged  by  the  neck  until  he  is  dead , at  such  time  and 
place  as  the  reviewing  authority  may  direct , two-thirds  of  the 
members  concurring  therein .” 

In  the  foregoing  case  of  Ysidro  Cacho , native,  it  appears  from 
the  evidence  that  the  accused  was  an  officer  of  Militia  having  two 
barrios  under  his  jurisdiction;  that,  upon  his  own  orders  or  the 
orders  he  had  received  from  higher  insurgent  authority,  he  caused 
the  deceased,  who  at  the  time  was  employed  as  a cook  for  the 
American  officers  in  the  pueblo  of  Bolinao — and  apparently  for 
this  reason  only — to  be  seized  and  delivered  to  him  at  his  residence 
in  the  barrio  of  Natulang;  that  the  accused  and  one  Bonifacio 
Bonson  took  the  deceased  to  the  fields  one  half  mile  from  the 
house  of  the  accused  and  proceeded  to  kill  him  by  striking  him 
with  a bolo  over  the  head,  stabbing  him  with  a dagger  in  the 
breast  and  then  cutting  off  his  hands  and  feet  and  cutting  out  his 
tongue. 
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On  the  witness-stand  the  accused  admitted  he  had  caused  the 
deceased  to  be  seized  and  that  he  had  delivered  him  to  the  said 
Bonifacio  Bonson , to  be  killed;  but  beyond  this  public  confession 
the  evidence  conclusively  shows  that  the  accused  delivered  the 
first  fatal  blows  upon  the  body  of  the  deceased  and  then  stood  by 
to  witness  the  burial  of  that  body  after  it  had  been  mutilated  in 
the  barbarous  manner  as  charged. 

The  sentence,  which  was  approved  by  the  Department  Com- 
mander on  November  4,  1900,  is  confirmed  and  will  be  duly 
executed  at  the  pueblo  of  Bolinao,  Province  of  Zambales,  Luzon, 
P.  I.,  on  the  eighteenth  (18)  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1901,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commanding  General,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon.

As  it  is  impracticable  for  the  quartermaster’s  department  to 
secure  from  the  railroad  company  the  responsibility  for  shipments 
of  public  funds,  and  frequently  not  from  steamship  lines,  it 
is  required  that  officers  stationed  outside  of  Manila  to  whom  large 
amounts  are  invoiced  shall  come  or  send  for  them.  When  small 
amounts  are  to  be  transferred  to  a number  of  such  officers,  the 
invoicing  officer  will  designate  or  request  the  detail  of  an  officer 
to  make  the  deliveries.  Company  officers  or  regimental  staff 
officers  coming  to  this  city  on  duty  or  leave,  will  be  required  to 
report  their  address  and  time  of  their  departure  to  the  adjutant 
general  of  the  division  in  order  that  their  services  may  be  utilized 
in  conveying  such  funds.  Whenever  practicable,  department 
commanders  will  arrange  for  the  delivery  of  funds  to  be  turned 
into  the  Manila  Treasury  by  a single  officer  for  all  those  serving  at 
the  same  or  neighboring  stations.

The  principal  agricultural,  commercial  and  political  centers  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  being  now  occupied  by  United  States 
troops,  it  is  desired  that  more  complete  information  than  that 
hitherto  obtained  be  secured  upon  the  subjects  set  forth  in  the  War 
Department  Circular  of  March  25,  1899,  embodied  in  General 
Orders,  No.  35,  Office  of  the  U.  S.  Military  Governor  in  the 
Philippine  Islands,  series  1899. 

This  information  will  be  collected  for  each  pueblo  or  municipio, 
from  the  best  available  sources,  by  the  local  commander  in  whose 
jurisdiction  it  is  embraced,  and  entered  upon  a separate  statistical 
blank  to  be  furnished  from  these  headquarters,  copies  of  which 
will  be  distributed  by  department  commanders.  The  source  of  the 
information  will  be  stated  in  every  case.  The  work  will  be 
performed  under  the  direction  of  Department  and  District 
commanders.  The  latter  will  forward  the  completed  blanks, 
without  any  consolidation  or  tabulation  thereof,  to  the  Head- 
quarters of  the  Department  for  transmission  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  Division. 

Any  territory  not  included  in  the  limits  of  some  municipio,  will 
be  described  on  the  blank  as  forming  part  of  a province. 

On  the  maps,  which  are  being  prepared  according  to  instructions 
now  in  force,  will  be  drawn  the  limits  of  the  several  municipios, 
as  well  as  the  boundaries  of  the  provinces.  When  these  limits 
cannot  be  obtained  accurately,  boundary  lines  will  be  drawn  so  as 
to  indicate,  wherever  possible,  the  municipio  to  which  the  barrios 
belong.  For  localities  for  which  new  maps  are  not  made  the 
boundaries  will  be  drawn  on  the  best  existing  maps  or  blue-prints. 

Information  of  interest,  such  as  the  description  of  savage  tribes, 
photographs,  and  so  forth,  for  which  .space  or  an  appropriate 
heading  is  lacking  in  the  blank,  will  be  submitted  as  an  appendix 
thereto. 

Special  care  will  be  taken  in  the  correct  spelling  of  names. 
When  there  are  several  names  for  the  same  locality  or  physical 
features,  all  will  be  given. 


The  prescribed  blank  form,  properly  filled  in,  will  be  forwarded 
as  soon  as  possible,  in  any  case  not  later  than  July  15,  1900.

The  attention  of  all  quartermasters  stationed  at  sea-coast  points 
is  invited  to  the  urgent  necessity  for  prompt  discharge  of  cargo, 
and  dispatch  of  Government  transports  and  chartered  vessels. 
Each  local  quartermaster  will,  upon  the  arrival  of  a vessel  at  his 
station,  at  once  communicate  with  the  ship’s  quartermaster  or 
master  and  arrange  for  the  prompt  discharge  of  all  government 
freight;  he  will  send  a checker  out  to  the  ship  to  check  and 
receipt  for  stores  at  the  ship’s  side;  he  will  be  responsible  for  the 
property  after  it  leaves  the  ship,  and  he  will  give  formal  receipts 
to  the  ship’s  quartermaster  or  master  for  stores  received.

I.  GENERAL  INSTRUCTIONS. 

This  circular  is  not  intended  to  replace  the  regulations  or  to 
interfere  with  the  internal  administration  of  the  departments.  It 
is  published  simply  as  a guide  to  make  clear  existing  orders  and 
regulations  and  as  an  aid  to  medical  officers  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  under  the  peculiar  existing  conditions  especially 
under  the  organization  recently  adopted. 

A.  CHIEF  SURGEON  OF  THE  DIVISION. 

All  papers  which  by  regulation  are  required  to  be  forwarded  to 
the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army  are  in  this  Division  forwarded 
to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division,  who  will  forward  to  the 
Surgeon  General  of  the  Army  such  papers  as  may  be  necessary. 

B.  CHIEF  SURGEONS  OF  DEPARTMENTS. 

It  will  hereafter  be  the  duty  of  medical  officers  in  this  Division 
to  transmit  all  official  communications  intended  for  the  office  of 
the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division  through  the  chief  surgeons  of 
their  respective  departments  or  as  the  chief  surgeons  of  the  depart- 
ment may  direct.  The  department  chief  surgeons  will  hereafter 
1 Cir  8 
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possess  the  same  degree  of  authority  as  that  exercised  by  officers 
holding  similar  positions  in  the  United  States.  They  will  place 
their  receiving  stamp  on  all  papers  passing  through  their  office  and 
will  endorse  them  with  appropriate  remark. — A.  R.,  765. 

They  are  authorized  to  approve  expenditures  of  the  hospital 
fund  for  payment  of  gratuities  to  hospital  cooks  and  will  approve 
for  payment  laundry  bills  (at  rates  not  to  exceed  21-2  cents,  U.  S. 
currency).  They  are  required  to  scrutinize,  correct  and  endorse 
their  approval  or  disapproval  on  all  reports,  returns,  statements  of 
hospital  and  ice  funds,  pay  vouchers,  pay  rolls  for  native  laborers, 
etc.,  finally  intended  for  the  office  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the 
Division. 

C.  CHIEF  SURGEONS  OF  DISTRICTS. 

All  official  papers  intended  for  the  office  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
the  Division  pass  through  the  district  chief  surgeons,  unless  other- 
wise directed  by  the  department  chief  surgeon,  who  will  place 
upon  them  their  office  stamp  and  forward  to  the  department  chief 
surgeon  with  appropriate  remark.  District  chief  surgeons  will 
constantly  inspect  their  commands,  under  the  direction  of  depart- 
ment chief  surgeons,  whom  they  will  keep  informed 

a.  Upon  the  efficienc}^  of  his  medical  officers, 

b.  The  condition,  amount,  and  character  of  expenditure  of 
medical  supplies,  and 

c.  Upon  the  general  and  special  sanitary  condition  of  his 
district. 


D.  THE  REGIMENT AT  SURGEON. 

If  practicable  the  regimental  surgeon  will  receipt  for  all  hos- 
pital property  of  his  regiment.  He  will  make  all  reports  and 
returns  and  will  be  responsible  for  the  character  of  work  of  the 
medical  officers  serving  under  him  and  for  the  expenditure  of  all 
medical  supplies.  Departures  from  these  general  rules  may  be 
made  by  authority  of  the  department  chief  surgeon. 

E.  THE  SURGEON. 

A medical  officer  serving  with  a company  or  detachment  is 
known  as  “the  surgeon”  (of  company  or  detachment). — A.  R.,  203. 

By  direction  of  the  department  chief  surgeon,  the  surgeon  of  a 
detachment  may,  through  the  exigencies  of  the  service,  be  required 
to  receipt  for  the  property  held  by  him  and  may  be  required  to 
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make  certain  returns  which  ordinarily  should  be  made  by  the 
regimental  surgeon.  The  surgeon  will  look  to  his  superior  medi- 
cal officer  for  directions  whenever  the  interest  of  the  service 
demands  a departure  from  the  general  rules  governing  the  prepara- 
tion and  transmissal  of  official  papers. 

Hospitals  (in  Manila  excepted),  other  than  regimental,  will  be 
designated  as  “Military  Hospitals;”  regimental  hospitals  will  be 
designated  as  such. 

II.  military  correspondence. 

Military  correspondence  may  be  forwarded  by  the  surgeon: 

a.  Through  official  channels,  i.  e .,  through  the  regi- 
mental surgeon,  district  and  department  chief  surgeons  to  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division.  A letter  thus  forwarded  should  be 
headed  as  follows: 

To 

The  Chief  Surgeon,  Division  of  the  Philippines, 

(Through  official  channels.) 

The  envelope  in  this  case  should  be  addressed  to  the  regi- 
mental surgeon,  who,  in  turn,  will  forward  it  to  the  chief  surgeon 
of  the  district,  etc. 

b.  Through  military  channels,  i.  e.,  through  the  com- 
manding officer  of  the  post  or  detachment,  the  regimental  adjutant, 
the  adjutant  generals  of  the  district,  the  department  and  the 
division,  who  forward  the  letter  to  its  destination.  In  this  case 
each  of  the  officers  mentioned  refers  the  letter  to  the  surgeon  on 
liis  staff,  provided  the  subject  matter  involves  a medical  question, 
as  is  generally  the  case  when  the  letter  is  addressed  to  the  Chief 
Surgeon  of  the  Division.  A letter  thus  forwarded  should  be 
headed  as  follows: 

To 

The  Chief  Surgeon,  Division  of  the  Philippines. 

(Through  military  channels.) 

The  envelope  in  this  case  should  be  addressed  to  “The  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  Detachment  of  the  ‘ ’ U.  S.  Infantry 

at  ‘ ’ “ This  officer  will  forward  the  letter  to 

the  regimental  adjutant,  who,  in  turn,  will  forward  it  to  the 
adjutant  general  of  the  district,  etc. 

c.  Direct.  In  this  case  both  the  letter  and  the  envelope  is 
addressed  to  the  officer  to  whom  intended. 
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The  army  regulations  in  most  instances  specify  the  channel 
through  which  papers  are  to  be  forwarded,  but  in  the  absence  of 
instructions  the  medical  officer  has  only  to  consider  whether  or  not 
the  subject  matter  of  his  letter  should  be  known  to  the  military  or 
medical  authorities  or  whether  it  is  a matter  concerning  only 
himself  and  the  officer  for  whom  the  letter  is  intended,  and  forward 
it  accordingly.  In  case  of  doubt,  however,  forward  through 
military  channels. 

In  many  districts  in  this  Division  it  is  impracticable,  through 
lack  of  transportation  facilities,  for  the  surgeon  to  forward  his 
papers  through  the  prescribed  channels  and  it  is  thus  impossible 
to  formulate  any  general  order  covering  each  case.  The  depart- 
ment chief  .surgeon  has  these  matters  entirely  under  his  direction 
and  when  necessary  will  grant  authority  to  surgeons  to  forward 
their  papers  as  may  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  service. 

Attention  is  drawn  to  the  following  cardinal  rules  of  official  med- 
ical correspondence: 

1.  An  official  letter  should  refer  to  one  subject  only. — A.  R.,  752. 

2.  A half  sheet  of  paper  will  be  used  for  a communication 
requiring  but  a single  page. — A.  R.,  753. 

3.  At  the  head  of  each  letter  the  address  should  always  be 
plainly  written,  giving  the  town,  province  and  island  and  also  the 
name  of  the  command  and  the  department  in  which  located.  The 
signature  should  always  give  the  full  name  and  rank  of  the  writer. 

4.  Letter  paper  will  be  folded  in  three  and  foolscap  in  four 
equal  parts.  The  left  fold  of  the  outer  page  is  the  first  fold  and 
upon  this  is  placed  the  “brief”  at  the  first  office  at  which  it  is 
received.  Indorsements  commence  at  the  top  of  the  second  fold. 
—A.  R.,  754-759- 

5.  In  an  indorsement  reference  to  another  person  as  well  as  to 
the  writer  will  always  be  made  in  the  third  person. 

6.  An  officer  is  not  addressed  in  official  communications  by  any 
other  title  than  that  of  his  actual  rank. — A.  R.,  757. 

7.  The  use  of  colored  inks,  except  as  carmine  or  red  ink  is  used 
in  annotation  and  ruling,  is  prohibited  in  the  records  or  corre- 
spondence of  the  Army. — A.  R.,  801. 

S.  vSee  last  paragraph,  Section  VI. 
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III.  REPORTS. 

The  following  are  the  principal  reports  required  of  surgeons: 

a.  Personal  reports. 

b.  Reports  of  change  of  status  in  members  of  the  Hospital 
Corps. 

c.  Daily  sick  reports. 

d.  Monthly  sick  and  wounded  reports. 

e.  Monthly  sanitary  inspection  reports. 

f Special  reports,  such  as  of  smallpox  in  the  command;  of 
deaths  in  the  military  service,  etc. 

g.  Report  of  deposit  with  a paymaster  of  money  by  an  enlisted 
man  of  the  Hospital  Corps  detachment. 

h.  Inventory  of  effects  of  deceased  soldiers. — A.  R.  158  and 
1439  must  be  strictly  complied  with. 

A.  Personae  reports  made  on  information  slip  are  monthly 
and  special. 

1.  The  monthly  report  states  the  present  status  and  order  there- 
for, and  a detailed  account  of  all  changes  in  status  for  the  month, 
quoting  number,  source  and  date  of  each  order  and  organization 
with  which  on  duty;  this  report  is  sent  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
the  Division  through  the  department  chief  surgeon. 

2.  A special  personal  report  is  required  for  every  change  of 
status.  This  not  only  refers  to  changes  of  station  to  another  regi- 
ment but  includes  changes  with  troops  by  regimental  or  other 
order. 

Going  on  or  off  sick  report  or  going  on  or  returning  from  leave 
of  absence  is  a change  of  status. 

A change  of  status  involving  a permanent  change  of  address 
should,  if  possible,  be  preceded  by  a report  by  telegraph. 

The  object  of  these  reports  is  to  keep  the  central  authorities 
constantly  informed  of  the  precise  location  and  duties  of  each 
medical  officer. 

3.  A report  upon  arrival  in  the  division,  giving  date  of  arrival 
and  the  number,  date  and  source  of  the  order  by  which  sent,  must 
be  forwarded  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army  through  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division. 

This  report  does  not  excuse  the  newly  arrived  medical  officer 
from  promptly  reporting  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Chief 
Surgeon. 
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B.  Reports  of  change  of  status  in  members  of  the  Hos- 
pital Corps  made  on  information  slip  addressed  to  the  Chief  Sur- 
geon of  the  Division  through  the  department  chief  surgeon  are 
required  as  follows: 

1.  When  the  personnel  of  the  detachment  is  altered  by  an 
addition  to  or  subtraction  from  its  members.  In  this  case  the 
number,  date  and  source  of  the  order  responsible  for  the  change 
should  be  given. 

2.  When  Hospital  Corps  men  first  arrive  in  the  division,  the 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  detachment  should  make  a full 
report  of  their  names  and  grades  and  the  orders  assigning  them  to 
the  division.  The  descriptive  lists  of  these  men  should  be  sent  to 
the  office  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  from 
whence  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
casual  detachment  to  which  the  men  will  be  assigned. 

3.  When  a Hospital  Corps  man  is  discharged  from  the  service 
an  information  slip  .should  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
the  Division,  through  the  department  chief  .surgeon,  giving  the 
following  information:  (a)  Character;  (b)  Objections  to  re-enlist- 
ment; (c)  Physical  condition;  (d)  Married  or  single;  (e)  Remarks, 
if  any. 

C.  Daily  .sick  reports  will  be  sent  to  district  chief 
surgeons,  who  will  send  a daily  consolidated  report  to  the  depart- 
ment chief  surgeon,  who  in  turn  will  send  a daily  consolidated 
department  report  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division.  For 
troops  of  the  provost  guard  in  Manila  and  other  troops  not  assigned 
to  any  department  the  daily  sick  report  will  be  sent  by  the 
surgeon  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division  direct.  This  report 
is  simply  NUMERICAL  and  should  be  made  by  telegraph,  if  possible. 
It  should  include: 

1.  Number  of  cases  present  sick  in  quarters  and  number 
present  sick  in  regimental  hospital;  also  number  sick  in  depart- 
ment hospitals: 

2.  Number  of  cases  absent  sick  in  hospitals  elsewhere. 

D.  The  monthly  report  of  sick  and  wounded,  which  will 
be  an  exact  copy  of  the  register  of  patients,  is  forwarded  direct  to 
the  department  chief  surgeon,  who  will  promptly  forward  it  to  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division.  Department  chief  surgeons  should 
see  that  reports  are  rendered  for  all  (including  native)  troops 
within  the  limits  of  their  commands.  The  regimental  surgeon 
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should,  if  possible,  submit  a consolidated  report  for  all  the  detach- 
ments of  his  regiment;  bpt  in  many  commands,  on  account  of  the 
wide  separation  of  the  several  detachments,  this  is  impracticable, 
and  the  regimental  surgeon  must  look  to  the  department  chief 
surgeon  for  orders  governing  each  special  case. 

When  a hospital  is  closed  or  an  organization  is  broken  up,  a report 
covering  the  unreported  period  of  service  giving  the  beginning  and 
end  thereof,  should,  in  like  manner  be  forwarded  within  five  days 
after  the  breaking  up  of  the  organization. — Paragraph  105,  Manual 
Medical  Department,  1899.  When  a post  is  abandoned  or  a detach- 
ment is  broken  up,  the  medical  officer  will  report  the  fact  to  the 
department  chief  surgeon,  and  after  completing  all  current  reports, 
will  forward  them  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division,  together 
with  the  clothing  book,  descriptive  and  deposit  book,  and  muster 
and  pay  rolls,  and  all  official  papers,  records,  and  all  record  books 
pertaining  to  the  medical  department  of  the  post.  The  following 
directions  cover  most  of  the  errors  commonly  made  by  surgeons 
unfamiliar  with  these  papers: 

1.  Separate  reports  will  be  rendered  for  regular  and  volunteer 
troops.  The  reports  which  contain  the  cases  of  regulars  should 
also  contain  cases  of  native  troops,  civilians,  (including  ex-officers 
and  ex-soldiers)  and  general  prisoners.  Where  the  command 
consists  of  regulars  and  volunteers,  each  report  will  be  forwarded 
whether  or  not  any  are  sick. — Paragraph  156,  Manila  Medical 
Department,  1899.  On  page  1,  under  “Command,”  specify  the 
companies  and  detachments  composing  it  on  the  last  day.  Under 
“ Remarks’  * (left  column)  specify  all  other  companies  and  detach- 
ments that  have  been  treated  during  the  month  and  are  borne  on 
the  report,  giving  periods  in  each  case. 

2.  The  Surgeon  General  directs  that  hereafter  all  cases  of  those 
remaining  sick  on  the  last  day  of  the  preceding  month  and  of 
those  admitted  during  the  current  month  shall  be  transcribed  to 
the  report  of  sick  and  wounded  in  the  order  of  their  register 
numbers;  z\,  e .,  in  the  chronological  order  of  their  admissions,  and 
that  such  cases  as  are  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  current  month 
shall  have  the  word  “Remaining* * written  in  the  disposition 
space. 

This  will  facilitate  the  preparation  of  these  reports  by  enabling 
medical  officers  to  prepare  them  during  the  month  for  which  their 
cases  are  current. — Circular  77,  these  Headquarters,  series  1899. 


3.  The  designation  of  the  organization  and  the  district  and 
department  to  which  attached  should  be  clearly  entered  in  the 
proper  place  of  sheet  i (Form  25).  The  exact  location  of  the 
troops  should  also  be  stated,  giving  in  each  case  the  town,  province 
and  island. 

4.  — The  location  of  the  several  quarters  and  camps  occupied  by 
the  troops  during  the  month,  together  with  dates  of  arrival  and 
departure  and  distances  covered  en  route,  must  be  entered  under 
the  heading  of  “Remarks.” 

When  troops  arrive  on  transports  during  the  month,  the  name 
of  the  ship,  the  port  and  date  of  sailing,  the  ports  touched  at  with 
dates,  and  the  date  of  arrival  will  be  stated.  The  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  the  ship,  any  unusual  sickness,  especially  that  from 
contagious  disease,  and  an  account  of  vaccinations  should  be 
noted. 

5.  Diagnoses  must  conform  to  the  system  of  nomenclature 
directed  by  paragraph  159,  Manual  Medical  Department,  1899. 

It  is  not  sufficient,  for  example,  to  say  “malarial  fever;”  the 
terms  “remittent  or  intermittent  (quotidian,  tertian  or  quartan),” 
as  the  case  may  be,  should  be  added. 

6.  Diagnoses  of  injuries  or  wounds  must  always  be  accom- 
panied with  a statement  of  when,  where  and  how  (especially  if  in 
action)  the  injur}’  was  received.  The  terms  “severe  or  slight” 
should  also  be  added. 

7.  The  location  of  wounds  and  the  seat  of  disease  should  in 
every  case  be  clearly  stated.  Points  of  entrance  and  exit  of  gun 
shot  or  other  penetrating  wounds  should  be  given. 

8.  In  case  of  death,  the  cause  of  death,  and  whether  in  line  of 
duty,  is  to  be  stated  in  the  disposition  space  (column  xv),  notwith- 
standing it  may  be  the  same  as  that  reported  in  the  cause  of 
admission  space.  The  date  of  death  and  the  result  of  autopsy,  if 
held,  should  also  be  given. 

9.  Where  malingering  is  suspected  the  assumed  disease  will  be 
noted. 

10.  In  case  of  transfer  from  the  department  or  military  district 
the  date  and  source  of  the  order  must  be  noted  in  the  disposition 
space. 

11.  In  colum  xvi  the  date  of  disposition  should  always  be 
given,  even  in  case  of  death. 
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The  Manual  of  the  Medical  Department,  1899,  paragraphs 
132-146,  inclusive,  contains  full  directions  for  the  preparation  of 
these  reports.  Medical  officers  will  make  a careful  study  of  the.-e 
directions,  and  save  thereby  much  unnecessary  trouble. 

E.  Monthly  sanitary  inspection  reports  are  made  on 
Form  41  (one  copy)  and  are  forwarded  through  military  channels. 
The  senior  medical  officer  of  every  command  makes  this  report 
and  no  other  report  is  required  of  him  unless  he  deems  a special 
report  necessary.  The  indorsement  of  the  commanding  officer  on 
these  reports  will  be  recorded,  and  the  report  and  indorsement 
will  be  forwarded  by  the  surgeon,  through  military  channels,  to 
the  Surgeon  General.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  to 
sanitary  inspections  of  camps  and  quarters,  and  daily  visits  made 
to  kitchens  and  latrines. 

F.  Special  reports  will  be  made  as  the  occasion  demands. 
For  example,  special  reports  are  required  as  follows: 

1.  Upon  the  occurrence  of  smallpox  in  the  command, 
a report  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division,  through  the  depart- 
ment chief  surgeon,  should  be  made  on  information  slip.  This 
report  will  give  facts  of  interest,  particularly  those  relating  to 
attempts  at  vaccination  as  obtained  from  the  records,  from  the 
man’s  own  statement  and  from  an  inspection  of  his  person. 

Similar  reports  are  required  for  other  epidemic  diseases. 

2.  A special  REPORT  OF  THE  death  of  anyone  in  the 
military  service,  from  whatever  cause,  must  be  made  to  the  Chief 
Surgeon  of  the  Division,  through  the  department  chief  surgeon. 
This  report  must  state  accurately  the  name  and  rank  of  the 
deceased.  The  cause,  time  and  place  of  death  and  the  disposition 
of  the  remains  must  be  stated  and  in  the  case  of  officers  the  exact 
hour  of  death  must  be  given. — A.  R.,  81.  If  possible  a telegraphic 
report  should  precede  this  written  report. 

3.  A Special  report  of  killed  and  wounded  in  action, 
including,  if  practicable,  the  missing,  is  to  be  sent  by  telegraph  to 
the  department  chief  .surgeon  immediately  after  an  engagement. 

The  department  chief  surgeon  will  repeat  the  list  by  telegraph 
to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division.  This  must  be  promptly 
followed  by  duplicate  lists  of  wounded  on  Form  42,  A.  R. , 1466. 
Separate  lists  are  required  for  volunteers,  even  though  they  may 
be  attached  to  a regular  organization.  Great  pains  should  be 
taken  to  have  these  lists  accurate  and  the  names  plainly  spelled. 
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G.  A report  oe  deposit  with  a paymaster  of  money  by 
enlisted  men  of  the  Hospital  Corps  detachment  should  be  mailed 
by  the  medical  officer  to  the  Paymaster  General  of  the  Army  direct 
immediately  after  the  deposit  is  made. — A.  R.,  1371.  This  has 
been  so  frequently  overlooked  that  attention  is  particularly  drawn 
to  it.  The  advantage  of  depositing  should  be  pointed  out  and  the 
wa}r  made  easy  to  accomplish  it. 

IV.  RETURNS. 

The  following  are  the  principal  returns  required  of  a surgeon. 

a.  Return  of  the  personnel,  &c.,  of  the  Plospital  Corps  (Monthly). 

b.  Statement  of  the  Hospital  Fund  and  return  of  Durable 
Property,  &c.  (Monthly). 

c.  Return  of  Medical  Property  (Yearly  or  when  relieved  from 
charge  of  property). 

d.  Return  of  Quartermaster’s  property  (Quarterly  or  when 
relieved  from  charge  of  property). 

e.  Return  of  Ordnance  (Quarterly  or  when  relieved  from 
charge  of  property). 

A.  A return  of  the  personnel,  &c.,of  the  hospital  corps 
(Form  32)  is  rendered  monthly  by  every  medical  officer  having 
command  of  a Hospital  Corps  detachment.  Hereafter  but  a single 
copy  of  this  return  will  be  required  which  will  be  forwarded  direct 
to  the  department  chief  surgeon,  who  will  see  that  it  is  correct 
before  forwarding  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  regimental  surgeon  make  this  return  for 
the  entire  regiment  but  departures  from  this  rule  may  be  made  by 
permission  of  the  department  chief  surgeon. 

Returns  for  the  detachments  of  the  Hospital  Corps  belonging  to 
the  provost  guard  and  unassigned  troops  in  Manila  will  be  made 
to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division  direct. 

Transport  surgeons  will  render  a return  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of 
this  Division  for  such  members  of  their  detachment  as  may  be 
detailed  from  this  Division  for  duty  on  shipboard. 

The  return  is  self-explanatory  and  should  be  carefully  studied, 
the  following  points  being  particularly  noted: 

1.  At  the  heading  of  the  return  the  organization  with  which 
the  detachment  is  .serving  must  always  be  mentioned. 

2.  Upon  first  joining  detachment  full  information  of  date  and 
place  of  enlistment,  date  of  joining  and  date  of  arrival  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  should  be  entered  on  the  return. 


3.  The  Surgeon  General  directs  that  the  names  of  volunteer 
hospital  stewards  should  be  borne  upon  the  Hospital  Corps  return 
of  volunteer  regiments,  after  the  list  of  names  of  the  members  of 
the  Hospital  Corps,  with  the  same  entries  concerning  their  duties, 
station,  &c.,  as  are  required  for  the  Hospital  Corps  of  the  regular 
army. — Letter  Surgeon  General’s  Office,  April  12,  1900. 

4.  Men  under  orders  to  join  a detachment  should  be  entered 

with  the  remark:  “Transferred  from to by 

order  No dated  ” “Not  yet  joined’’  or  “Sick  in 

hospital  at ” The  reason  for  this  requirement  is  that  every 

man  must  belong  to  some  detachment.  Upon  a receipt  of  an 
order  for  transfer  a man’s  name  is  dropped  from  his  old  detach- 
ment and  unless  entered  on  the  return  of  the  new  detachment  he 
is  unaccounted  for. 

5.  In  cases  of  men  transferred  from  the  line  to  the  Hospital 
Corps  full  information  of  date  and  place  of  enlistment,  previous 
service,  special  qualifications,  convictions  by  courts  martial  and 
date  of  arrival  in  the  Philippine  Islands  must  be  given.  This 
report  to  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  man’s  descriptive 
list  has  been  received. 

B.  A statement  of  the  hospital  fund  and  return  of 
durable  property  (Form  25)  is  rendered  monthly  by  the 
medical  officer  in  charge  of  each  detachment  of  the  Hospital 
Corps,  one  copy  of  which  will  hereafter  be  forwarded  directly  to 
the' department  chief  surgeon,  who  will  forward  it  to  the  Chief 
Surgeon  of  the  Division  corrected  and  approved.  Should  there  be 
no  hospital  fund  on  hand,  a blank  statement  will  be  forwarded 
reporting  the  fact. 

The  Hospital  Fund  is  derived: 

1st.  From  money  invoiced  from  the  General  Fund  by  the  Chief 
Surgeon  or  by  transfer  by  authority  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the 
Division  from  other  hospitals.  (State  source  and  date  of  transfer 
and  whether  hospital  fund  or  otherwise.) 

2d.  From  savings  on  the  rations  of  the  Hospital  Corps  or  the 
rations  of  the  sick,  when  this  ration  is  drawn.  (If  no  rations  are 
drawn  or  no  savings  made  the  fact  should  be  so  stated  in  their 
respective  columns.) 

3d.  From  the  allotment  from  the  bakery  fund.  (State  period 
for  which  received  on  Statement.) 
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4th.  From  the  allotment  from  the  post  exchange.  (State  period 
for  which  received  on  Statement.) 

5th.  From  charges  made  to  officers  and  civilian  employees  sick 
in  the  hospital.  (Give  inclusive  dates  for  which  payment  is 
received,  while  sick.) 

6th.  From  donations  from  any  source.  (Authority  for  taking 
such  money  up  on  the  Hospital  Fund  must  alwrays  be  secured 
from  the  department  chief  surgeon.) 

The  Hospital  Fund  may  be  expended: 

ist.  For  special  articles  of  diet  not  procurable  from  the  army 
ration. 

2d.  For  special  hospital  stores  not  procurable  from  the  Medical 
Supply  Depot. 

Wines,  beers  and  other  liquors  can  be  bought  with  the  Hospital 
Funds,  but  a statement  must  always  be  made  on  the  return  that 
they  are  for  use  of  the  sick. 

Authority  can  be  granted  by  the  department  chief  surgeon  for 
expenditure  of  the  Hospital  Fund: 

ist.  For  the  purcha.se  of  ice  when  not  obtainable  from  the 
hospital  ice  machine. 

2d.  For  payment  of  gratuities  to  cooks,  gardeners,  &c. 

3d.  For  the  purchase  of  any  articles  or  appliances  not  provided 
upon  requisition  from  any  of  the  supply  depots  and  which  are 
necessary  to  the  care  or  comfort  of  the  sick.  This  includes  the 
so-called  durable  property,  by  which  is  meant  articles  not  intended 
for  immediate  consumption,  for  example:  garden  implements  and 
seeds,  library  books  and  furnishings,  cows,  dairjT  furnishings,  pro 
rata  shares  in  establishing  post  exchange  or  gardens. 

Durable  articles  cannot  be  dropped,  sold  or  destroyed  except 
by  authority  of  the  department  chief  surgeon. 

C.  A return  of  medicae  property  (Form  20)  is  made 
yearly  by  every  medical  officer  who  has  medical  property  account- 
ability. Should,  however,  an  officer  turn  over  his  property  to 
another  officer  he  will  not  wait  until  December  31,  but  will  make 
his  return  at  once  and  thereby  close  up  his  accounts. — Paragraph 
79,  Manual  Medical  Department,  1899.  The  following  points  con- 
cerning transfers  of  medical  property  should  be  remembered: 

1.  Upon  being  relieved  from  a station  the  departing  officer  will 
prepare  two  invoices  of  all  medical  property  in  his  possession. 


*3 


If  the  officer  to  relieve  him  has  not  arrived,  these  invoices  should 
be  verified  by  an  actual  count  made  in  the  presence  of  the  officer 
himself  by  the  hospital  steward,  from  whom  affidavits  may  be 
taken  that  the  invoices  are  correct.  One  invoice,  with  the  affidavit, 
will  then  be  mailed  to  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Army,  and  the 
-other  left  with  the  Commanding  Officer,  to  whom  a report  of  the 
■circumstances  will  be  made,  for  the  officer  to  whom  the  property  is 
invoiced.  This  officer,  upon  his  arrival  at  the  post,  should  verify 
the  invoice  of  the  property  immediately  and  .send  one  receipt  for 
the  same  to  the  officer  he  has  relieved  and  another  to  the  Surgeon 
General.  The  invoice  is  retained  by  the  incoming  officer  and  the 
receipt  sent  to  the  departing  officer  is  retained  by  this  officer. 

In  case  the  property  on  hand  does  not  correspond  to  the  invoices 
left  by  the  departing  officer,  the  incoming  officer  will  immediately 
receipt  for  what  is  actually  on  hand  and  then  request  a board  of 
survey  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  to  act  upon 
articles  missing  or  destroyed.  The  proceedings  of  the  board  are 
sent  to  the  departing  officer  to  cover  the  lost  articles. 

2.  The  sum  total  of  invoices  represents  an  officer's  accounta- 
bility. His  receipts  represent  his  relief  from  accountability. 
When  the  invoices  and  receipts  balance,  an  officer’s  accountability 
ceases  upon  the  forwarding  of  his  return  setting  forth  this  fact. 

Inasmuch  as  one  copy  of  each  invoice  and  receipt  is  forwarded 
to  the  Surgeon  General  at  the  time  when  each  transfer  of  property 
is  made,  the  return  of  medical  property  is  forwarded  without  any 
accompanying  papers. 

3.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  no  non-expendible 
property  can  be  dropped  from  a return  without  authority. 
Authority  may  proceed  from  the  action  of  a board  of  survey  or  by 
the  action  of  an  inspector.  A request  to  drop  medical  property 
lost  or  destroyed  in  the  public  service,  addressed  to  the  Surgeon 
General  accompanied  by  certificates  of  the  medical  officer  and 
affidavits  of  enlisted  men  clearly  setting  forth  that  the  loss  was 
not  due  to  the  officer’s  neglect,  is  sufficient  to  cover  the  loss  of 
non-expendible  property. 

4.  Applications  to  submit  unserviceable  instruments,  books, 
etc.,  for  the  action  of  an  inspector,  will  be  acted  upon  by  depart- 
ment chief  surgeons. 

D.  A RETURN  OF  QUARTERMASTER’S  PROPERTY  is  rendered  for 
the  period  ending  June  30,  September  30,  December  31,  March 


3i,  of  each  year,  or  whenever  an  officer  is  relieved  from  duty  at  his 
post  and  is  mailed  direct  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

The  following  points  are  to  be  remembered: 

1.  Both  invoices  are  to  be  retained  by  the  incoming  officer  and 
both  receipts  by  the  departing  officer  until  the  quarterly  return  is 
rendered,  when  one  copy  is  forwarded  with  the  return  and  the 
duplicate  retained. 

2.  Non-expendible  quartermaster’s  property,  if  lost  or  destroyed, 
must  be  acted  upon  by  a board  of  survey  to  obtain  relief  from 
its  accountability. 

Damaged  quartermaster’s  property  should  be  acted  upon  by  an 
inspector. 

E.  A return  of  ordnance  property  is  rendered  quarterly 
and  mailed  direct  to  the  Chief  Ordnance  Officer  of  the  Division, 
General  Orders,  No.  3,  these  headquarters,  April  12,  1900.  The 
remarks  concerning  quartermaster’s  property  apply  equally  to 
ordnance  property. 

V.  REQUISITIONS.  *Note  1. 

The  following  are  the  principal  requisitions  concerning  surgeons: 

a.  Requisitions  for  medical  property. 

b.  Requisitions  for  quartermaster’s  and  ordnance  property. 

A.  Requisitions  for  medicae  property'  are  made  on  Forms 
15  or  16  in  triplicate  and  are  forwarded  direct  to  the  department 
chief  surgeon,  who  will  approve  them  and  forward  to  the  Chief 
Surgeon  of  the  Division,  if  they  cannot  be  filled  within  the 
department.  Under  existing  circumstances  they  are  usually  made 
to  cover  a period  of  six  months,  provided  that  this  amount  of 
property  can  be  cared  for  at  the  post  or  station.  The  great  dif- 
ficulty of  transportation,  particularly  in  the  rainy  season,  makes 
it  imperative  that  medical  officers  shall  prepare  their  requisition 
for  sufficient  quantity  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  frequent  additional 


* Note  1.— The  attention  of  medical  officers  is  called  to  A.  It.,  666,  which 
requires  an  officer  to  whom  stores  have  been  forwarded  to  promptly  inform 
the  issuing  and  fonvarding  officers  when  he  believes  that  the  supplies  have 
miscarried. 

When  supplies  are  received  it  is  the  duty  of  the  medical  officer  to  care- 
fully examine  and  verify  their  amount  and  quality,  and  if  any  defect  or 
shortage  is  found  he  will  apply  for  a board  of  survey  to  fix  the  responsibility 
for  the  shortage  or  defect.  (Vide  A.  R.,  668  and  669.) 
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requests.  District  and  department  chief  surgeons,  by  personal 
inspection  or  by  report,  will  assure  themselves  that  all  medical 
officers  under  them  are  sufficiently  but  not  wastefully  supplied. 
In  their  inspections  they  will  inquire  into  the  amount  and  charac- 
ter of  medical  expenditures. 

The  following  points  are  to  be  noted: 

1.  The  headings  of  each  requisition  should  be  carefully  filled 
out,  giving  the  organization  for  whom  the  supplies  are  intended, 
and  the  town,  province,  island  and  military  department  in  which 
located.  The  route  by  which  the  supplies  can  be  shipped  may 
properly  be  added  in  case  the  station  is  out  of  the  usual  line  of 
travel.  All  requisitions  should  be  signed  plainly,  stating  the 
rank  of  the  medical  officer  in  full. 

2.  vSpecial  requisitions  on  Form  16  should  have  the  articles 
mentioned  in  the  order  in  which  they  occur  on  the  Medical  Supply 
Table.  This  caution  is  so  frequently  overlooked  that  particular 
attention  is  drawn  to  it. 

3.  Sick  natives  are  furnished  medical  supplies  from  the  civil 
fund  on  separate  requisition,  which  should  be  sent  to  division 
headquarters,  through  militar}?  channels.  Supplies  furnished  by 
the  medical  department  must  not  be  issued  to  natives. 

4.  Medical  officers  at  small  posts  will  not  ask  for  expensive 
property  which  may  be  lost  or  destroyed.  The  conveniences  of 
permanent  posts  are  not  intended  for  small  or  temporary  stations. 

5.  Vaccine  virus  may  be  asked  for  on  information  slip  or  by 
telegraph.  Separate  requests  should  be  made  for  natives. 

6.  Clinical  thermometers  have  been  made  expendible  and  no 
certificate  of  breakage  is  required. 

B.  Requisitions  for  quartermaster’s  or  ordnance 
property  are  addressed  to  the  chief  of  the  department  to  which 
the  supplies  belong  and  are  forwarded  through  military  channels. 

VI.  MONEY  VOUCHERS,  PAY  ROLES,  ETC. 

These  papers  are  forwarded  through  the  department  chief 
surgeon,  who  will  scrutinize  and  correct  them  before  forwarding 
to  the  office  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division.  Authority  for 
the  payment  of  gratuities  to  hospital  cooks  from  the  hospital  fund 
can  be  given  final  action  by  the  department  chief  surgeon. 

All  other  money  papers  must  be  forwarded  with  appropriate 
remark  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division. 
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District  and  department  chief  surgeons  will  thoroughly  examine 
and  cause  to  be  corrected  all  money  papers  passing  through  their 
offices,  before  transmitting  to  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division. 
Responsible  officers  will  not  sign  money  papers  until  they  are 
satisfied  as  to  their  correctness,  completeness  and  legibility. 

There  are  four  forms  upon  which  money  is  expended  by  the 
Medical  Department  in  this  Division: 

a.  Upon  the  Hospital  Fund  Statement  (Form  35). 

b.  Upon  the  Statement  of  the  Ice  Fund  (Form  34). 

c.  Upon  Voucher  to  Abstract  of  Disbursements,  Articles  Pur- 
chased or  Services  Performed  (Form  4). 

d.  Upon  Voucher  of  Pay  Roll  of  Persons  Employed  (Form  6). 

A.  The  hospital  fund  statement.  (Vide  Sec.  IV,  Par.  BJ-. 

B.  The  statement  of  the  ICE  fund  is  only  required  at  those 
stations  where  ice  is  manufactured. 

C.  The  voucher  to  abstract  of  disbursements,  articles 
purchased  OR  SERVICES  performed  (Form  4)  is  the  form  upon 
which  most  bills  of  the  Medical  Department  are  payable,  such  as 
laundry  bills,  purchases  of  disinfectants  and  emergency  medical 
supplies,  etc.,  bills  for  the  repair  of  typewriters  and  other  medical 
property,  purchases  of  ice,  rubber  stamps,  etc.,  salaries  of  contract 
nurses,  clerks  and  other  civilian  employees  except  such  laborers  as 
are  paid  from  Civil  Fund.  * Note  2. 

All  vouchers  in  payment  for  repairs  of  whatever  kind  must  show’ 
itemized  prices  for  each  article  furnished  which  enters  into  the 
repairs. 

All  vouchers  in  payment  for  supplies  furnished  must  show  unit 
prices;  proper  invoice,  Form  5,  Medical  Department,  should  be 
prepared  and  mailed  to  the  Surgeon  General  direct  (See  Note  2). 

The  following  points  are  to  be  carefully  noted  in  the  preparation 
of  this  paper: 

1.  The  voucher  should  give  (a)  the  name  of  the  place,  i.  e.y  the 
town  address,  the  province  and  island  in  which  the  creditor  resides; 


* Note  2.— When  authority  to  purchase  articles  has  been  obtained  from  the 
Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Division,  the  medical  officer  signing  the  money  voucher 
is  accountable  for  the  property  so  purchased;  he  will  accordingly  pre- 
pare vouchers  (Form  5,  Medical  Department)  in  duplicate,  and  take  up  said 
articles  on  his  “Return  of  Medical  Properly”  for  the  ensuing  period.  One 
voucher  (Form  5)  should  be  mailed  to  the  Surgeon  General  while  the  other 
is  retained  as  a voucher  in  support  of  the  responsible  officer. 
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(b)  the  date  and  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  U.  S.  Medical 
Department  is  debtor,  stating  his  address  in  full;  (c)  the  nature  of 
the  services  performed;  (d)  the  organization  for  and  the  place  at 
which  the  service  is  performed;  fe)  the  inclusive  dates  of  service; 
(f)  the  time  for  which  payment  is  made;  (g)  the  rate  of  pay  and  the 
total  amount  due;  (h)  the  authority. 


Service  by  the  month: 

1.  For  services  performed  as  female  contract  nurse.  *Note  3. 

2.  At  Military  Hospital,  Calamba,  Department  of  Southern 
Luzon,  P.  I. 

3.  From  February  20th  to  28th,  1900,  inclusive. 

4.  Being  11  days. — A.  R.,  651. 

5.  At  the  rate  of  $50.00  currency  per  month,  $18.33. 

6.  By  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  April  30,  1898. 

Service  by  the  day. 

1.  For  services  performed  as  seamstress  for 

2.  Military  Hospital,  Dagupan,  Department  of  Northern 
Luzon,  P.  I. 

3.  From  February  27  to  March  4,  1900,  inclusive. 

4.  Being  6 days.  At  the  rate  of  50  cents  U.  S.  currency  per 
day,  $3.00. 

5.  Bmployed  by  authority  of  the  Chief  Surgeon  in  letter  dated 
February  12,  1900. 

Services  other  than  by  the  day  or  month. 

If  a voucher  is  in  payment  for  the  laundry  of  property  of  the 
Medical  Department,  such  as  hospital  bed  and  table  linen,  the 
fact  should  be  so  stated. 


*Note  3.— In  case  of  contract  nurses  the  dale  of  last  payment  and  by  whom 
paid  should  be  noted,  and  upon  the  final  voucher  when  the  contract  is 
annulled,  the  date  of  annulment  should  be  added.  These  notes  should  be 
written  two  or  three  lines  below  the  body  of  the  bill.  If  a contract 
nurse  or  other  civilian  employee  has  been  absent  on  leave  without  pay,  the 
inclusive  dates  must  be  stated  on  the  voucher  and  the  amount  deducted 
from  the  sum  total  due.  Contracts  must  accompany  vouchers  when  pre- 
sented for  payment.  The  disbursing  officer  will  return  the  contract  to  the 
nurse  after  endorsing  the  payment  upon  it.  Pay  vouchers  of  contract  nurses 
should  be  prepared  (1)  at  the  end  of  each  month,  (2)  upon  transfer  to  another 
station,  (3)  upon  departure  on  leave  of  absence  or  by  order,  (4)  upon  annul- 
ment of  contract  or  for  reason  of  change  of  rate  of  pay. 
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1.  For  washing  500  pieces  hospital  bed  and  table  linen,  the 
property  of  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Army,  at  2l/z  cents 
U.  S.  currency. 

2.  For  U.  S.  Regimental  Hospital,  23d  U.  S.  Infantry,  Jolo, 
Department  of  Mindanao  and  Jolo,  P.  I. 

3.  During  the  month  of  February,  1900. 

4.  Per  authority  of  the  Chief  Surgeon,  Department  of  Min- 
danao and  Jolo,  dated  January  1,  1900. 

Private  laundry  of  nurses  is  not  a proper  charge  against  the 
United  States. 

So  much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  correct  signa- 
tures of  natives  that  medical  officers  will  be  required  hereafter  to 
write  the  name  of  the  creditor  on  the  voucher  and  witness  the 
signature. — A.  R.,  647. 

Attention  is  invited  to  G.  O.  65,  A.  G.  O.,  April  19,  1899;  each 
voucher  should  show  the  currency  under  which  indebtedness  is 
incurred  and  the  currency  in  which  paid.  If  the  indebtedness  is 
incurred  in  Mexican  currency  it  should  be  shown  on  the  vouchers, 
and  the  reduction  into  U.  S.  currency  at  the  current  rate  of 
exchange  will  be  made  by  the  disbursing  officer  paying  the  account 
and  not  by  the  medical  officer  incurring  the  debt. 

A translation  into  English  must  accompany  vouchers  rendered 
in  Spanish,  the  rates  and  amounts  being  expresed  in  U.  S.  currency. 

2.  The  certificate  of  the  voucher  is  signed  by  the  reponsible 
officer,  giving  his  official  title  in  full.  He  must  state  “the  ser- 
vices where  rendered”  as  stated  or  that  “the  articles  have  been 
furnished”  as  stated. 

3.  The  receipt  of  the  voucher  is  signed  by  the  creditor  to 

whom  the  U.  S.  Medical  Department  is  debtor.  In  case  the 
creditor  is  a native  or  does  not  write  legibly,  the  medical  officer  will 
sign  the  creditor’s  name  and  witness  the  creditor’s  mark,  thus: 
Witness  to  signature:  his 

Henry  J.  Waters,  Michael  X Angelo. 

1st  Lieut  and  Asst.  Surg.,  mark 

79th  U.  S.  Vol.  Inf. 

The  date  of  the  receipt  and  from  whom  received  is  left  blank. 

The  number  of  dollars  and  cents  is  written  in  full  and  expressed 
by  figures  in  parenthesis.  A.  R. , 637  prohibits  the  giving  or  taking 
of  receipts  for  public  money  in  blank. 
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4-  The  brief  of  the  voucher  on  Form  4 should  be  filled  in  by 
the  medical  officer.  The  account  is  for  services  rendered  by  the 
creditor,  whose  full  address  should  be  given.  The  place,  date  and 
amount  should  be  entered. 

The  2d  and  3d  folds  on  the  back  of  Form  4 are  not  to  be  filled 
in  by  the  medical  officer. 

D.  The  Voucher  Pay  Roll  of  Persons  Employed  (Form  6)  is 
used  simply  as  a substitute  for  Form  4 when  a large  number  of 
persons  are  to  be  paid.  Only  one  person  can  be  paid  on  Form  4 
but  any  number  can  be  paid  upon  Form  6.  Laborers  are  usually 
paid  upon  this  form.  The  heading  and  the  brief  on  Form  6 is 
not  filled  in  by  the  medical  officer.  The  certificate  is  signed  by 
the  medical  officer,  who  must  affix  his  full  military  rank.  The 
date  and  place  must  be  entered  in  full. 

The  witnessing  officer  should  sign  his  name  in  the  proper 
column  for  each  employee’s  mark. 

Wrappers,  enclosing  papers  returned  for  correction,  being  a part 
of  the  records  in  this  office,  will  be  returned  by  proper  endorse- 
ment with  the  least  practicable  delay. 

VII.  TRANSFER  OF  PATIENTS. 

No  patients  will  be  transferred  by  a medical  officer  to  another 
hospital  without  first  obtaining  authority  from  the  department 
chief  surgeon.  Individual  transfers  beyond  the  geographical  limits 
of  a Military  Department  can  be  made  only  by  the  order  of  the 
Department  Commander  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Department 
Chief  Surgeon  and  for  admission  to  the  First  Reserve  Hospital, 
Manila,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the 
Division. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  the  following: 

1.  Transfer  slips  should  accompany  the  patients.  The  name 
rank  and  organization  of  the  patient  should  be  correctly  given.  A 
short  history  of  the  illness  should  be  given  in  addition  to  the 
diagnosis.  The  date  of  original  admission  to  sick  report  is  the 
date  when  the  man  was  first  taken  on  sick  report  and  not  when 
admitted  to  the  hospital.  The  statement  in  line  of  duty  or  not  in 
line  of  duty  must  be  placed  on  ever}7  slip. 

2.  Patients,  whose  transfer  to  the  United  States  for  treatment 
is  required,  will  hereafter  be  assembled  in  the  Manila  Hospitals. 
The  commanding  officers  of  these  hospitals  will  cause  each  man  to 
be  examined  by  a board  of  three  medical  officers  appointed  by 
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himself  and  of  w hich  he  is  president  and  only  such  men  as  are 
suitable  cases  will  be  finally  recommended.  The  recommendation 
will  give  the  name,  rank  and  organization  of  each  case  and  wall  be 
signed  by  the  members  of  the  board  of  examiners,  who  wdll  be  held 
responsible  that  only  proper  cases  are  mentioned  on  the  list. 
Patients  wdiose  lives  would  be  endangered  by  the  voyage  will  not  be 
sent.  The  descriptive  list  of  every  man  transferred  to  the  United 
States  should  accompany  him  and  on  the  day  of  transfer  a short 
diet  and  treatment  chart  should  be  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  the 
transport  surgeon. 

VIII.  CERTIFICATES  OF  DISABILITY. 

These  certificates  are  most  important  papers  and  great  care 
should  be  exercised  to  see  that  they  are  complete,  both  in  regard 
to  the  company  officers  and  the  medical  officer’s  certificate,  w7hicli 
should  substantially  agree  one  with  another.  When  the  certificates 
of  disability  are  completed,  and  ready  for  final  action,  notification 
of  this  fact  wTill  be  sent  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  department 
by  the  chief  surgeon  wfitli  recommendation  that  the  soldier  be 
sent  to  Hospital  No.  3,  Manila.  Upon  the  receipt  of  department 
orders  the  soldier,  with  his  descriptive  list  and  disability  papers, 
wall  be  sent  to  the  commanding  officer  of  Hospital  No.  3,  wdio  w7ill 
make  the  final  recommendation  that  the  man  be  .sent  to  the 
United  States  for  discharge. — Circular  10,  c.  s.  Headquarters 
Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps. 

The  following  points  are  to  be  carefully  noted: 

1.  Every  question  should  be  answered  by  a direct  statement 
and  the  two  papers  should  be  exact  duplicates. 

2.  The  medical  certificate  should  agree  with  the  company 
officer’s  certificate. 

3.  The  first  question  in  the  medical  officer’s  certificate  cannot 
be  answered  by  giving  simply  the  diagnosis.  A reason  intelligible 
to  a layman  must  set  forth  the  cause  wdiy  the  man  is  unfit  for  duty. 

4.  The  w7ords  “In  line  of  duty”  or  “Not  in  line  of  duty”  must 
always  be  written  out  in  answer  to  the  second  question  of  the 
medical  officer’s  certificate.  If  cause  of  disability  is  not  known 
this  fact  should  be  stated. 

5.  The  length  of  time  under  observation  must  be  expressed  in 
months  or  days. 


6.  The  medical  officer  can  properly  confer  with  the  company 
officer  and  give  him  the  cause  on  account  of  which  the  soldier  is 
recommended  for  discharge.  The  statement  “on  account  of  dis- 
ability” or  other  indirect  answer  is  not  allowed. 

7.  The  company  officer  must  express  an  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  the  disability  was  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty. 

8.  Certificates  of  disability  must  be  made  out  by  the  senior 
medical  officer  with  the  command  and  be  entirely  in  his  own 
handwriting.  To  his  signature  must  be  affixed  his  full  military 
rauk  and  title. 

IX.  SUBSISTENCE  FOR  THE  SICK. 

Officers  subsisted  in  hospitals  are  to  be  charged  a uniform  rate  of 
one  dollar  a day,  the  money  to  be  accounted  for  as  hospital  fund. 
For  enlisted  men  the  medical  officer  may  draw  the  regular  ration 
or  he  may  utilize,  for  such  men  as  cannot  eat  the  regular  ration, 
the  forty  cents  a day  authorized  by  G.  O.  182,  A.  G.  O.,  October 
20,  1899. 

The  ration  or  the  forty  cents  a day  may  be  drawn  for  a part  or 
all  of  the  sick,  but  both  cannot  be  used  for  the  same  person  at  the 
same  time.  Medical  officers  in  charge  of  sick  should  make 
request  of  the  Chief  Commissary  for  Form  No.  69,  which  is  self- 
explanatory. 

This  is  the  only  official  commissary  paper  necessary  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  the  forty  cents  a day,  just  as  the  regular  ration 
return  blank  is  the  only  paper  in  connection  with  the  drawing  of 
the  regular  ration. 

To  obtain  with  the  forty  cent  allowance  supplies  which  may  be 
011  hand  in  the  commissary,  the  medical  officer  requests  the  most 
available  commissary  officer  in  charge  of  sales  stores  to  send  him 
such  supplies  as  desired.  The  commissary  officer  will  send  the 
supplies  and  with  them  a bill,  which  will  serve  as  a basis  for  the 
entry  which  the  medical  officer  makes  on  Form  69,  which  he 
retains  for  his  own  information,  under  the  heading  “furnished 
to  the  hospital  from  subsistence  stores  on  hand.”  The  medical 
officer  makes  no  entries  other  than  “return  of  enlisted  patients” 
on  the  Form  69,  which  he  sends  the  commissary. 

The  medical  officer  is  not  restricted  in  his  purchases  to  commis- 
sary supplies,  but  may  himself  purchase  elsewhere  whatever  is 
needed,  or  request  the  commissary  officer  to  do  so.  Such  purchases 
will  be  entered  at  the  end  of  the  month  by  the  commissary  officer 
on  Form  69  under  the  heading  “purchased  for  the  hospital.” 


None  of  this  forty  cent  fund  ever  conies  into  the  possession  of 
medical  officers.  All  purchases  whatever  from  the  commissary  or 
outside  are  paid  for  by  the  commissary  officer,  on  vouchers  certified 
to  by  the  medical  officer,  who,  in  cases  of  emergency  or  open 
market  purchases  made  by  him.  makes  out  and  signs  in  duplicate 
Form  No.  9 or  9^,  Subsistence  Department,  said  form  to  accom- 
pany the  voucher  presented  to  the  commissary  officer  for  payment. 

The  above  remarks  apply  to  all  hospitals  in  the  Division. 


X.  MISCELLANEOUS  INSTRUCTIONS. 

A.  The  remains  of  those  dying  in  the  military  service 
should,  if  possible,  be  sent  to  Manila.  Should  this  be  impossible 
they  should  be  buried  within  the  limits  of  the  most  permanent 
garrison  available. 

The  coffins  of  those  sent  to  Manila  should  have  the  name,  rank, 
company,  regiment,  date  and  cause  of  death  of  the  deceased 
painted  or  otherwise  indelibly  fixed  upon  the  coffin. 

When  a soldier  is  buried  a sealed  bottle  containing  the  name, 
rank,  etc.,  of  the  deceased  should  be  placed  in  the  coffin.  The 
grave  should  be  marked  with  the  name,  rank,  company,  regiment, 
date  and  cause  of  death  of  the  person  buried;  and  this, 
together  with  any  other  information  useful  in  the  disinterment 
and  shipment  of  the  remains  to  the  United  States,  should  be 
properly  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  post  at  which  the  deceased 
was  serving  or  the  organization  to  which  he  belonged.  Circular  5, 
c.  s.,  these  headquarters. 

B.  Vaccination  of  all  Americans  with  native  virus  is 
deemed  necessary.  The  senior  medical  officer  of  each  command, 
upon  arrival  in  this  Division,  will  obtain  from  the  Chief  Surgeon 
sufficient  virus  for  the  whole  command.  Surgeons  with  troops  in 
the  field  will  keep  accurate  vaccination  records  of  the  entire  com- 
mand so  that  every  man’s  history  may  be  clearly  and  easily 
learned. 

C.  Contract  surgeons  are  not  competent  to  sign  final 
statements.  Where  a contract  surgeon  is  alone  with  a detach- 
ment from  which  a man  is  discharged,  the  commanding  officer 
is  the  proper  person  to  authenticate  the  statements.  I11  these 
papers  the  ascertained  disability,  as  recited  in  the  certificate,  must 
be  entered  as  the  cause  of  discharge. — A.  R.,  141.  It  must  appear 
that  the  service  was  “honest  and  faithful’’  if  such  was  the  case. 
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D.  Medical  officers  must  make  their  official  signatures  exact 
and  definite,  so  as  to  show  their  precise  status,  thus:  Samuel  K. 
Dennis,  ist  Lieutenant,  Assistant  Surgeon,  U.  S.  Army,  Surgeon 
50th  Infantry;  Robert  F.  Duer,  Contract  Surgeon,  U.  S.  Army, 
Assistant  Surgeon,  50th  Infantry;  Levin  Ballard,  Captain  Assistant 
Surgeon,  U.  S.  Volunteers. 

In  addressing  an  officer  in  writing,  in  the  preparation  of  an 
invoice,  in  an  endorsement  or  in  speaking  of  ^imself  in  the  third 
person,  the  rank  should  precede  the  name  and  grade  should  follow 
it.  Thus,  one  should  write:  Captain  Thomas  Levering,  Assistant 
Surgeon,  iotli  Kentucky  Volunteers,  and  not  Thomas  Levering, 
Captain,  Assistant  Surgeon,  as  those  who  are  inexperienced  are 
apt  to  do. 

E.  1.  The  instruction  of  the  soidiers  of  the  hospitae 
corps  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  duties  of  the  medical 
officer.  An  ignorant  or  an  inefficient  man  is,  in  many  cases,  a 
reflection  upon  the  ability  of  his  detachment  commander,  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  produce  thoroughly  instructed  sanitary 
soldiers,  fit  for  any  detail  in  garrison  or  field.  For  this  purpose 
the  men  should  be  rotated  in  their  duties,  and  should  receive  both 
practical  and  theoretical  instruction  in  the  care  and  handling  of 
the  sick,  as  w7ell  as  in  all  subjects  required  for  examination  for 
promotion. 

2. — 111  requesting  details  from  the  Company  of  Instruction,  the 
particular  qualifications  desired  should  be  stated,  and  wTill  be  con- 
sidered if  practicable.  Details  for  the  company  should  be  made 
from  intelligent  men  of  good  character  only,  giving  preference  to 
those  wTho  will  probably  be  benefitted  by  the  training,  and  thereby 
made  available  for  more  responsible  positions.  Medical  officers 
who  recommend  improper  men  will  be  held  responsible  therefor.

— Mammalian  animals,  such  as  dogs,  cats,  monkeys,  mice,  etc., 
which  not  unfrequently  accompany  passengers  as  pets,  should  not  be  ship- 
ped from  a plague-infected  or  suspected  port  or  place.

ARTICLE  XV.  * 

TREATMENT  OF  PLAGUE- INFECTED  VESSELS. 

Par.  7.— Detention  of  personnel. 

(1.)  Mammalian  animals,  such  as  dogs,  cats,  monkeys,  mice,  etc.,  which 
not  unfrequently  accompany  passengers  as  pets,  should  not  be  shipped  from 
plague-infected  or  suspected  port  or  place.  Should,  however,  such  arrive, 
they  shall  be  held  in  quarantine  at  least  fifteen  days.

The  attention  of  all  officers  accountable  for  government  property 
is  called  to  Article  LYIII,  Army  Regulations. 

When  property  is  being  transferred  from  one  officer  to  another, 
and  the  receiving  officer  declines  to  receipt  for  it  as  serviceable, 
the  provisions  of  paragraph  667,  A.  R.,  apply,  and  a board  of 
survey  is  the  proper  authority  to  determine  upon  the  condition  of 
the  property.  The  practice  of  submitting  Inventory  and  Inspec- 
tion Reports  and  requesting  the  action  of  an  inspector  on  property 
ordered  transferred,  in  order  that  he  may  decide  whether  it  is 
serviceable  or  not,  will  be  discontinued. 

In  this  connection  the  attention  of  all  officers  responsible  for 
government  property,  on  which  the  action  of  an  inspector  is 
desired,  is  called  to  the  wording  of  the  certificate  011  the  Inventory 
and  Inspection  Report,  Form  1,  Inspector  General’s  Office.

I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  has 
rendered  a decision  under  date  of  May  *28, 1900,  to  the  effect  that,  under  the 
law  governing  the  pay  of  officers  on  leave,  officers  serving  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  United  States  in  any  of  our  island  possessions  who  may  be  granted 
leaves  of  absence  must  be  regarded  as  on  leave  status  from  the  dates  they 
leave  their  respective  stations  or  posts  of  duty  until  they  rejoin  the  same, 
provided  they  have  authority  for  absence  during  this  period — notwithstand- 
ing General  Orders,  No.  167,  Adjutant  General’s  Office,  October  13, 1898.  Copy 
of  an  extract  from  the  Comptroller’s  decision  is  enclosed.  The  Secretary 
of  War  has  recommended  to  Congress  remedial  legislation,  and  in  the 
meantime  this  information  is  communicated,  by  his  direction,  for  your 
guidance  and  for  that  of  officers  of  your  command  who  have  authority  to 
grant  leaves  of  absence.

The  claimant  was  absent  on  leave  from  his  regiment  for  a period  of  53 
days,  27  days  of  which  were  spent  within  the  United  States,  the  remainder 
thereof  being  occupied  in  coming  from  his  station  and  returning  thereto.

The  claimant  was  absent  53  days,  under  a leave  of  absence  for  thirty 
days.  The  excess  beyond  the  thirty  days’  leave  granted  was  while  journey- 
ing to  and  from  the  United  States,  and  having  been  authorized  by  General 
Orders,  No.  107,  A.  G.  O.,  of  1898,  supra,  may  therefore  be  regarded  as  absence 
with  leave,  during  which  time,  under  section  1265  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
supra,  he  is  entitled  to  half-pay.

The  non-receipt  of  official  reports  in  confirmation  of  your  cablegrams,  as 
well  as  from  observance  of  more  detailed  information  from  the  Manila  news- 
papers, warrants  the  conclusion  that  the  requirements  of  Paragraphs  267  and 
268  of  “Troops  in  Campaign”  which  read  as  follows,  are  not  being  complied 
with  by  officers  in  your  Division: 

“Within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  every  engagement,  or  affair,  the 
commanding  officer  of  each  regiment,  separate  battalion,  and  light  battery 
concerned,  will  prepare  and  forward  to  the  next  superior  headquarters,  a 
concise  report  of  the  part  taken  therein  by  his  command,  including  the 
effective  strength  of  the  same,  and  the  losses  incurred,  under  the  separate 
heads  of  killed,  wounded  and  missing.  A duplicate  of  the  report  will  be 
forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General. 

“Brigade  commanders,  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  reports  of 
the  organizations  composing  them ; division  commanders  within  twenty 
days,  and  corps  commanders  within  thirty  days  thereafter,  will  prepare  and 
forward  similar  reports  to  the  next  superior  headquarters.  They  will  be 
accompanied  by  appendices  containing  consolidated  reports  of  the  effective 
strength  and  casualties  of  the  several  commands,  of  the  losses  of  property 
incurred  and  a nominal  list  of  the  officers  attached  to  their  respective  staffs. 
Duplicates  of  these  reports  will  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General.” 

As  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we  shall  be  called  upon  for  our  annual 
reports  for  1900,  the  preparation  of  which  must  necessarily  extend  through 
the  whole  year  instead  of  being  crowded  into  the  few  weeks  before  the  time 
of  their  rendition  to  Congress,  the  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  the 
Army  desires  that  the  attention  of  all  subordinate  commanders  in  your 
Division  be  called  to  the  requirements  of  the  provisions  above  indicated,  - 
and  that  all  reports  of  operations  since  August  31,  1899,  or  of  prior  dates  that 
have  not  already  been  rendered,  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant  General 
with  the  least  practicable  delay.

Sir: — 

The  value  to  this  office  of  the  muster  roll  of  Company  — , 

Regiment,  U.  S.  Volunteers,  for  March  and  April,  1900,  is  very 
much  impaired  by  reason  of  the  column  “Names — present”  not 
being  filled  in.  When  muster  rolls  received  are  incomplete,  it 
causes  great  embarrassment  in  the  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  office,  and,  in  the  cases  ot  organizations  on  duty  in  the  Philip- 
pine Islands,  two  or  three  months  will  elapse  before  they  can  be 
completed,  thereby  necessitating  a delay  in  replying  to  the  requests 
received  from  the  Auditor  for  the  War  Department,  U.  S.  Treasury, 
for  information  which  is  absolutely  necessarv  before  a settlement 
of  the  claim  of  the  soldier  can  be  made.  Many  letters  have  been 
written  on  this  subject  to  the  commanding  officers  of  organizations, 
but  little  attention  has  been  paid  to  them,  as  the  officers  evidently 
do  not  realize  the  importance  of  properly  preparing  their  muster 
rolls  in  accordance  with  the  printed  instructions  thereon.  This 
is  essential,  as  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Pensions  and  other  officers  of  the  Government  decline 
to  settle  the  claim  of  a soldier,  or  his  heirs,  without  first  obtaining 


a report  of  his  military  history  as  shown  by  the  muster  rolls  on 
file  in  this  office. 

The  duty  of  the  Mustering  Officer  in  this  particular  is  not 
perfunctory.  That  officer  should  examine  the  rolls  and  see  that 
they  are,  in  the  main , complete  before  mailing  them. 

The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  the  Army  directs  that  the 
proper  officer  be  instructed  to  forward  a completed  roll  for  Company 

— , Infantry,  and,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  same,  the  incomplete 

copy  w7ill  be  returned;  also,  that  orders  be  issued  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  all  officers  concerned  to  the  importance  of  giving  their 
personal  attention  to  the  preparation  of  their  muster  rolls.

The  instructions  contained  in  circular  from  Headquarters 
Department  of  the  Pacific  and  Eighth  Army  Corps,  October  29, 
1898,  are  hereby  revoked,  and  the  following  instructions,  which 
are  substituted  therefor,  are  published  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  all  concerned: 

In  order  that  issues  of  subsistence  stores  may  be  properly 
made,  commissaries  of  organizations  should  always  be  present  at 
the  drawing  of  rations,  giving  this  important  duty  their  personal 
supervision.  In  view  of  the  necessity  of  issuing  original  packages, 
rations  are  sometimes  received  by  commissaries  which  upon 
being  opened  are  found  to  have  suffered  deterioration  from  the 
trying  climatic  influences  of  these  Islands.  To  correct  all  errors, 
without  multiplying  unnecessarily  boards  of  survey,  all  officers  in 
charge  of  drawing  rations  for  organizations  or  detachments,  should 
carefully  inspect  all  the  .stores  drawn  by  them  not  later  than 
twenty-four  hours  after  receipt  of  the  same,  and  immediately 
thereafter  return  to  the  issuing  commissary  such  of  the  articles  as 
have  so  far  undergone  deterioration  as  to  be  unfit  for  issue,  with 
certificates  stating  amounts  and  conditions,  to  be  signed  by  the 
officer  in  charge  of  drawing  the  rations,  and  by  two  other  officers 
(if  practicable),  one  of  whom  is  to  be  a medical  officer.  Upon  the 
return  of  any  defective  articles  to  the  issuing  commissar)7,  that 
officer  will  replace  them  with  other  stores  of  the  same  character) 
but  of  good  quality,  from  stock  on  hand.  Officers  should  see  that 
all  subsistence  stores  once  received  by  them,  are  so  protected  as  to 
render  loss  impossible. 

The  messing  of  troops  and  the  management  of  the  ration  should 
be  personally  supervised  by  the  company  commander  as  directed 
in  A.  R.,  280-283,  and  War  Department  General  Orders,  No.  94,  of 
1898. 

All  subsistence  stores  sold  to  officers,  enlisted  men  and  civilians, 
which  are,  upon  examination  after  delivery,  found  to  be  unfit  for 
use,  may  be  returned  to  the  sales  commissary  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  their  purchase;  who  will  replace  the  damaged  stores 
by  like  articles  of  good  quality,  after  being  thoroughly  satisfied

that  the  stores  returned  are  the  same  stores  which  were  sold  to  the 
party  returning  them.  Exception  is  made  in  the  case  of  fresh 
meat,  which  should  be  returned  to  the  sales  commissary  immedi- 
ately after  receipt,  if  found  to  be  unfit  for  use,  who,  in  case  he  has 
no  other  fresh  meat  on  hand  to  deliver  in  lieu  of  that  returned, 
will  refund  to  the  purchaser  the  amount  paid  for  such  meat  as  is 
returned.

For  convenience  of  officers  of  the  Army  who  desire  to  utilize  the  cable 
codes  of  the  War  Department  for  economical  communication  with  their 
families,  the  following  instructions  are  issued: 

The  War  Department  Telegraphic  Code  contains  a code  word  for  each 
officer  in  the  regular  establishment,  for  instance:  Nadelbaum,  (General 
John  R.  Brooke),  and  for  officers  of  rank  in  the  volunteer  establishment, 
Navigasse,  (General  James  PI.  Wilson).  This  code  and  the  Western  Union 
Telegraphic  Code  used  as  a supplement  thereto  contain  many  code  phrases 
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that  would  very  largery  reduce  the  cost  of  cable  messages,  in  which 
messages,  it  should  be  understood,  each  word,  including  the  address  and 
signature,  is  counted.  An  officer  in  the  Philippines  desiring  to  cable  his  wife 
as  follows: 

Mrs.  Richard  Doe, 

Newark,  New  Jersey, 

Have  suffered  no  injury;  health  is 

improving. 

(Signed)  Richard. 

would  have  to  pay  for  13  words.  By  registering  the  name  of  his  wife,  using 
therefor  his  own  code  name,  with  the  Chief  Signal  Officer  in  Washington, 
and  using  the  War  Department  Telegraphic  Code,  the  message  could  be 
sent  in  5 wrords,  viz: 

(Code  word  for  officer’s  wife) 

Washington. 

Episcenos  embryotege. 

(Signed)  Richard. 

Similarly  the  wife  can  communicate  with  the  husband  in  the  Philippines 
by  using  for  the  address  two  words  (code  registered  word  for  name  of  officer) 
Manila,  and  similarly  messages  can  thus  be  sent  to  officers  in  Porto  Rico 
where  the  address  is  Sanjuandeportorico. 

The  Signal  Officer,  Division  of  the  Philippines,  the  Signal  Officer,  Depart- 
ment of  Porto  Rico,  and  an  officer  to  be  designated  by  the  Chief  Signal 
Officer  at  Washington  are  charged  with  the  carrying  out  of  this  work  and 
will  see  that  all  messages  received  in  Manila,  San  Juan  or  in  Washington  are 
transmitted  and  promptly  forwarded  to  the  party  concerned. 

No  message,  however,  can  be  sent  to  Washington  by  any  officer  until 
he  has  designated  the  name  of  the  party  whom  he  desires  to  receive  a 
cablegram,  if  registered  in  Washington  under  his  own  code  name.  The  Chief 
Signal  Officer  will  register  on  request. 

The  Eastern  Extension  Australasia  and  China  Telegraph  Com- 
pany requires  messages  to  be  paid  for  at  their  cable  offices  in  cash, 
so  that  until  some  arrangement  can  be  made  with  this  company, 
payment  for  cablegrams  cannot  be  received  at  military  offices. 
It  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  officers  stationed  at  points  where 
there  is  no  cable  office  to  make  arrangements  with  some  person  to 
file  theh-  cablegrams  at  the  company’s  office  and  pay  for  them.

Referring  to  a communication  from  Chaplain  T.  6.  Steward , 25th  Infantry, 
dated  Manila,  April  6,  1900,  forwarded  by  your  endorsement  of  April  20. 
suggesting  reference  to  the  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  with  the 
request  that  a small  quantity  of  judiciously  selected  seeds  with  instructions 
be  sent  Chaplain  Steward , I have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that  the  Depart- 
ment is  advised  under  date  of  June  30, 1900,  by  the  Honorable  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  that  as  regards  the  Philippine  Islands,  Congress  refused 
to  do  anything  toward  the  establishment  of  an  experiment  station  in  the 
Philippine  Islands  until  peace  was  secured,  but  that,  the  Department  can  send 
to  any  place  in  the  Philippine  Islands  where  American  troops  are  located, 
a limited  amount  of  garden  seeds,  so  that  the  officers  and  men  may  have 
vegetables  for  their  own  use  to  a certain  extent.  This,  however,  cannot  be 
done  on  a scale  sufficiently  large  to  permit  of  a distribution  of  seeds  to  the 
native  gardeners,  as  suggested  in  the  letter  of  Chaplain  Steward. 

The  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  therefore,  rema  rks  that  if  a list  be  furnished 
his  Department  of  Army  officers  who  desire  garden  seeds  for  their  own  use, 
they  will  be  furnished,  and  that  in  the  meantime  a small  allotment  will  be 
made  to  Chaplain  Steward  at  Manila.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Secretary 
of  War  the  fact  that  the  regulations  of  the  Post  Office  Department  concerning 
the  manner  of  forwarding  packages  and  parcels  of  mailable  matter  con- 
taining only  articles  designed  as  gifts  and  souvenirs  from  officers  and  enlisted 
men  and  persons  employed  in  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States  at  stations 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States  and  addressed  to  members  of  their 
families,  as  promulgated  in  General  Orders,  No.  195,  November  15,  1899,  from 
this  office,  have,  in  some  instances,  not  been  fully  observed. 

The  Lieutenant  General  Commanding  the  Army  therefore  directs  that  you 
issue  such  instructions  as  will  secure  a proper  observance  of  the  regulations 
in  question,  with  particular  reference  to  that  part  thereof  which  requires 
that  such  packages  be  so  marked  as  to  show  the  branch  of  the  service  to 
which  the  sender  belongs  and  be  countersigned  by  a commissioned  officer  or 
a postmaster,  as  they  will  otherwise  be  subject  to  seizure  by  the  customs 
authorities  and  then  released  only  upon  payment  of  a fine  equal  to  the  duty 
thereon.

Sir: 

I have  the  honor  to  state  that  not  infrequently  officers  call  upon  medical 
officers,  who  are  not  their  attending  surgeons,  for  irregular  medical  cer- 
tificates, for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  sick  leaves  of  absence  or  changes  in 
their  stations  and  duties,  which  certificates,  thoughtlessly  given,  are  often 
misleading. 

In  view  of  these  facts  I would  respectfully  recommend  that  a circular  order 
be  issued  to  the  effect  that,  in  future,  all  medical  officers  are  forbidden  to 
furnish  medical  certificates  to  officers  or  enlisted  men  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  sick  leaves  of  absence,  furloughs,  or  changes  in  their  stations  and 
duties,  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  proper  authority;  also  inviting  attention  to 
the  provisions  of  Par.  60,  A.  R.,  pertaining  to  the  subject  of  sick  leaves  of 
absence.

PROCLAMATION. 

In  the  armed  struggle  against  the  sovereign  power  of  the  United 
States  now  in  progress  in  these  Islands,  frequent  violations  of 
important  provisions  of  the  laws  of  war  have  recently  manifested 
themselves,  rendering  it  imperative,  while  rejecting  every  consid- 
eration of  belligerency  of  those  opposing  the  government  in  the 
sense  in  which  the  term  belligerency  is  generally  accepted  and 
understood,  to  remind  all  concerned  of  the  existence  of  these  laws, 
that  exemplary  punishments  attach  to  the  infringement  thereof, 
and  that  their  strict  observance  is  required,  not  only  by  combatant 
forces,  but  as  well  by  non-combatants,  native  or  alien,  residing 
within  occupied  places. 

In  pursuance  of  this  purpose,  reference  is  made  to  the  following 
provisions  of  the  laws  of  war,  as  most  essential  for  consideration 
under  present  conditions: 


I.  A place,  district,  or  country  occupied  in  consequence  of 
regular  military  operations  by  an  organized  combatant  force  stands, 
by  reason  of  said  occupation,  under  the  martial  law  of  the  occupy-* 
ing  army.  The  commanding  general  owes  protection  to  all  people 
residing  within  the  places  occupied,  who  perform  with  fidelity  the 
duties  imposed  upon  them,  from  which  consideration  results  the 
obligation  upon  the  part  of  the  people  and  civil  officials  of  the 
occupied  territory,  of  strict  obedience  to  the  commanding  general 
of  the  occupying  force. 

The  present  necessity  for  allusion  to  the  laws  of  war  arises  from 
the  fact  that  many  proclamations,  recently  issued  by  insurgent 
commanders,  threaten  punishment  against  all  native  inhabitants 
of  occupied  places,  who  accept  the  reciprocal  relations  above 
described;  and  from  the  further  fact  that  in  prosecution  of  this 
policy,  the  mandates  of  insurgent  officers,  to  kidnap  and  to  assassi- 
nate residents  of  occupied  towns,  have  been  successfully  executed. 
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It  cannot,  therefore,  be  too  emphatically  declared  that  all  engaged 
in  such  transactions,  from  the  authority  making  the  procla- 
mation to  the  parties  of  execution,  are,  collectively  and  individu- 
ally, guilty  of  violation  of  the  laws  of  war,  and  must  eventually 
answer  for  murder  or  such  other  crime  as  may  result  from  their 
unlawful  actions. 

Notice  is  accordingly  given  to  insurgent  leaders  already  com- 
mitted to,  or  who  may  be  contemplating,  such  a system  of  war, 
that  the  practice  thereof  will  necessarily  terminate  the  possibility 
of  those  engaging  therein,  returning  to  normal  civic  relations  in 
the  Philippines.  That  is  to  say,  persons  charged  with  violation  of 
the  laws  of  war  above  enumerated  must,  sooner  or  later,  be  tried 
for  felonious  crimes,  with  all  the  attending  possibilities  of  convic- 
tion; or,  as  an  only  means  of  escape  therefrom,  must  become 
fugitive  criminals  bej^ond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States; 
which,  in  effect,  means  life-long  expatriation. 


II.  Persons  residing  within  an  occupied  place,  who  do  things 
inimical  to  the  interests  of  the  occupying  army,  are  known  as  war 
rebels,  or  war  traitors,  according  to  the  nature  of  their  overt  acts 
and  are  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  tribunals  of  the  occupy- 
ing army.  To  comply  with  demands  of  an  expelled  public  enemy, 
and  make  no  report  thereof,  creates  the  presumption  that  the  act 
is  voluntary  and  malicious.  In  such  a case  a plea  of  intimidation 
can  rarely  be  accepted.  The  plain  duty  of  people  so  threatened  is 
to  report  the  facts,  which  must,  by  reason  of  a common  language, 
be  of  knowledge  to  a large  part  of  the  resident  community,  and 
thereby  avert  suspicion  as  to  their  own  good  faith,  and  enable  the 
commanding  general  to  act  efficiently  in  behalf  of  their  protection. 
When,  however,  as  is  known  to  be  the  case  in  many  places 
occupied  by  U.  S.  troops,  secret  committees  are  permitted  to  exist 
and  to  act  in  behalf  of  the  so  called  insurgent  government  by  col- 
lecting supplies,  recruiting  men,  and  sending  military  information 
to  the  insurgent  camps,  it  is  not  only  difficult  to  afford  adequate 
protection,  but  the  well-disposed  people  who  from  a sense  of 
timidity  or  misplaced  sympathy  for  neighbors  persist  in  screen- 
ing these  comittees,  in  effect  offer  themselves  as  easy  victims  to 
be  plundered  and  murdered;  and  also  expose  themselves  to  the 
danger  of  being  classified  and  tried  as  war  traitors  against  the 
United  States. 

The  principal  object  of  this  proclamation  is  to  instruct  all 
classes  throughout  the  Archipelago  as  to  the  requirements  of  the 
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laws  of  war  in  respect  of  the  particulars  herein  referred  to,  and  to 
advise  all  concerned  of  the  purpose  to  exact,  in  the  future,  precise 
compliance  therewith.  The  practice  of  sending  supplies  to  insur- 
gent troops  from  places  occupied  by  the  United  States,  as  is  now 
the  case,  must  cease.  If  contumacious  or  faint-hearted  persons 
continue  to  engage  in  this  traffic,  they  must  be  prepared  to  answer 
for  their  actions  under  the  penalties  declared  in  this  article. 


III. — The  remarks  embodied  in  the  foregoing  article  II  apply 
with  special  force  to  the  city  of  Manila,  which  is  well  known  as  a 
rendezvous  from  which  an  extensive  correspondence  is  distributed 
to  all  parts  of  the  Archipelago  by  sympathizers  with  and  by  emis- 
saries of  the  insurrection.  All  persons  in  Manila  or  elsewhere  are 
again  reminded  that  the  entire  Archipelago,  for  the  time  being,  is 
necessarily  under  the  rigid  restraints  of  martial  law,  and  that  any 
contribution  of  advice,  information  or  supplies;  and  all  corre- 
spondence, the  effect  of  which  is  to  give  aid,  support,  encourage- 
ment or  comfort  to  the  armed  opposition  in  the  field,  are  flagrant 
violations  of  American  interests,  and  persons  so  engaged  are 
warned  to  conform  to  the  laws  which  apply  to  occupied  places  as 
herein  set  forth. 

The  newspapers  and  other  periodicals  of  Manila,  being  of  issue 
in  an  occupied  place,  are  especially  admonished  that  any  article 
published  in  the  midst  of  such  martial  environment,  which  by 
any  construction  can  be  classed  as  seditious,  must  be  regarded  as 
intended  to  injure  the  army  of  occupation,  and  as  subjecting  all 
connected  with  the  publication  to  such  punitive  action  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  undersigned. 


IV.  Men  who  participate  in  hostilities  without  being  part  of  a 
regularly  organized  force,  and  without  sharing  continuously  in  its 
operations,  but  who  do  so  with  intermittent  returns  to  their  homes 
and  avocations,  divest  themselves  of  the  character  of  soldiers  and, 
if  captured,  are  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  prisoners  of  war. 

It  is  well  known  that  many  of  the  occupied  towns,  support  and 
encourage  men,  who  habitually  assume  the  semblance  of  peaceful 
pursuits,  but  who  have  arms  hidden  outside  of  the  towns  and 
periodically  slip  out  to  take  part  in  guerrilla  war. 

The  fact  that  such  men  have  not  heretofore  been  held  respon- 
sible for  their  actions,  is  simply  an  evidence  of  the  solicitude  of 
the  United  States  to  avoid  all  appearance  of  harshness  in  pacifying 
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the  Islands,  and  not  of  any  defect  in  the  law  itself.  The  people  of 
the  Archipelago  are  now  instructed  as  to  the  precise  nature  of  the 
law  applicable  in  such  cases,  and  are  warned  to  mistrust  leaders 
who  not  only  require  soldiers  to  expose  themselves  to  the  ordinary 
vicissitudes  of  campaign,  but  insist  upon  duties  that  necessarily 
expose  all  who  engage  therein  to  the  possibility  of  trial  for  a 
capital  offense. 


War  in  its  earliest  form  was  an  act  of  violence  which,  from  the 
very  nature  of  primitive  humanity  and  of  the  forces  employed, 
knew  no  bounds.  Mankind,  from  the  beginning  of  civilization, 
however,  has  tried  to  mitigate,  and  to  escape,  as  far  as  possible, 
from  the  consequences  of  this  barbarous  conception  of  warlike 
action ; and  to  that  end  conventions  have  been  held  from  time  to 
time,  for  international  discussion  of  the  customs  and  usages  of 
war,  in  the  hope  that  some  means  might  be  devised  to  regulate  by 
rule  the  beneficent  instincts  of  humanity.  As  a consequence  of 
such  conferences,  a code  has  slowly  evolved,  which,  although 
uncertain  in  many  particulars,  contains  certain  fundamental  prin- 
ciples, which  have  been  accepted  and  are  now  insisted  upon  by  the 
public  opinion  of  the  world.  The  articles  discussed  in  this  paper 
have  been  adopted  by  all  civilized  nations.  Their  careful  perusal 
by  the  people,  it  is  hoped,  will  induce  all  who  are  eager  for  the 
tranquilization  of  the  Archipelago,  to  combine  for  mutual  protec- 
tion and  united  action  in  behalf  of  their  own  interests  and  the 
welfare  of  the  country.

PKOCLAMA. 

En  la  lucha  armada  contra  el  poder  soberano  de  los  Estados 
Unidos  que  en  la  actualidad  estd  desarrollandose  en  estas  Islas  han 
sido  tan  frecuentes  las  recientes  manifestaciones  de  infracciones 
de  importantes  provisiones  de  las  leyes  de  la  guerra  que  hacen 
imperativo  recordar  a los  interesados,  d la  par  que  se  recliaza 
toda  consideracidn  de  beligerante,  en  el  sentido  en  que  el  termino 
beligerante  se  acepta  y entiende,  d los  que  se  oponen  al  Gobierno, 
que  existen  tales  leyes,  que  su  infraccidn  se  castiga  con  penas 
severas,  y que  se  exige  su  estricta  observancia,  no  solo  por  las 
fuerzas  combatientes  sino  por  el  elemento  no  combatiente,  na- 
cional  6 extrangero,  que  sea  residente  en  los  lugares  ocupados. 

Con  este  objeto  se  llama  la  atencion  a las  siguientes  provisiones 
de  las  leyes  de  la  guerra  como  las  mas  esenciales  para  ser  consi- 
deradas  en  las  circunstancias  actuales: 


I.  Un  lugar,  distrito,  6 pais  ocupado  a consecuencia  de  opera- 
ciones  militares  regulares  verificadas  por  una  fuerza  combatiente 
organizada,  queda,  por  motivo  de  dicha  ocupacidn,  sugeto  d la  ley 
marcial  del  ejercito  de  ocupacion.  El  general  en  jefe  queda  obli- 
gado  d proteger  a los  que  residan  dentro  de  los  lugares  ocupados 
que  cumplan  fielmente  con  las  obligaciones  que  les  sean  impuestas 
y de  aqui  resulta  la  obligacion  por  parte  del  pueblo  y de  los  fun- 
cionarios  civiles  del  territorio  ocupado  de  rendir  estricta  obedien- 
cia  al  general  en  jefe  de  las  fuerzas  de  ocupacion. 

La  necesidad  de  hacer  referencia  d las  leyes  de  la  guerra  en 
la  actualidad  resulta  del  hecho  de  que  muchas  proclamas  ultima- 
men  te  expedidas  por  los  jefes  insurgentes  amenazan  con  castigo  a 
todos  los  habitantes  naturales  de  los  lugares  ocupados  que 
aceptasen  las  relaciones  reclprocas  ya  mencionadas,  y aun  mas 
del  hecho  de  que  en  la  prosecucion  de  esta  politica  las  ordenes 
de  los  oficiales  insurrectos  para  el  secuestro  y asesinato  de  los 
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vecinos  de  los  pueblos  ocupados  han  sido  ejecutadas  con  exito. 
Por  consiguiente  no  es  posible  ser  deuiasiado  energico  al  mani- 
festar  que  todos  los  que  tomen  parte  en  tales  hechos,  desde  la 
autoridad  de  quien  emane  la  proclama  hasta  los  que  verifiquen 
la  ejecucion,  son  culpables,  manconiunada  y solidarianiente,  de 
la  infraccion  de  las  leyes  de  la  guerra,  y taide  6 teuiprano  se 
bar&n  responsables  del  asesinato  u otro  delito  que  sea  el  resultado 
de  sus  aeciones  ilegitimas. 

E11  su  consecuencia  se  liace  saber  por  la  presente  a los  caudillos 
insurgentes  que  actualmente  liayan  adoptado,  6 que  piensen 
adoptar,  tal  sistema  de  guerra,  que  su  adopcion  necesariamente 
pondra  termino  a la  posibilidad  de  que  los  que  tomen  parte  en 
ella  puedan  volver  a gozar  en  la  vida  norinal  de  sus  relaciones 
civicas  en  Filipinas.  Es  decir,  los  que  sean  acusados  de  la  in- 
fraccion de  las  leyes  de  la  guerra  que  arriba  se  mencionan, 
tarde  6 temprano  seran  procesados  por  delitos  graves  con  la 
posibilidad  consiguiente  de  ser  condenados,  6,  como  tinico  medio 
de  evitarlo,  tendran  que  ser  criminales  fugitivos,  fuera  de  la 
jurisdiction  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  lo  cual,  en  efecto,  viene  a 
ser  expatriation  perpetua. 


II.  Los  que  siendo  residentes  en  un  lugar  ocupado  hagan  algo 
contrario  a los  intereses  del  ejercito  de  ocupacion,  son  rebeldes  de 
guerra  6 traidores  de  guerra,  segdn  la  naturaleza  de  sus  actos,  y 
podran  ser  castigados  segun  la  discretion  de  los  tribunales  del  ejer- 
cito de  ocupacion.  El  cumplir  con  las  ordenes  de  un  enemigo 
publico  expulsado  sin  dar  cuenta  de  ello,  da  lugar  a la  presuncidn 
de  que  el  acto  ha  sido  voluntario  y malicioso.  En  tal  caso  la 
excusa  de  intimidation  sera  muy  raramente  admisible.  El  deber 
includible  de  los  que  sean  objeto  de  tales  amenazas  es  dar  cuenta 
de  los  liechos,  los  cuales,  por  motivo  del  idioma  comun,  tienen  que 
ser  necesariamente  conocidos  por  la  mayor  parte  de  los  vecinos. 
El  liacer  asi  les  eximira  de  cualquiera  duda  que  pudiera  haber 
en  cuanto  & su  buena  fe  y liara  posible  al  general  en  jefe  tomar 
medidas  eficaces  para  la  proteccion  de  los  que  den  tales  informes. 
Por  otra  parte,  cuando,  como  sucede  en  muchos  lugares  ocupados 
por  las  tropas  de  los  Estados  Unidos,  se  permite  la  existencia  de 
comites  secretos  que  trabajan  en  favor  del  llamado  gobierno  insu- 
rrecto,  reuniendo  provisiones,  reclutando  gente,  y facilitando 
information  militar  a los  campos  insurrectos,  no  solo  se  liace 
dificil  proporcionar  la  proteccion  debida  sino  que  los  que  aun 
estando  bien  dispuestos  que  ya  por  timidez,  ya  por  una  simpatia 
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erronea  para  coil  sus  vecinos,  persisten  en  ocultar  estos  comit£s,  de 
esta  manera  se  ofrecen  cotrio  victimas  faciles  p&ra  ser  saqueados  6 
asesinados,  y ademas  se  exponen  al  peligro  de  ser  clasificados  y 
procesados  como  traidores  de  guerra  contra  los  Estados  Unidos. 

El  objeto  principal  de  esta  proclarna  es  dar  a conocer  a todas  las 
clases  sociales  del  Arcliipielago  las  exigencias  de  las  leyes  de  la 
guerra  con  respecto  a los  particulares  de  que  se  trata  aqui,  y para 
hacer  saber  a todos  la  intencion  de  exigir,  de  ahora  en  adelante,  el 
estricto  cumplimiento  de  las  misinas.  La  costumbre  de  enviar 
socorros  a las  tropas  insurrectas  desde  los  pueblos  ocupados  por  los 
Estados  Unidos,  como  ahora  se  viene  haciendo,  debe  cesar.  Los 
contumaces  6 temorosos  que  sigan  dedicandose  a este  trafico  lo 
haran  en  la  inteligencia  de  que  se  exponen  a que  se  les  exija  la 
responsabilidad  de  sus  acciones  con  arreglo  a las  penas  declaradas 
en  este  articulo. 

III.  Lo  consignado  en  el  articulo  anterior,  nhmero  II,  es  de 
especial  aplicacion  a la  ciudad  de  Manila,  constando  como  cousta 
que  es  el  punto  centrico  desde  el  cual  los  favorecedores  de  la 
insurreccion  y los  agentes  de  esta  reparten  una  voluminosa  co- 
rrespondencia  a todas  partes  del  Archipielago.  Se  recuerda  de 
nuevo  a todos  los  vecinos  de  Manila  y de  otras  partes  que  todo 
el  Arcliipielago  queda  por  ahora  sujeto  & las  severas  restricciones 
de  la  ley  marcial,  y que  el  concurso  con  consejos,  informacion, 
6 socorros,  y toda  correspondence  que  tenga  por  objeto  prestar 
ayuda,  apoyo,  estimulo,  6 auxilio  a la  oposicion  armada  del 
campo  soil  violaciones  flagrantes  de  los  intereses  americanos,  y 
los  que  se  dediquen  a tales  pidcticas  quedan  por  la  presente 
advertidos  de  ello  para  que  se  conformen  con  las  leyes  que  son 
de  aplicacion  a los  lugares  ocupados  como  ya  se  ha  hecho  constar, 

Los  periodicos  diarios  y otros  de  Manila,  siendo  publicados  en 
un  lugar  ocupado,  quedan  especialmente  amonestados  de  que  la 
publicacion  dentro  de  tales  condiciones  militares  de  cualquier 
articulo  que  sea  susceptible  por  cualquiera  interpretacion  de  ser 
considerado  como  sedicioso,  debe  entenderse  como  publicado  con 
da  intencion  de  perjudicar  al  ejercito  de  ocupacion  y por  tal 
motivo  todos  los  que  tengan  parte  en  la  publicacion  seran  sujetos 
& la  accion  penal  que  sea  determinada  por  el  infrascrito. 

IV.  Los  que  tomen  parte  en  las  hostilidades  sin  pertenecer 
& una  fuerza  regular  organizada  6 sin  ser  siempre  partlcipes 
en  sus  operaciones,  pero  que  lo  hacen  asi  regresando  de  vez  en 
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cuando  a sus  casas  y ocupaciones,  pierden  el  cardcter  de  militares 
y al  ser  capturados  no  tienen  derecho  a los  privilegios  de  los 
prisioneros  de  guerra. 

Es  bien  notorio  que  muchos  de  los  pueblos  ocupados  socorren 
y prestan  su  ayuda  a personas  que  general  men  te  se  dedican,  al 
parecer,  & sus  ocupaciones  pacificas,  pero  que  tienen  armas  ocul- 
tas  fuera  de  los  pueblos  y salen  perioiicamente  para  tomar  parte 
en  una  guerra  de  guerrillas. 

El  hecko  de  que  a estos  hombres  no  se  les  ka  exigido  kasta 
akora  la  responsabilidad  de  sus  acciones  solo  prueba  el  vivo 
deseo  de  parte  de  los  Estados  Unidos  de  evitar  toda  tnedida 
severa  en  la  pacificacidn  de  las  Islas,  pero  no  prueba  que  la  ley 
misma  adolece  de  defecto.  Los  kabitantes  del  Arckipielago 
quedan  por  la  presente  enterados  de  la  precisa  indole  de  la  ley 
de  aplicacion  en  tales  casos,  y se  les  advierte  que  deben  des- 
confiar  de  los  cabecillas  que  no  solo  exigen  al  soldado  que  se 
exponga  a las  vicisitudes  ordinarias  de  una  campana  sino  que 
exigen  ademas  el  cumplimiento  de  deberes  que  de  necesidad 
exponen  & todos  los  que  tomen  parte  en  ellos  a la  posibilidad 
de  ser  procesados  por  un  crimen  capital. 


La  guerra  en  su  forma  primitiva  era  un  acto  de  violencia  que, 
como  resultado  de  la  naturaleza  misma  del  hombre  primitivo  y de 
las  fuerzas  empleadas,  carecia  de  limites.  Desde  el  principio  de 
la  civilizacidn,  sin  embargo,  los  hombres  han  procurado  mitigar  y 
evitar  hasta  donde  ha  sido  posible  las  consecuencias  de  este  bdr- 
baro  concepto  de  las  acciones  belicas;  con  este  objeto  se  han  con- 
vocado  de  cuando  en  cuando  convenciones  para  la  discusidn  inter- 
nacional  de  los  usos  y costumbres  de  la  guerra  en  la  esperanza  de 
poder  hallar  algtin  medio  para  regir  por  medio  de  reglas  los  bene- 
ficos  instintos  de  la  humanidad.  Como  consecuencia  de  estas  con- 
ferences se  ha  ido  formando  y desarrollando  un  cddigo  que,  aun- 
que  oscuro  en  muchos  particulares,  contiene  ciertos  principios 
fundamentales  que  han  sido  aceptados  y son  ahora  exigidos  por  la 
opinidn  publica  del  mundo.  Los  articulos  presentados  en  esta 
proclama  han  sido  adoptados  por  todas  las  naciones  civilizadas.

kapua  Nacion  na  talagang  may  casarilinan  ng  caniya,  ay  mairoon 
ngang  kabuhayan  ang  manga  uasabing  kautusan;  11a  ang  pag-labag 
ay  tinatapatan  ng  mabibigat  na  kaparusahan;  at  ang  mahigpit  na 
pagtupad  ay  ipinag-uutos  liindi  lanjang  sa  manga  sadiyang  nag- 
hihimagsic,  kundi  sa  manga  namamayan  sa  manga  nayong  sac6p; 
sila  ma,i,  taga-rito,  6 taga  ibang  bayan.

patay  sa  mafiga  mataliimic  11a  nanahanan  sa  mafiga  bayang  sacop, 


ay  nahgag-caroon  fig  maliuanag  na  pangyayari.  Kaya  nga  ualang 
catigasan  ua  magagamit  sa  paglalagda  na  ang  lahat  11a  maki-alam 
sa  ganoong  cabagayan,  niula  sa  Puno  naglagtla  hg  Pahayag  han- 
gan  sa  manga  nahgag-situpad  sa  naturang  cautusan,  ay  may  casa- 
lanang  laliat,  at  sa  boong  capisanan  at  baua,t,  isa  sa  canila  ay 
mananagot  na  laliat  sa  pagpouing  sa  cautusan  ng  digma,  at  sa 
malaon  6 madaling  panalion  sasagutin  nila  ang  manga  pagdukot 
6 ibang  casalanan  galing  sa  ayos  na  di  nararapat.

at  tinalaga.  Sa  manga  gayong  bagay  bihi-bihirang  matatangap  ang 
pagmamatouid  na  caya  umayon  at  naglihim  ay  daliil  sa  katakutan.

Bucod  dito,  ay  cung  paris  hg  nangya3rari 
sa  manga  nayong  sacop  nang  EE.  UU.  na  pinahihintulutan  ang 
manga  lihim  na  Katipunan  na  umaayon  sa  tinatauag  na  Gobiernong 
insurrecto,  nag-iipon  hg  manga  pagcain,  cagamitan  sa  digma  at 
manga  tauo,  at  nagpapadala  sa  manga  insurrecto  hg  manga  balita 
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tungcol  sa  Hocbo,  ay  bucod  pa  sa  totoong  mahirap  sa  gayong  bagay 
ang  pagbibigay  ng  sucat  pag-ampon  at  damay,  ang  nangyayari  pa 
ay  ang  manga  matatacutin  6 may  caunting  maling  pagliiigon  sa 
canilang  manga  cababayan  na  nag-lililiim  sa  manga  nasabing 
Katipunan  ay  siyang  madalas  na  manacauan  6 mapatay,  tangi  pa 
sa  sumusubo  sila  sa  isang  capahamac&n,  alin  nga  ang  sila,i, 
quilalanin  parang  manga  tacsil  sa  digma  laban  sa  EE.  UU.

Kapuluan.  Ipina-aalala  iigang  muli  sa  lahat  nang  nananahanan 
dito  sa  Maynila  at  iba  pang  nayon  na  itong  Kapuluang  Filipinas 
ay  nangafigailaiigan  iigayon  mapasailalim  nang  mahihigpit  na 
cautusan,  na  tinatauag  na  Ley  Marcial,  at  ang  pakikialam  sa 
pangaral,  balita,  6 abuloy;  at  pakikipagsulatan  na  na  aayos  sa 
pagbibigay  tulong,  damay,  6 pagpaalab  ng  loob  sa  maiiga  insurrecto, 
ay  maiiga  maliliuanag  na  casalanan  laban  sa  maiiga  kinacailangan 
dito  fig  America,  at  ang  mangag-sigaui  ng  ganoong  bagay  sucat 
mlang  malaman  sa  Pamahayag  na  ito,  na  sila,i,  umaayon  sa 
maiiga  cautusang  inilagda  sa  maiiga  nayon  sac6p,  paris  nga  nang 
nasabi  na. 

Ang  maiiga  pamahayagan  arao-arao  (periodicos  diarios)  at  iba 
pa  dito  sa  Maynila  at  sa  maiiga  ibang  nayon  sacop,  ay  tangi 
tinatahgaan  na  ang  maiiga  casulatan  canilang  ilinalagda  sa  loob 
fig  maiiga  iigayon  panahon  fig  guerra,  cailati  ma,t,  mabibiguian 
caliulugan  na  laban  sa  maiiga  cautusan  ng  EE.  UU.  ay  dapat 
sapantahain  na  inalagda  sa  pagnanasa  na  magbigay  gambala  sa 
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Hocbong  naniainahala,  at  sa  ganoon  dahil  ay  ang  lahat  nang 
nakikipamahala  sa  nasabing  pamahayagan  ay  mananagot  sila  sa 
parusang  itatapat  fig  nacapirma  sa  ibaba  nito.

Alam  ng  calahatan  na  maraming  bayan  sacdp  na  tumutulong  at 
nagbibigay  abuloy  sa  manga  tauong  conoua,i,  nananahimic  data- 
poua,t,  may  armds  silang  tago  sa  labas  ng  bayan  at  sa  manaca-naca 
ay  guinagamit  sa  pag-abuloy  sa  pakikibaca  ng  guerrilla. 

Ang  hindi  pagsingil  sa  manga  ganitong  tauo  hg  carapatan  sa 
canilang  gaui,  ay  isang  pahalata  ng  malaking  nais  hg  EB.  UU.  sa 
di  pag-gamit  hg  mabibigat  na  cautusan  uri  sa  pagpapayapa  dito  sa 
Kapuluan,  datapoua,t,  yaong  ganoong  bagay  ay  hindi  pahalata  na 
casiraan  hg  cautusan.  Ang  manga  nananahanan  dito  sa  Kapuluan 
sucat  nilang  malaman  mula  hgayon  ito  ang  tunay  na  laman  nitong 
manga  cautusan,  at  ipinahahayag  din  naman  sa  canila  na  dapat 
silang  mangilag  sa  manga  Kabecilla  na  bucod  pa  sa  ini-uutos  sa 
caual  na  sumubo  siya  sa  oras-oras  na  capaliamacan  hg  paghihi- 
magsic, ay  liinihiling  pa  ang  tumupad  hg  manga  utos  na  siyang 
pangagalingan  hg  pagcapahamac  hg  caual  sa  isang  causa  6 su ma- 
ria na  ang  catapusan  ay  parusang  hibitayan. 


Ang  digma  hg  unang  panahon  ay  pulos  11a  patayan  at  paghihi- 
magsic 11a  uaiang  catapusan,  uri  sa  caugalian  hg  manga  tauong 
una  at  sa  manga  armds  na  canilang  gamit.  Datapoua  mula  sa  pag- 
mumula  hg  civilizacion  ang  manga  tauo  ay  nagpupumilit  na 
mabagoatgumaling-galingang  manga  ganoong  caugalian  masasama 
hg  paghihimagsic:  caya  hga  paminsanminsan  ay  nahgagtitipon  sila 
at  pinagtatalunan  hg  lahat  hg  Naciones,  ang  manga  ugali  at  gamit 
sa  digma,  at  pinag-uuri  yaon  manga  paraan  na  macapag  papalitao 
hg  manga  magagandang  damdam  hg  boong  katauhan. 

Ang  pinagkaupatan  hg  manga  nasabing  pagkakatipon  ay  ang 
unti-unting  pagtatalata  hg  isang  kautusan  sa  digma,  11a  kahit 
may  kaunting  kadiliman  ang  ilan-ilang  talata,  gavon  man  may 
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manga  talata  11a  in  am  in  hg  boong  sangsinucuban  halos,  at  siya 
naman  ngayon  inamin  at  sinusunod  na  parang  kautusan  ng  boong 
mundo. 

Ang  manga  talata  na  nailagda.  dito  sa  Pamahayag  ay  siyang 
pinagkaupatan  hg  lahat  ng  Naciones  Civilizadas.  Kaya  hinihintay 
na  pagkabasa  hg  matin  ing  na  pagbasa  hg  Bay  an  dito  sa  Pamahayag, 
ay  yaong  manga  tunay  na  nagnanais  nang  capayapaan  nitong 
Kapuluan,  ay  tutulong  at  makiki-isa  sa  pagpapatagumpay  hg 
kanilang  sariling  kayamanan  at  kaguinhauahan  hgBayan.
